Attempt to Wreck Car on Calcutta 
Tramway Results in Injury to 
Four Natives 



Calcutta, May 16.— A bomb which 
had been placed on the rails of a street 
ear line hero was exploded yesterday 
by the wheels of a cart passing over 
It. and four natives were Injured by 
the e.vidosion. 

It was evidently the Intention Of the 
pi rjielrators of th(> outr;ige to wreck 
a street car containing white persons, 
as notices in Bengal recently have been 
cii-cnl;ited warning natives not lo ride 
in first-class cars. Ajiparently the 
bomb was chargLd wiili picric acid 
and not dynamlt'-'. 

This behig llie fifth attempt within 
five months to blow ui) street cars 
with bombs, much uneasiness has re- 
sulted.

Both Spring and Winter Wlieat 
. Hold Promise of Bum- 
per Harvest 



FAR AHEAD OF LAST YEAR 



Weather So Far Ideal for Pro- 
per Growth of Young 
Plants 



Winnipeg, ^,Iay ir,, — The wather 
(luring the past week ha.s bcon all tlia:: 
could be desired for a, growing ei-op 
and whi-'at is repoi'titi from almost 
every district la tlu^ three provinces 
to be well above ground. Cof)l tem- 
peratures and local sliovvers have been 
doing their best to give the young 
grain a good start, and these condi7 
tlons have resulted In remarkably 
sturdy growth. On the one hand rains 
have not been sufficiently heavy to 
make the tender shoots lush, iind on 
tho other, there has been no scorching 
lieat to attenuate them. 

Tho wheal is at least 11 month earlier 
than last year, and has now got a 
good start under Ideal coiidlMoiis, and 
with tlie grain from two to sl.x or 
eight Inches high, the vernal .'oasnn 
ijiust be .almost malignantly unpro- 
pllions If the yield is to fall below a 
good average, while of course It only 
needs a continuance of the present 
Weather, with increasing temperatures 
to give promise tibout l,he end of July 
of a quitd extraordinary crop. 

But it is yet too early to discount 
the heavy rains of ,U\no, the droughts 
of the following month, or black rust 
and ]wl] damage. Damage from the 
latter two eau.°es are bound lo mln- 
iinl;;e year by year as ~ farmers learn 
more' generally to tre.at tludr seed 
against disease, and as the spreading 
area of cultivation relieves the trifling 
percentage of local damage liy hall 
storms. 

With such fine spring wheat pro.s- 
pccts It Is gratifying to got remark- 
ably good reports of Alberta winter 
wheat. One of these Irom Magratji 
tolls of scime hundreds of .acres 
soed64 on new breaking last August, 
which Is now sevohtbdn Inches high, 
rind very evsn. 

E.xpei'iment.i with fall wheat made 
in Saskatchewan also are turning out 
well, and tilthough red fyfo and other 
standard spring v,-hcal.s are nin-or 
llkolv lo lose their grip in tlie coun- 
try east of the Chinook, it Is likely 
that a large percentage of fall wheat 
will In vears to come bo laid down 
bv Saskatchewan and Manitoba farm- 
e-rs. If only as a kind of Insurance for 
tho main crop. 

These brilliant prospects are already 
being reflected in a general return oC 
confidence, and though tho over-rated 
real estate market must remain still 
for some years to come, signs are not 
lacking of renewed activity in legiti- 
mate business enterprises. 



C. N. R. Bridge Burned. 
Mlnltlona.s, Man., May lU. — The Can- 
adian Northern railway bridge over 
tho North Duck river at Cowan, 20 
miles oast of hero, was destroyed by 
fire this morning. Tlie train from 
Prince Albert for AAMnnlpog is on the 
other side of the bridge.

Pas- 
sengers and mails will be transferred 
until it is rebuilt. 



ENGLISH fSiP GROWERS 



GreatjiDemonstration in Trafal- 
gar Square in Favor of 
Duty 



London, May 16. — A grreat army of 
men and women Interested In tho hop 

industry In England, estimated to 
nmnbcr upward.s of 50,000, held a 
demonstration in Trafalgar s(iuare 
this afternoon in favor of Imposing a 
duly of 510 on every hundredweight of 
hops Imported into the country. 

Special trains brought In thousands 
of persons from Kent, Sussex, Haiiip- 
shire, Worcester and Hereford, the 
gi'eat hop-growing counties, v.hile the 
ea.-l end of London, whence emanate 
almost all the hop-pickers, furnished 
a contingent perhaps fully as large as 
the growera and laborers from tho 
iirovlnces. After being martlallecl on 
tho "Victoria embankment, the demon- 
strations, with banners flying and 
bands playing, marched to the square 
whore ISngllshmen with a grievance 
Lilwaya have been accustomed to as- 
somblo. 

Speakers from half a dozen plat- 
ftjrtns liaraii.gued the multitude on the 
ruin of tlie iiulustiy throu.gh the 
ilumping of Anierleiin hops into l'"ng- 
iand, and resoluUous were adopted by 
acclamation calling uiion the govern- 
ment not to delay iu helping to re- 
establish tho Industry and placing a 
duty on all Imported hops.

The 
last time he vlslleii the House of 
Commons Sir Henry tohl .Mr. Red-

Itiib- d(!b:ile. 'I'lie next day the pre- 
mier was stricken with the Illness th.at 
eventually proved fatal. The debate 
was fixed tor February 17, and as Mr. 
Blrrcll, chief secretary for Ireland, 
also was indisposed, Mr. Redmond 
nskcd Ml". Asqulth, ns acting leader 
In the House, to postpono the debate. 
Mr. Asqnith declined, but Sir Henry, 
hearing of this, sent word that unless 
the debate was jiostponed he h;id made 
up his mind, wliate\-er the cost, to 
leave his bed and go to the lloii.so of 
CIommoiiK and participate In the dis- 
cuaslon. Thereupon Mr. Asqulth J>leld- 
ed and postponed the dcUatd to March 
30. d , . ■

Tho other occupants of the 
carriage, Charles Cowan, and Miss 
Sutherland, another nurse, escaped un- 
hurt, ns the horse made a leap and 
dragged the vehicle from the tracks a 
few Inches .alKjad of the engine.

Farmer, Wife and Servant Are 
Killed in Mysterious 
Manner 



Matteawan, N.J., May 16. — A triple 
tragedy was added to the list of New 
■Jersey crimes today. Wm. Shepherd, 
a prosperous poultry fancier, and a 
former rough rider, waa found mur- 
dered on ills farm near here this* 
morning, following a mysterious 
wiirnlng that his household would 
meet with a violent deatli v.-ithin two 
weeks. His wife and Jennie Bendy, 
a servant, had suffered tho same fate, 
but the Slu iiherd's seven months old 
baby was discovered sleeping In her 
cradle unharmed. 

The entire house liad boon ran- 
sacked and everything of value taken. 
The police liave made one arrest In 
connection with the case, and another 
man is said to be under police surveil- 
lance. However, 110 direct charges 
have been preferred, and a posse with 
bloodhounds is still scouring the coun- 
try for tlie assassins. A repeating 
shotgun was aiipnrently the inslruniont 
of the murderers. 

I'"rank Zastcra, a farm hand, who 
had been employed only two days on 
the iilace, diseo\-ered the bodies short- 
ly after the shooting and gave the 
alarm. Zastera Is said to claim oc- 
cult powers, anil according to state- 
ments of the victims', friends, pre- 
dicted in Slieplierd's presence that In 
two weeks time two men would come 
to the farm and kill everyone. 

One ]''rank Crooks, wlio is held, was 
eaptured this afternoon ne;ir l''reehoki, 
liy Charles W. Kb', a member of the 
.sheriff's posse, and is now In .1all at 
that pl.ace. liloodstalns were found on 
Ills clothing, but Crooks, who is also a 
I'arni hand, says these carae from kill- 
ing ehlekens. 'I'he stained garments 
will be si'nt to a chemist for examina- 
tion, and the prisoner will be kept in 
ctistodv pending tho result of the ex- 
anilnai'lon and of the Inquest, which 
Coroii'-M- Cravath announced today 
would be held iic.xt .Saturday. 

A jury was empanelled thU after- 
noon. The police are also looking for a 
farmhaiiil who was employed on the 
Sheplieril farm until ree<-ntly. Ho is 
said to have cpiarrelled with Shejiherd, 
and a man saiil to resemble him was 
seen about the Shepherd place today. 

Z.-ist'-rn. the farm liand, who dis- 
covend the boclics, was brought to 
the einuitv jail at J''rcehold tonight 
and held as a witnctss. He was put 
throuKh the third degree, and is said 
lo have told eonlUeling stories.

Cleveland, May IG.— In the mic^st 
of a ilav of incii>ient riot, some blood- 
shed g'en.-i.il disorder, and a partial 
stopping of tile sti-cet ralhvay ser- 
vice, incUient to the strike of tho 
eoncluetors and motormeii of the Mu- 
nicirial 'fraction company, came a 
liroiiositlon tonight to stop further 
violcnc(! and submit the whole matter 
to arbltrtitlon. 

Tills proposition came from Joseph 
nishop, a member of the state board 
of arbitration, but with neither sido 
of tho strike willing to make over- 
tures to this end, a peaceful settlement 
and tlie Immediate termination of tho 
disorder still Is an open question. All 
night i\Ir. 131sliop labored witli tlic head 
of till! union and with tho head of tho 
traction company. In the meaiitlino 
disorder continued. 

'J"he night was made eventful Jiy tho 
comiiany rescinding an order during 
the dav. It first was proposed to stop 
all ear.s at dark and make no further 
attenijits to operate until tomorrow. 
Lato today tho cohipany decided to 
continue the service. 

From the moment tho strlko went 
into effect early this morning there 
u-as mcu-e or less rioting. At first the 
men who remained at work wcro ap- 
liealed to by tho strikers to leave tho 
cars. When they refused to strike or 
quit work, inotormen and conductors 
were forcibly taken from the cars. 
Cars were atopped liy the pilacln.g of 
otistrucllons upon the tracks. Trolley 
wires were cut, tracks were ripped up 
and switch points broken.. Qn .one. 
occasion a mob surrounded a^'.oar ian^f 
the police attempted to rescue thbl 
crew. Stones and clubs were hurled,- 
and tho officers used their niaces.^ 
Chief of Police Kohlcr was struck b,v^ 
a stone, but not seriously injured. At 
noon iVt.-iyor Jolinson Issued tliO' fol- 
lowing procl.auiatlou : , 

"I ha\o Instructed the Chief of 
Police to -i^reservn order and protect 
property with all tho force at his com- 
mand. I warn all persons that dis- 
turbance will not be .tolerated, and 
disorder will be mot with fOrco ade- 
quate to suppress It." 

Jiotorman John Dubler was beaten.. 
Into unconsciousness late tonight, and 
left lying -upon .. tho street. He ' Is 
tliotight to have been fatally injured. 
Many others were roughly handled,' 
but their wounds were not considered 
serious. 

"All wo wanted at the hands of the 
Mnniriiial Traction company," said 
X'lce-l're.sldcnt Beliner, of the union, 
"was a square deal. We did not get 
it, and we gave the i-onipnny days and 
days to settle or arbitrate. All v,'a got 
was promises, and not a promise was 
kept." 

President Dupont, of tho Municipal 
Traction company, said: "Wo have 
been ready frcin the beginning: to 
arbitrate all diflicultles between the 
employees and the- comp.any. The of- 
fer of .arbitration came from the 
union, and we accepted It. We In- 
tended to carry It out in tliat utmost 
good faith." 

President Dupont further said, tho 
discharge of some men was Inevitable, 
from the merging of tho two systems, 
and in some cases from the insubor- 
dination and disloyalty of some of tlia 
old emiiloyces. lie declared that only 
three or foir railroad systems in. 
America paid as high as tlio jMiiniel- 
pal, which had raised the nito ono 
cent an liour and furnished free 
uniforms, making a maximum pay of 
twenty-live cents. Ho also stated that 
new men are being employed as 
rapidly as possible, scores having been 
brokiMi in during the p.ast strlko. 

M,i.\'or Tom L. Johnson, who also is 
treasurer of tlie traction company, 
.^ald the strike was all foolishness and 
a gretit waste. 

No call has been made for outside 
assistance. Tile police claim to bo 
abhi to iKUidle the situation.

Sometime today two of tlic earliest 
pioneers of British Columbia will meet 
to e.Nchaiigo felicltation.s. This Is the 
annlyer.-^ary of the arrival la Victoria 
of C. l\'ciu, city treasurer, and George 
JacquL'.^, the Kort street jeweler. Xt 
has been tlirlr custom on this day to 
e.Ki'liangii reniinlscences of pa.st ex- 
pericnees. They are among the fcnv 
nienil)erM ot the "Did Guard" wlio can 
looli back over forty-si.\ year.s' resi- 
dence in the far west, having left 
Southampton, JSngland, on Iho 17th o£ 
May, 1862, bound for British Colum- 
bia. 

When Mr. Jacques wrfs seen ye.s- 
terday he at first expressed a disin- 
clination to relate any of the stories 
of tho old days. This determination, 
however, was re-oOMsIdered as he be- 
gan to east hi.s mind back to tlie time 
when Victoria was but a Hudson JJay 
station, remuto and jiraciieally un- 
known to eivllli-.aticjn, and Hrltlsh Co- 
inmbla was deemed an almost hnpeu- 
eti-ahl.' .sea uf r.iresL and miiuntaliis. 

"Ve.-," he said. • lliinL.'s were dlffer- 
eni thi'ii and ii Um'sn'l aii[iear so 
luii.g agii. Hut tlie change Is marvel- 
IiUK-i. Do ynu See thai oak tree (ivcr 
there" — puinling from the windows of 
liks .store acrosH h'ort street to the un- 
occupied lot next the Assembly hail — 
".such timber grew from that spot 
right through to Beacon hill. It was 
a natural garden. Jn sununer the wild 
roses bloomed, uncultivated, but none 
the ii'ss gloriously beautiful. < >f course 
the improvements are well Inteiidi d, 
-some lulglu tliink that they added to 
the attraellvi'iiess of Victoria, but 
.•-iimeliDv.- i can t hi'lp thinking tliat 
nothing done by the bands of man 
cuuld improve the glorlou.s summer 
which greeted tho eyes of those 
who stepped off the steamer forty-six 
years ago." 

Mr. Jacques went on to tell of the 
conditions prevailing here In tho year 
•«2. The civil war between the north- 
ern and soutliorn states was in pro- 
gress. Many fugitives from sununtiry 
military justice had taken refuge hi 
Victoria. The city's iiopulatlon was 
exceedingly cosmoiioliUin. "Why," he 
wi'nt on, "we bail among us adlu>roiits 
of both sides In the conflict that was 
r;igiiig In tile south and, often, they 
eaiin- togetlier, somel lines the meeting 
linlshlng \vltli nothing worse than 
heated words but, imu-e freiiueiUly, In 
lilows. I reinemlier oni'--:i .'-^mitheriier 
and one of the particularly liot-tcni- 
pered brand — his name was Shepherd 
We had arranged for a parade of fire- 
men to take place on the 1st of M;i.\- 
and Shepherd announced bis Intention 
of displaying the Southern flag along 
the route of tlie iiroposed ni.ireh. .\ 
large faction objeeted.

"Those Southerners wore a pl'.ieky 
crowd," Mr. Jacques went on. "They 
never refused a fight. In fact they 
were always looking for one. I re- 
meinlier hiiw tlie\- iiseil to congregate' 
III dlff'^rent saloons. How they car- 
ried on: I can still recollect the ri;- 
frain (if a chorus generally indulged 
ill on such occasions. It ran something 
like this: 

'Is there an.vone here knows General 
Jaclison ? 

Yes, we're the boys who know General 
Jackson.' " 
AVhen Mr. Jacque.'J first came here 
the Cariboo ru.sh was in progress. 
What attracted he and Mr. Kent and 
hundreds of others was a book pub- 
lished In the old country and circu- 
lated by the hniidri-ds. entitled '•The 
c,,jhl l''leUls of c.arllioo." He has kf jit 
Ids eoliy thioiigh all tlie y,>:irs that 
liave gone h\- .and when talking re- 
ferred to it with the rev(>roiit air 
which one only adopts when handling 
a \ery miieli prized relic. Gn arriv- 
ing tliov found \'ieioria crnwded with 
mill.

■•Life in tho;:e d:i.\s was free as the 
air. W'' li\rd wlier.' we could, there 
being no IniUdlngs but shacks and 
only a few of thosi>. For months I 
camped In a tent, for it was glorious 
midsummer weather. The majority 
of my companions had the gold fever 
and started for the Interior. ] stayed 
In Victoria and enjoyed the hunting 
and fishing, which cnnhl be obtained 
In any (inanilt\'. a stone'.-- tlirow from 
where we u.rc li\inr,' 'I'h'' swnnip 
v.diere .stands ih" .\s.'iiihly li.'ill \v:is a I 
.spleiidiil spot for duck shooting — one 
ni \. i- u.

So 
this stage has been readied. Tho Hill 
In its original nefarious form will nevrr 
see the House of Commons again, and 
for this tlianlis aro duo to the Con- 
servative niinorit.\- in the House. 

Uul this i.s only ono inoidont of a 
very oxtr.-iordiaar.v situation. ' Tlio 
thing wliich will aiiiazo tlio people of 
Canada is that many members of the 
civil service have to go without a por- 
tion of their pay iircauso the govern- 
rnont has no iiionoy at its disposal.

waited on. Ho tells you that he liopos 
something will be done to stop people 
from coming here, because he has to 
stand up in the tram cur when ho rides 
home to dinner. Ho remembers every 
rainstorm that wo Imve had during the 
last quarter of ii Century and cannot 
for the life .Ol him recall a single day 
when tho sun was really .shining. There 
Is no doubt whatever that the progress 
of -Victoria has been seriously retard- 
ed by Its ix'sslinists. and it is also true 
tliat some of tlieni have niitde fortunes 
right in tiic very city of whose future 
tliey profess to be In such despair. 

But we also have optimists, and thoy 
are becoming more iiuinorous all tho 
time. I'jvery optimist is an actual as- 
set of value to the coniniunity in wliich 
lie lives, Hlii spirit is Infectious, 
Doubtless ho makes mistakes some- 
times, but there are lots of worse 
things than the making of mistakes. In 
fact a good lU'al of the iirogress -^-jf 
manliiiul is due to tlu' mistakes of oj)- 
tlmists. Columbus was an optimist. He 
believed that he could sail to India by 
gidiig ^vest. He made a mistake. He 
discovered Amoriea. Xuw thorc are sun- 
dry i)ossimists who say tliat u o would 
all have been better off, If he hail re- 
mained at hornc and minded lils own 
business, and this Incident pretty will 
represents the difference between pi's- 
simlsm and optimism. The one stays 
at lioiiie and iiermits tlie moss to grow 
ovel- Itself; the other, clear-e.v.-d and 
hopeful, sets out to find now worlds to 
conquer.

|)(<opIo ri>ad ailvortisiuiieiil s in noivspa- 
pcrs. There was, not many yi.'iirs ago, 
an idea cuiTent tliat the bi'.st way to 
advertise was to have sDinething sent 
out in the shape of a doilgi r foiiled up 
In a newspaper. All oxperlencod husi- 
ness nii-ii were soon convlnceii that tills 
was a poor way of gi'ttliig at custom- 
ers, and it was abandeicd long before 
the Post Olfici' Departiie nt stoiiped it. 
The greatest biisim'ss houses, those 
that have liiindiods of thousands of 
dollars to expend In advertising, rely 
upon the coliiiniis of n.-wspajiers ami 
magazines. Ihnee w.' think tli.it the 
Tourist As.sociatlon lias acted wisi'l\- 
in determining to follow that coursi- to 
some extent.

considei-ation but in an amended form. 
The b.\!aw, wlilcii originally provided 
I'or the closing of fruit and tobacco 
stores and some other shops on tlie 
Sabbath, was under tire at tho last 
session of the council, wlilch, by a 
majority vote, decided that sucli places 
of business sliould not bo closed and 
consequently tho measure, as it will bo 
presented tomorrow night, wiy deal 
only with tho closing of amusement 
places. With Uils amendment it is ct- 
pected that tho bylaw will pass and 
that hereafter when licences for .such 
places are Issued by the city it will bo 
on the understanding that the amuse- 
ments specHied therein shall keep oiien 
but six days of the week. The alder- 
men, as a whole, appear to be in favor 
of sucli places being regulated to the 
extent of havltiL^ to (dose at midnight 
on week dayM and all day Sunday. 

AVhether Alderman Gleason'a pro- 
posed amendnients to the revenue by- 
law whereby lie seeks to raise the fees 
for hotel, ..saloon, wholesale lUiuor and 
bottle. license.^, will again come uyi for 
consideration depends upon the length 
of time it will take to dispose of tho 
other measure. The liylaw has been 
hanging lire for three weeks but tho 
keen discussion on the amusement by- 
law forced it into a back place In tho 
deliberations of tho civic fathers.

North— Others to Go •

J. n. Brownloc, provincial sur- 
veyor, left for the Bablno country 
several days ago. He ivas accomiianled 
by a comparatively large party, and 
will spend the summer in exploring, 
making olliclal demark-ation of crown 
lauds, and compiling luformatlon 
wliich will enable tho local authori- 
ties to give Intending .settlers an ac-. 
curate idea of that section of British 
Columbia. 

'It is stated by tlioso who have been 
through that dlstVlct that it contains 
large stretches of valley which would 
make admirable locations for farms 
and the pursuit of agriculture on a 
large scale. Little, however. Is Itnown 
of tho region beyond what is furnished 
by those who liavo made casual in- 
vestigation. Hence the govermuent 
h:-H despatched Mr. Brownleo with In- 
structions to put In several month's 
work surveying and observlner ao that 
ho may be In a position to submit a 
report so complete that tho officials of 
the Bureau of Information may be able 
to direct prcspcctlve immigrants to 
tho district assured that they have 
given them all the details necessary 
for their guidance. 
' H. Fry, of Chemalnus. another pro- 
vincial surveyor, and a number of 
other parties will leave as soon as 
practical for Interior points. It is tlio 
intention, according to tho provincial 
surveyor, to prosecute tho work in tho 
Nechacn coimtry, in the neighborhood 
of tho Skeena river, .ind In other sec- 
tions, wliich, though comparatively 
unknown, are believed to poaaess 
splendid po-sslbllltles from an agricul- 
tural standpoint. 

AltbouKb there Itas been some delay 
on tho part of the surveyors In getting 
away, owing to tho lateness of the 
spring and the cnnsequent scarcity of 
fodder, they expect to mai;e up for lost 
time ■when reaching tlie fdeld. A con- 
centrated effort, it is undorstond, v.'il] 
be made by all surveyors in tlie em- 
Iiloy of th.e 7irovlnclaI administration 
to cover as iiiucli ground and olitain 
as full reports ap possible In tlie period 
at their dl.sposal. This endeavor Is 
the result ol' the fact that the govern- 
ment Is anxious to preiiaro for .a rush 
of immigrants. Though the influx 
from tlK^ Old Country was heavier hist 
year, as a result of tho arrangement 
entered Into between the authorities 
and tho Salvation Army, it is expected 
to increase to a greater extent In the 
near future. Hence it is the desire 
tliat there shall be no part of British 
Columbia not famllior to those to 
whom enquiries will naturally be 
directed.

The big railway 
company has put no less tlian .sixty- 
four townsltes on tho inarlvcL during 
the past two weelcs, and sixteen others 
will be similarly for sale before long, 
making a lotal of eighty townsltes put 
on the market by one company in a 
single year. This is probably a re- 
cord. 

The oHiclal who has charge of this 
end of llie work is G. \V. ilyley, land 
commissioner for the Cl.T.P. Mr. Ky- 
ley is visiting Victoria, accompanied 
by G. li. Pope, right of way agent, to 
look Into various matters here in con- 
uectUui witli the right of way at tile 
I'acillc end of the line. He exiiects to 
return to Wlnniing in a few days. 
Speaking to a Colonist reporter at tlio 
l^jmiiress yescerdiiy, lie said; 

•■\Ve are ]nitting a iiumbi.r of town- 
sites on the market iliis year in Maul- 
I loba, Saskatcliewan and Alberta. 
.SIxl.\.-four liave been offered for sale 
durliig the liast fortnigiit, and there 
are sixteen others which will be put 
on tiio market this summer, making 
eighty in ail. We have liad fully li.oou 
applications for loU In these townsltes 
during tl»e past winter, and these ap- 
plicants wlU be given tho refusal of 
the properties they want at tho price 
.set by the company. Of course, the 
future of a town cannot be predicted 
with certalnlty, but the towns at the 
live divisional points would appear to 
have tho best chance of becoming Im- 
portant places. The names of these 
divisional points, starting from Win- 
nipeg, and going west, are lilvers, 
M(.|ville, Wutrous, Blggar and Waln- 
wrlght. lilvers is named after Sir 
Ciiarles Kivers, president of tlie Grand 
Trunk; Melville afier Melville Hays, 
vice-president of tlie Grand Trunk; 
Watrous after Frank Watrous Morse, 
general manager of the Grand Trunk 
Pacilic; liiggar, after the chief solicitor 
of the road; and Wainwrl(;ht, after 
AValnwrlght. the second vice-presi- 
dent of the G.T.R. 

Different at Rupert ' 

"The Prince Rupert lots are not go- 
ing to be handled In the same way as 
the prairie townsltes. tVe have had 
hundreds of letters asking for reserva- 
tions of property there, but we are not 
going to give anyone a chance to buy 
anything before the lots are offered to 
the publl^i. The method of disposing 
of the lots has not yet been decided 
ujion, but It will probably lie. by jmb- 
lic auction. Tho auction. If that 
metliod be eventually settled niioii, (.an 
hardly take idace at I'rlnce Rupert, a.i 
we shall not bo in position to talce 
care of the crowds which would be 
sure to come. It will pmbably be held 
at some iioint on the coast, either 
Vancouver or Victoria, probably the 
former Tho lots will probably be jmt 
on th.e market in September or Gc- 
tober." 

Asked regarding (he l.msiness which 
brings him to Victoria, .Mr. Ilyley 
said; 

"W'e luive no mission witli the f^ov- 
ernmeiit on this occa.^lon, liut lia\-o 
some t(.> get certain information from I 
tile surveyor general which wo need 
In connection with the right of way for 
tlie liist hundred miles east of Prince 
Rupert. You will remember that the 
government gave us a free right of 
way through tlie province, but our Una 
in places passes through property 
which had been already alienated by 
tho crown, such as cannery sites, tim- 
ber limits and •so forth. We are lind- 
ing out trom tUe ofBcial records here

Piiat, the phyloxera had 
decimated tlie -fines, with the result 
that they had to be replaced with 
American vines.

Ii>iirice 
was a ]ar;;e eonsuiiier of coffee and 
admitted coffee from her colonies 
duly free, so he tliought there was 
hound to lie money In coffee. I!ut 
above all things he was going to learii 
ISngllsh at tho first ojiportunity, as ho, 
found It most Inconvenient not to b<i ' 
able to make himself undorstciod 
while traveling.

Wo train them into cer- 
tain ways that make the-m Borviceable 
to us; wo humanize them without ad- 
ding to tliclr mental capacity. In oth- 
er words we cannot cros.s our Intoiii- 
genco upon theirs and mrilte it fruitful 
to them.

hardship. In Highland shipping vil- 
lages or un liiiglish farms they had 
wcdl learned llir lessons of thrift 
I which llii.y wi re compelled to prae- j 
lice in thr wlhlrrness to whiidi Ihey 1 
liad emigrated. Here and there a 
siiuire or laird li\-ed In more generous 
style on till, money lu; had brougiit 
with him from tho old home. But,

hablt.s.

When, between husband and wife, 
arises the iiuestion: Which shall rule'.' 
"Then the trouble begins to brew," the 
rift In tlie lute is imminent. The mere 
idea, let alone the fact, of a conllict of 
wills' is snhversl\-e of peace am^ har- 
mony. 

The two \\ ho are one should be so 
thoroughly .agiVed that each slnnild 
\eill and do the otlu-r's good pleasure. 
Well regulated eoii|iles never dispute 
us to which shall have his op li,-r own 



way. U.suall.\- the \v;\y is one and the 
same; they understand what Is beat for 
their mutual welfare and pursuu peace 
without tielng put to the trouble of 

seeking, it. 

Custom and tradition for many ages 
have ordained thiit tho husband Kliali 
bo the head of tho house, and the or- 
dinance, like most of those long estab- 
lished, has its root in the litness of 
things. But it IS of niucli importain-e 
that the man shall be able to rnlo wlsc- 
\y ,ind we'll, wdilcli comparatively few 
men arc. Just .and gentlu government, 
whicii Inis at liearl tlie best Jntcre.sts of 
all concerned, is one thing; the domes- 
tic tyranny, solflsli jmd exacting, is 
quite another. Rvery one knnw.s the 
old simile of the hand of steel in a 
velvet glo\'e, which is supi)0sed to t)e 
the ideal way. But there is stinO and 
steel, velvet .ind \'elvet; stei'l whicli is 
llexihle, bending, yei not. breaking;- 
vi-h-et like moss, soft and cnshlmy and 
conifort.able; and N-eher- the plli^ of 
wdiicll merely gives to the eye the .-u'ln- 
blance of smoothness. 

\\'ith too m.any of the lords of crea- 
tion it is all steel, or, rather, iron, with 
no velvet anywhere; which perhaps 
may compel obedience, which In most 
cases is unwilling; iuul that hai)r).v and 
willing obedience Is a thousand times 
to he preferred to that which is reluc- 
tant ami forced, ready to rebel as soon 
as the unloved |iressure is removed, is 
a secret which a man must wi-ll know 
and lU-e by, else iu' never will be able 
to govern his own household .ludlciiuis- 
ly and smoot-lil.x . 

For one thing, a nnin wlio is sensible 
does not waste power hy Issuing loo 
many orders, establishing many re- 
strictions. H(! lets his wife exercise 
her own Judgment and follow her own 
inclinations in small details, realizing 
the fact that such trifles make uii inu. h 
of the li.apidness of her daily life. It 
is In gri.-at m.atlers. inn-siions which 
are of vital i in|)orta ne.- to the well- 
being of the I'amilN. in which be nuil-:es 
Ills aiilh-iril>- felt; and once li:iving 
made a derision. In- holds il lirinls'. 
withoui blusti'r or waste of words, but 
inliexibie; he does not issm- a emn- 
mand one ila\' and revoke it on the 
ne.ft. If a man knows how to ri-lgn in 
his small kingdom, he forever mii.\- be 
undisputed sovereign, without a reliel 
among his willing subjects. There 
never was any woman, save a fool, 
who did not enjoy bi-ing thus governed 
by the man whom she lo\-ed ami to 
whom she was proud to Jook uji, whose 
loN'c was the I'rown of le-r life. 

.Many women fall to f,'et tlieir own 
way liy asking for 11, whether hnmiily 
oi- a,gf?re.ssivel.\-. matters but little. The 
scnsil.ile niethod is to taki- it cheerfully 
and naturally, a.ssuniing as a matter of 
course that one's husband, being tlie 
dearest and best of men, is, above all 
things, anxious that his wife shall he 
liappy .Tnd <'omfortiible. However, it 
slu)uld not be forgotten that this ap- 
plies lo minor matters alone, never to 
anything of which tiie wife has <-ause 
to think that her husbaiui v.'lli disap- 
I)roVi'. Men hate to be bothered about 
littli' things and will surruiider much 
when they are not disturbed or .annoy- 
ed by the concession, of which, indeed, 
they are often unconscious. 

Anotlior reason- why women fall in 
managing men is because they are in- 
opportune and Importunate. Tliey ask 
at" the wrong time, In the wrong wa>. 
and, not seeing their mislak<', persi.st 
when it is useless, instead of r, tri-al- 
ing in fTood order lo try again at a 
more con\'enient season. 'I'her,. is an 
iminlte deal In knowing the |)sy(-bolo- 
gleal moment ami seizing It gently and 
tirml.\'. It nsually is wise to lead u|i to 
anything In the n.'ilure of ,-in innova- 
tion instead of springing it suddenl\-

It 
is a case like that of wliicii Jullen 
Gordon tells in a story of tiie slums,

Social Life In Russia. 

Mrs. Cornwallis West, tho mother of 
Wlnstmi Chtn-cliili, has %in article In 
I lie Centm-y on her visit to liussia In 
1S,S7. The article is interesting as 
ghdng a picture of sociiU life in a 
cmintry of which most people in Can- 
ada know vi-r.v little. At that time 
Mrs. \Vest was Lady Randol|)li 
CInireliill ,ind accompanied her hus- 
b.inil to SI. Petersburg. Among other 
things she says : 

".Mi the entertainments to wliii-h wo 
went, uhellii-r pi'i\ate or public, were 
eNlreiuely uell dmie.

'1-he follow- 
ing accotint of one of tlic most noted 
of lliese wmiien is lalccn from AI.A.P.: 

The most ;in);r/,ing part of tlie story 
that iM. Pi'clooker has to tell is the 
devotion of tlie women to the rcNolu- 
tioiiarv cause. Tliey arc all women 
of culture, many of noble birtii, and 
vet In the hope of being able to dry 
a I least a few of Ibe tears of liussia's 
groaning millions, they lun'e gi\i-n up 
their lioines. sold tliclr cii.-.tly gowns 
and furs, and jcivels for the "cause." 
and have gone brawly out to face 
death, and worse tlian death. Of 
these women, c.-itherine Breshkovskaya 
Is the honored leader. She Is known 
us the "well -beloved grandmother" of 
the revolutionists.

LAKE TAHOE'S ANTICS. 

Mysterious Rise and Fall of a Body of 
Water on the Crest of Sierras. 

Lake Taboo, tlKit inysterlons .iewel 
on the crest of tlie Sierras, is again at- 
tracting attentloti because of its strango 
antics. John K. Tanner, who has spent 
several yciirs on the borders of tho 
lake, and who owns timber land near 
there, arrived in Reno today with tho 
st.iteuient that the lake had fallen near- 
ly six feet within tho month. Tanner 
is not able to give an explanation for 
tills strange condition. 

"I have spent ten years around Lake 
Taiioe," said Tanner, "but I havo never 
y.i;-n It fall SO rapidly or to such an ox- 
tent as hi the last four weeks. Before 
i'hristm.as time wo llrst noticed tho 
waters wero receding. It was gradual 
at llrst, but within the last week It . 
seemed as if tho lake had found an- 
other 'outlet, and that it would empty 
itself, so rapid was tlio fall. 

"Two years ago. Instead of falling, 
the lake, without any apparent cause, 
began to rise, and at one time residents 
of Truckee were organizing to prevent, 
if possible, the destruction of thislr 
town In tho event that the dam. at tho 
month of tho lake gave way. Just 
when the danger seemed greatest tho 
waters began to recede." 

In iilaces the lake liottom never has 
been found. The claim has often been 
made that it has a suiiterranean outlet 
which cimtracts and exiiands, tills con- 
dition being brought tibout hy volcanic, 
action. The lake itself is claimed by 
some scientists to be the crater of an 
extinct volcLiio. 

In the niytliolngy of the "W'aslioe In- 
dians il is related thai the lake was 
emiiiicd by some great force, the wa- 
ters falling upon the valley.s on tho 
east side of the mountains and drown- 
ing many people. The matter has been 
called to the attention of Prof. Church, 
of the University of Nevada, who may 
visit the lake to study tho phenbtneno.

Tile -Methodists, In common with other 
chui'e'lie.s, would (d'ect buildings as 
near as possible to the provincial uni- 
versity. It is to bo in readiness to 
erect these necessary buildlng.-i and 
handle the entire scheme that tho 
Methodists are now proposing to act. 

At the present time there is a debt 
of approximately $.15,000 on the AV(>st- 
iiilusier college. This institution has 
been exceedingly succe.s.-^iul, both from 
;in educational standpoint and from 
the view- of tho botter currying out of 
church work. The ijropo.sition — 
though this lia.=; not at .-ill boon de- 
ckled or even generally discussed — Is 
to continue genei-al college work of 
th(^ first and second years at Colum- 
bian, and perhap.s eslabli.sli .-i large 
ladies' school there, but making the 
A\'estmlnster institution largcl.\- pre- 
liaratory for the iirovlneial university 
and the :Methodist theologic.-il college. 
Of course, all the theological work 
now being done at Columbian would 
he transferred to the theological 
school.

The Icttcr-prcs? is embel- 
lished with a number of views of 
tlic forest giantr. on N'ancouver 
^Island, than which section of the 
province there is no other pos- 
sessing such timber wealth. The 
full text of the article, which will 
be read with a special interest 
just now in view of the great ex- 
pansion in the timber industry 
in. all parts of the province, is as 
follows : 

"Ours is a great wild country: 
Round about, solemn and slow, 
One by one, row after row, 
LJp and up tlio pine trees go, 
So, like blaci-: priests up, ?ind so 
Down the other side again 
To another greater, wilder coun- 
try, ■

Browning ..never saw British 
Columbia; if he had been +)rivil- 
eged tL. live Ih.erc ::!! his fife, he 
couul not have give'.i us a belter 
description than the above. The 
leading industries of our prov- 
ince are mining, lumbering, salm- 
on-caniiing, farming, fruit-culture and the 
catching of whales ; and with the exception of 
tlie last on the list, each of these is dependent 
for its very existence on the great forests of 
giant conifcr.s. A Douglas fir interlocking 
branches with a cedar tree might well stand as 
ancient and honorable arms for the Pacific 
province. 

The iniDortance of the forest-lands to min- 
ing is direct and intimate, mines cannot be de- 
veloped without wood. Not many of us fully 
appreciate the enormous quantity of timber 
called into use in and about :i gi'eat iniiio in lu - 
fler to carry on it.s operations and protect tliv 
li\'es of its opcrati\-es. The hoisting \\()i-l:<, 
meialhirgic.'i!, imd .nlier l)uildings nw the sur 
face are but a small part uf the snppl\-. As the 
miner's work of taking out the ore advances, he 
surrounds himself with a framework of timber, 
and further supplies of forest product are re- 
quired with every foot of progress. 

The dependence of the farmer and the fruit- 
culturist upon the kindly hc'p of the forest is in- 
sistent and obvious. The forests conserve tlic 
rainfall, carry it into the earth, and each tre e- 
root serves as a water-conduit conveying llu; 
beneficent moisture to feed springs and sub- 
terranean fountains. Without this there would 
be great waste ; we must fairly look upon our 
I)halanxes of firs and lordly cedars as the great 
governors of our water-supply. It has been es- 
timated that four-fifths of the rain which falls 
in a forest at (ince goes into the ground ; ami 
its is ecpially true that e^■ery damaging flood 
must ha\-e started in a treeless soil. 

We need only glnnee at the map to read tlu' 
moral. 'Bhe sotiree of the ^'el]ow' Ri\'cr is de- 
forested. So one-third of China is rendered mi- 
l)roductive by floods. The fore.st.s on the .Mis- 
sissippi water-sheds have been cut away, and 
the consequent flood-damage along this river 
grows yearly greater. Mr. Enos Mills, of the 
Forestry Department, of W^a.shington, D. C, 
is authority for the statement that there was 
washed into the Misissippi last year twice as 
much soil as will be excavated in the etit of 
the Panama canal. History tells the same 
story as gcogra])hy. Why do nations die? 
Other causes o])cratc, but forest-destruction 
is fatal. ^Vhat docs a l)ird's-eye view of I'al- 
estinc reveal to us today? A scant four thou- 
sand sad-cyed people sitting down in the 
abandon of hopeless poverty in the dismal 
desolation of their waste valleys. Looking up 
fto the denuded slopes of the ghostly moun- 
tains wc read the cause of the unheeded pov- 
erty; not God's wrath, but n>an's folly has 
wrought the change. Before the forests 6f 
Lebanon were destroyed the goodly land of 
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Palestine supported in affluence ten millions 
of happy people. 

Syria's decay begins with the destruction 
of her forests at a period which long antedates 
the Christian era. The forests gone, the soil 
disappeared, and industry died. Antioch, 
Nineveh, Carthage have one tale to tell. 

What has all this to do with British Co- 
lumbia? Everything, or nothing. The Avise 
man is he who can read his warning from the 
torn and tattered pages of his brother's book ; 
the astute nation learns its le.^-son from re- 
corded history and from history-in-the-nialring, 
for is not history all ir.ankind's message deli\-- 
crcd to every man ? 

We must first be strongly seized wdth^ the 
paramount importance of the forest over evefy 
other British Colutnblan. commercial asset. 
The separate -industries of "agriculture, mining, 



grazing, and, of course, lumbering is each vi- 
tally and immediately <iei)endent upon wood, 
water, or grass from tiic forest. The manu- 
facturing industries, whether or not wood en- 
ters directly into their finished product, are 
scarcely, if at all, less dependent. Transpor- 
tation, that grc.it god before whom the peo- 
ples in new countries bare the bi'ow and bend 
the knee, must itself owe its very existence to 
the forest; without a permanent supply of 
wood and water every railroad in the province 
nuist go out of business. 

British Columbia finds herself in the posi- 
tion (if a young man w.th unlimited means at 
his disipo'^-rd, a positiim generally equally dis- 
astrous to the young man and to the means. 
The largest con^pact area of merchantable tim- 
ber in the world today lies within the borders 
of Canada's Pacific province^ There , seems so 



much of it, that most men sneer at all sugges- 
tion o! its needed conservation. "There's en- 
ough for me and my son John. Posterity? 
What has posterity ever done for me?" Was 
not this the story of the buffalo, of the sea-ot- 
ter, of the hard wood. s of Eastern Canada? Un- 
less someone; calls a halt, it will not be many 
decades before the seal-herils ;uid tlie soekeye 
salmon go to join the bison and the gre.at ;iuk 
in the hapi)>' hunting grounds. .And it is no 
faneiftd chimera to j.!,limpse a slope westward 
from the Ivockies where greed and short- 
sighted selfishness will have swept away the 
graceful forests of spruce and pine and cedar 
leaving to those who follow but blackc'ied 
stumps and a harvest of barren regrets, so 
much easier is it to pull down than to build up. 

And yet the forest has one singular and 
^rqvidential advatitage aver , •.every other earth- 



produced element of our industrial riches. 
Wdien we have exhausted an iron mine, a -coal 
mine, an oil well, a deposit of pottcry-clay, a 
supply of natural gas, the story is finished, we 
may shut down the works. Not 
so with tlie for.ests. - It is in our ■ 
hands to conserve them, to re-- 
new them, to improve therii. 
Like the widow's cruse of oil.i 
they may actually be made to 
increase with the using. Can- 
ada is largely living in today. In 
Europe they thipk much about 
tomorrow because they have 
known so many yesterdays. 
Here is one of the places in | 
v/hich we can learn of our older' 
sisters. , 
We are apt to think of the 
French as a carelessly happiy ' 
people, but there is method in 
their gladness. There is nothing' 
lost in France, nothing thrown 
away, not even a stick of wood.^ 
The French forests have an army 
of their own, six thousand keep- 
ers, foresters, and rangers — a I 
real army, submitted to military 
discipline, and transferable inj 
time of war from the ministry of | 
agriculture to the department of' 
war. An earnest effort is being! 
made to retrieve old error and ' 
turn back the hands of the clock. 
The reforesting of the Esterel in 
(he south of France has checked 
the terrific destruction of the' 
mistral winds. Previous to i8io,. 
the sea-coasts were invaded by 
the sand, the blighting wind car- 
rying the death-powder well in- 
land. With reforestration the 
sand country has entirely disap- 
peared t'.s \vcll on the ocean a,4 
on tlie channel, the desolate re- 
giqns of yore blossom «as the f 
rose, fjnd pncp ipbre^: ttjiB'JifQ|-est 
shows itself the mend ■'6i?nian.^ .. 

Not content with fighting' the 
good fight at home. France'is 
carrying- the war into Africa, . 
and trying with praiscworlhy ef- •. 
fort tt) reinduce trees to give 
back to Southern Tunis its pris- • 
tine fertility. Here in the time ' 
of the Romah occupation were 
pHts of grass and fluent foun- 
tains, now there is naught but 
sand. The Arab conquest killed the forests and 
dried tJie springs. The sure punishment fol- - 
lowed, ihe inexorable working of that unre- 
mitting law of cause and effect. No forest, no 
fertile soil; no f'^rtile soil, no men. An Arab 
chronicler sjjeaking regretfully of the old days 
ends with a note of pathos, "But in those daySj 
one could walk from Tripoli to Tunis in . the 
shade." 

And other countries are not idle. A thou- 
sand years ago the emjjcror of Japan issued an 

edict requiring his people to plant trees at the 
sources of rivers; the Black Forest in Germany 
is a forest-orchard and receives more attention 
than falls to the share of most fruit-orchards of 
Canada. 

Contrast the case of Switzerland and of the 
Pacific slope of North .-Xmerica. In Zurich, 
from three to five dollars is spent annually on 
each acre of wood-lands ; and v.dth the removal 
of oidy matured and selected trees a yearly pro- 
fit of twelve dollars an acre accrues to these 
far-sighted conservers of the weal public. What 
is the companion picture that current history 
hangs on the wall opposite this canvas of Syriss 
thrift? Are we aware, as Canadians, that our 
lusty and pushfid neighbor to the south to' meet 
his increasing needs has not thirty years of log- 
supply in sight; and that the story of the Ore- 
gun and Washington forest-slaughter is being 
told again letter for letter and line by line in the 
forests of British Columbia? For the reverse of 
the Swiss picture we have blackened stumps 
and the ghostly branches of fire-swept trees, a. 
charcoal drawing of a past magnificence. The- 
stern law of cause and effect acts on all planes 
and l.Ltitudcs and Nature recognizes no dividing 
])arallel of 49. 

Mr. Dick cotdd tell no story without drag- 
ging in the unfortunate Charles the First. 
I'.very Canadian topic, begin it where you will, 
attack it how you may, harks back to the 
benches of the public schools and th«it apostle / 
and living epistle of the life abounding of the; 
New Canada, the under-paid and scant-appre- 
ciated fifty-dollar-a-month school-teacher. The, 
(piestion of forest-preservation, like every ^ 
other natii)n;d issue, is a matter of education'/ 
and altruism. A\'e will save our forests, renew ' 
our salmon-suppl}', and spare our seals, when ■ 
we are strongly seized with the divine truth ■ 
that wc are but custodians withya.jlifprintcrest 
in these bountiful gifts of God, bound iby every 
law of equity.to hand thcin pri undiminished 
and unimpaired 'to' those who come after. Not 
only are wc our brother's keeper, but the self- 
appointed steward of his estate. And this les- 
son is being taught by brave precept and living 
example "not in the rush, but in the hush" by 
many an obscure school .teacher today to 
many; ai; Ijttl^band of p^emti^ad disciples. 
These will rise' up arid 'c^^ long af- 

ter the names of the wrangling politicians in 
the provincial seats of the mighty in Victoria 
who seem to. see ii^ our royal dower of trefr* 
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lands but a somcihing to exploit for present- 
day profits, have [jassed utterly out of the 
memory of man. 

In tlic provincial university tliat Britsih 
Columbia will some day (?) build anioufj- the 
-sacred oaks of \'ancouver's Isle-o"- Dreams, 
otic hopes to sec established a department oi 
forestry. Thus only can our yoiuig peo]-)le 
come to realize the value and the responsibil- 
ity of their forest inheritance, for true is it that 
among the agencies that the All-Mother uses 
to make this earth a home for her every crea- 
ture, the forest stands pre-eminent. 

Counting- the rings of a fallen fjiant, wo 
.slip back in iniac^ination to a time when in the 
Mother- Land under rival badn-es of red and 
'while "^'ork fouy^lu with Lancaster tor a ji^iier- 
don of pale g'^O'' ^^'^Y ^^'hen the western 

continent was as yet to European minds un- 
dreamed of. Even then wore these Pacific 
.slopes clad with the cedar and pine and hem- 
lock of which we centuries after find ourselves 
the joint-heirs. 'J'his kindly forest clothed, 
the earth as with a jrarment. protectiun- it from 
storms and erosion. This -^anu' forest has 
l)een the liomc mi main' a race nf ^liy creatures, 
the shelter of unknown \arieties of land life 
from the lowest to the highest ; it has .saved 
its trusting tenants from winter's rigor and 
summer's heal. With a splendid lesson of 
provision for the future, aeons a,L;o it \v'as stor- 
ing up in coal nu.\-isiires for nur use and cn- 
joymenl the heat and sunshine of far-away 
sunimei's. .\nd it is todax . as it has always 
been, (lie most acfi\'e agent in the preserwitii m 
and u|)bnilding of man, furnishing' us with the 
necessities and luxuries of life, nourishing 
our bodies, and, if vvc will but listen to its 
whisper, gratifying our soul's desires. 

If we of this age arc too obtuse and .sordid 
and too near-sighted to grasp the meaning of 
our forest iidieritancc, it was not so with the 
Jirother in Red whom wc micercmoniousl}' 
dispossessed. 

The giant cedar df P.ritisli Columbia, the 
''Thu}'a g'igantea" of the botanists, ^vith its 
great base-girth of twenty feet and the won- 
drous beauty of its waving branches, has had 
a unique and marvellous influence in shaping 
the destiny and directing the culture of Salish 
and Dene and all allied tribes of Coast In- 
tlians. 

Roujul winter \\atch-lires. \oimg uien from 
its branches wo\'e withes and wllh song and 
jest maidens fashioned their basketry ; Nvhen 
the last challenge was gi\-en and from red lips 
bandied back the last repartee, there remain- 
ed for the morrow's using a better aftermath 
than accrues from bridge-whist. From the 
outer bark of the cedar the grandfathers in 
Israel wrested the raw material for lines and 
ropes and roofs of the long-house, from it 
they made their "tra\-elling fire," or slow 
matches. The inner bark was the dry goods 
store of the squaws, their b"rida}- bargain- 
counter of fabrics in the rough. From this 
soft inner stratum of bark they made pillows 
and beds, wove the family wardrobe, shaped 
deforming bands for infant heads, and padded 
baby's cradle. 

The beautiful straight-split planks of the 
cedar's redolent trunk made the walls of the 
ancestral halls, the prisate dwellings and the 
commuiiit}- long-house. Kipling sa\'5, ",'smclls 
are surei' than soinuls anrl sights": till lie 
creep into his last resting-place in a cedar 
coffin, each wee Coast-born Siwash has stor- 
ed away in that corner of his cranium which 
records olfactory impressions a lasting re- 
membrance of the intoxicating smell of drying 
cedar slowly curing in the smoke of cedar 
camp-fires. The "feel" of it. as the Scot would 
say. is enough tcj bring him hack from the 
asphodel meadows. 

In an intimate ;ind literal sense the cedar 
is the "familN'-tree " of the Coast Indian. 
Every dish and jilatter, bowl, kettle, pot and 
tub is made from this easily-wrought wood. 
The canoe, which is tn the Siwash motor-car 
and run-abiiut. jaunting-car an<l siuumer- 
residence. house bo.ii. ;uid tr;i\'elling~\ .'in. w;n-- 
chariot ;uid funeral -hep.i'se, p]easure-\'aelu anil 
freight-wagon, and lialf :i hundred other things 
incidentally, is invariably fashioned by fire 
and rude hatchet from the stem of a single ce- 
dar. 

W'liat el>e dues the ced.'ii' furnish llie .Si- 
wash.'' It gi\"es him his commemorative col- 
umns, his heraldic emblems, his treasure- 
chests and his totem-poles. It forms a hiding- 
place where he stoi'cs hi< ( 
a rainy day ; and in si mu' .- 
try at least, in the dass n 
singing branches of the i 
(and the near-dead), huuf 
post-mortem bivouac in 
boxes. 

Do we wonder that the Indians worship- 
ped the cedar and sang ceremonial songs to 
the spirits lodged in its hrauclies? Wc can 
surely do better than that. In 
in Germ;uiy ever\- man who rnts 
is required to ]dant another in its 
will not sit under the branches 
ling thai he plants; bin another 
this othcrselfishuess thai we want to foster. 
Some one has prophesied that Canada's pop- 
ulation will have increased tcnfohl in the 
time that it takes to grow a saw-log. If this 
is true, let us save from fire and wilful de- 
struction, from wasteful and selfish methorls 
the "sawlogs" that wc already ha'. e. ant] plant 
new sawlogs. Our Canadian supply of timber 
is mimifieenl, but it is by no iiie.-ms inexhaust- 
ible. It has been declared by authority that 
accepting the highest estimate of our com- 
mercial log timber now standing, the present 
saw-mill capacity of the United States could 
exhaust it within twenty Veiars. And those 
Saws of our energetic brotlicr are greedy, for 
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our logs; in anticitiation they arc grinding 
their teeth. 

The teiuptalion to sell all our timber in 
sight for ready money is greai ; but before it 
is irretrievably toc^ Late let us look the ques- 
tion fairly in the face. .Are we iiw.are that 
l.lritish Columbia has in its e\'erg'reeii fon'sts 
an asset which will be weirth infinitely more 
if liusbauded for the future, than if the money 
to be derived from its presejit sale were plac- 
ed in banks with compound* interest tor the 
given tiim Willi the exhaustion of the for- 
ests of the temperate zone, the prices of wood 
and wood products will increase more rapiilly 
than the price of any other industrial ma- 
terial. It is not honest f(U- one generation to 
utterly exhaust, for the price of a mess of pot- 
tage, the vested forest wealth that belongs (if 
properly conserved) to those who live on the 
land to all jicrpetuity. 

The song of the :ixe, the hammer ;ind llie 
crosscut .'ire sweet to the ear of <nii penpK ; as 
engine \sliisiles to engine, we see in read\' im- 



aginaiion the oce;ui-U'i'ighters .and 
\\;ise ste.aiiiers cirrxiiig their cargo i 
Houglas fir to the wailing people 
lands. At our feet tlie new home 
in the little clearing. .Across the 
in the land of wheat grow \\\ 
night the new "cities" dinging clo^ 
skirts of the railri lail. tin 
smell of sawdust, naked 
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all constructive, strong and 
and \'ery XN onderful : it s|')e; 
of laith-possesst'd women. 

Hut out in the heart of the ancient woml 
there are wasteful methods at woik; too of- 
ten after the first cutting half the crop is left 
a prey to future forest-fires ; for the garnered 
crop the limiberman is not reaping adequate 
reward, liehind him he leaves a fire-swept 
desolate waste w here fire will follow fire until 
all things \ alnable lia\-e 
been destroyed. 

It is too rich a herit- 
age to lightly suffer to 
slip away ; it has taken 
too long to attain its 
present worth. It is a 
forest superimposed 
upon a fairest. ISe- 
iiealh trees ten feel in 
di.ameter often lie the 
fathers of ihe forest, 
still sound, jjinned to 
the ground b}' the roots 
uf trees theniseh es cen- 
turies old. J t is a \ eu- 
erable something that 
wc are dealing with ; a 
somelhiug so (lid that 
our infant years in 
comi^arison are but as 
the life of the salmon- 
berries and .salals, the 
ferns and blackberry 
vines whose lender 
greenness wotiUl f.ain 
hide somewhat of the 
ugly Idackne.-'s ^ve ha\'e 
w rough t. 

I think it is the iu- 
iniitablc Mr. Dooley 
wlio says it makes no 
difference what kind of 
a (]r)cti:jr _\'ou have if 
you ha\-c a good nurse.

borrowed dollar;" a business at this moment 
chilled to nothingness by some quaint, ulti- 
mate effect of the currency crisis in New York. 
I speak of "Logging." 

Take a ina[) of l^ritish Columbia .'ind no- 
tice how the three-hnndred-niilc stretch of 
\'ancou\'er Island, like a great hreakwaleri 
.shuts off from the ocean a strip of sea, and 
how that sea is all liliered with islands. Then 
follow the outline of the mainland coast, from 
Vancouver north, a jagged outline all dented 
with inlets, and sounds, ami arms — fiords 
tlie_\' call them elsewhere. Realize, first, that 
the shores of these fiords are luostlv mountain 
slojies ; make a final effort and picture moun- 
tain slopes .-ind narrow \ alleys and hilly is- 
lands — all the land evervwhere — cu\ ered with 
big- f(.)resl to the very edge of tide-water, and 
you have sufficient for the purposes of this ar- 
ticle, an idea of the country the liig logs come 
fri.m. There were logging cami^s on the Co.'isi 
thirty or f(U'ly years ago: small camps thai 
use<l strings of o.xen oi" horses for hauling logs 
to tlie sea. There must lia^e been hand-log- 
gers loij, c\'i'ii in those days — iiien who cut 
logs on se;i coast slopi's and coaxed them down 
to water by jiatient, ingenious work with 
jack-screws, l!iu it was with the coming of 
the "wood's donkey" — the donkey engine that 
li;inls logs with ,'i wire cable — that the haiull- 
ing of big timber became a really practicd 
matter, and the logging business of the llrilisli 
Columbia coast became ini]iortaiit. 

C.radii;illy as the }-e;irs went on the h;nid- 
loggers and the logging camps k-epl creeping 
further north. .Se\'cn or eight years ago the 
first trickle of men had reached as far as the 
Knight Inlet district, 200 miles, perhaps, (by 
\\'in(ling channels), from X'aneoiu'cr. Four 
or fi\ e N'cars ago ;i donkey cam]) or two start- 
ed work in this district.

Trade expansion 
and contraction, boom and sliimii, these fol- 
low, swift and ]5rodigious, upon slight cli;inges 
in the commercial lenqierature ; and a in.'in 
will recei\'e no xague impressions irom his 
iiewspai)er. he will have con \'ictif)ii rammed 
home in his mind b\- starting changes in 
his own de;ir iortiines. 

It is ill such a far-away part of the West 
that I will ask you to ob.serve recent changes 
in a business possibly remotely conceived of 
by you ; a truly Western business, in which 
men arc apt to work (like Jim Pinkerton) 
"with one foot on.bankruptc}', the other on a 



began the great boom In logs and timber. 

I have led your attention to the Knight In- 
let district because I ha\'e been wr)rking tlicie 
and know something about it. Moreover, it is 
a ty[)ieal logging and li.'uid-logglng district, 
one of the many in which are scattered "the 
nor- hern enmi)s." Its recent history is the 
history of the whole Coast. And what a his- 
t(jry it is I 

(hi biick to l;ist S[iring and summer. I,"gs 
th;it had a few _\'ear.s before been worth but 
three dollars, or three and a half, the thousand 
feet (board measure) had jumped to eight and 
nine and ten. The camps were making all 
kinds of money. New cam])s were sprin.giiig 
up like miislirooms. Dmikey engines could be 
gut on ciedit In mi the s.'i\s iiiill comiianies: 
supplies could be l; t imi credit from hopeful 
si I jrekeepcr.s, I land lugL^ei's were strung out 
along e\'ery liord, almig every island shore — ■ 
putting in logs against liiue. They could make 
six aiui seven dollars ;i d;iy per man, even 011 
slopes ili.ii li,''.<l hi eii h.-Mid logged and reliand- 
logged ill ii;i\ s liei'-ie the hoMiu. They also 
gMl loiil- ;iild supplies on credit. 

1 h;i\e seen it staled in a \';ineiin\ cm- p.iper 
that there were .|.ooo more men in the woods 
l:isi siiinmer Mian there had e\'er been before. 
This. Ill course, w a^ a journalistic fact born oi 
the ache to put into figures a vague impres- 
sion : but it will serve lo show what the im- 
pression was. Nevertheless, so many men bad 
been attracted to hand-logging, ami so many 
new camp/S had started up, that there existed 
;i serious shortage of labor. The camps wi re 
cr\'ing for nien. W;iges rose and rose: there 
were c.'imps \slirrc fi\e (lrill;irs a day was a 
standard wage and the better men earned si.x 
and seven and eight dollars. And you must 
remember, in Cdiuparing such amounts with 
the earnings of a jirofessional man in London 
(as you may be doing), that the expense of 
"keeping up one's |')ositiou ' (uit West means 
five dollars a week for board and a small sum 
liu' working boots, dunga.ree clothes, and 
g"lr)\ es. The rest of one's earnings is net pro- 
fit — in the bank, if one likes lo put it there in- 
stead of on a bar room counter. I wonder how 
the net profit on a profes.sional income of 
£250 a year compares with that earned in a 
prosperous, logging camp? 

Now, any one would' suppose that, big 



Avages woiUd make men stick closer to their 
jobs, making hay while the stin shone. Log- 
gers, however, were not affected in that way. 
They were e\'en in hard times iude[)eiideut 
migrator}', sort of jiersons; last summer they 
becjiuie seized wdth a kind of frenzy of luove- 
nieut, like that of midges dancing in the sun. 
The steamers and the hotels were cluttered 
with travelling men. Every camp, dcsi)crate- 
ly short handed, had one gang of men arriv- 
ing, one gang leas ing. Woe to the camp whose 
cool: w.'ii.' not first cl.'iss, or wdiose sujiply oi 
Ircsh beef or caune(l strawberries or egg^■. \N'as 
irregular. I ha\e seen a man "(piit" because 
the flies bothered him. and the same day an- 
other gi; because he was not offered a drink 
out of the imperfectly concealed bottle in the 
office — neither men had worked two days in 
the camp. Three men, felling timber by con- 
tnict, left seven dollars ;i (l;»y because August 
"would be loo hot for wi irking." Ten days or 
;i foriiiighl in a c;unp was an extremely hnigi 
st.ay : then off one must go to "blow-in" one's 
check at the nearest hotel. Easy come, easy 
go. 

I shrink from mentioning such a thing a.s a 
hotel to an linglish new sp.aper reader, but the 
truth is that half an hour spent in a logging ho- 
tel will give a man a very clear idea of the 
slate of the logging business on the whole 
coast; in the same way that ;i little friendly in- 
tercdursc with a (|uartermaster-serg'eant, o\'er 
an issue of nun, iiscd lo gi\'e ;inv eonimon 
trooper the cle.'irest ide;is about large ni;itters 
iiupiired into, years after, by the \\';ir .^torcs 
Commission. Mere is what a man said about 
a loggers' hotel that is a fdace of call for coast- 
ing steamers, and the distributing centre of the 
Knight Inlet rlistrict : 

"The bar was a-roariiig day and night. P>illy 
had a band of bully boys tending bar for him: 
about 16 strong they were, and there was always 
?ume of them sober 
enough to work the 
cash register — right 
rounil the clock. Gee! 
them was great tiines. 
If a man liked he could 
keep drunk right along 
:'.n(l never cost him a 
cent. I seed some of 
the I'mest kinds of tights 
loo, in this very bar- 
room — four or live a 
night. There was al- 
v/ays a card game go- 
ing on, $10 or $20 the 
bet. I've seen a fellow 
go up to $yoo on a sin- 
gle jack-pot. In the 
ntorning you would see 
the boys lying scattered 
all over the rocks and 
down on the beach — 
just like a lot of dead 
Hies when \()u'\'e emp- 
tied out a jug of stale 

milk •' 

Such was one effect 
of Jsio per i,oc;o, board 
measure, as a price for 
.Xnoilier effect 
the Wild rush to 
■ timber. 
I'.riti.di ( 'oluinbi;i, 
ill .'should know, a 
an could go anew here 
on unoccupied crown 
lands, put in a corner post, compose a rough 
description of the boundaries of one square 
mile of forest measured from that post, adver- 
tise the descri])tion, and thus secure Irom the 
govermnent exclusive right 10 the timber mi 
that sipiare mile, subject to the ])ayineiit of a. 
rem of 140 dolh'irsa year. (".\'o Chinese or 
Japanese to he t'lnployeil in worlsing ihe tini- 
iier.") ."'^uch a stpiare mile of forest is known 
as a "timber claim." 

^■ears ago the mill companies and the pulp 
CLiucession speculators secured great stretches 
of forest for their future use — 011 ncuniual 
terms that rankle now in every logger's breast 
and make liiiu talk of ))olitical "puil " and 
"gr;ifl.'' The woods, howe\'er, seemed limitless 
to iirdinarN' iiu'ii. ( )iie 1111.14I1I st.d-:e ii claim or 
Iwii o\.'er sjH'i ialh tempting limber if one were 
mteiidmg to cut 1ol;s in that pl.'ice. luit wh>' t;d<e 
uji lea.si s as ,'i s|ieeiilatiwn ? < )iU' miglil as w ell 
lock up a coal mine, speculating uii the future 
exhaust ion of the world's coal sui.jilies, 

liui a ten dollar price for logs stimulateil 
the demand for good logging claims, and then 
suddenly it dawned 011 everybody thai such 
claims were limiied in nuiuber ami were lu'liig 
l.'ikcu up rapiilK. Then ;irose .-i tii'i'ce rush to 
stake tiiiilu'i'. Ilmidreds .-md Iniiidreds of men 
— experienced loggers, inexperienced _\oullis 
from town — blossomed ;is "timlier-cniisers." 
The wodds were furrowed with their trails. 
.Men in rowboats and sailboats and small de- 
crepit steamboats and gasoline motorboats per- 
\'a<led the w.'itei's nf e\'er\' elianiiel and liord. 
'i'he\ slaked ihe g(jod limber, ;md tlieii ihe poor 
timber, and then ])laces th.al looKcd as if tlicy 
had limber on them, and tlieii places that lacked 
that appiciraiu'c. 1 know a man who staked 22 
s(|iiai'c miles within .^o days ; iiii.aginc, if you can, 
lunv much he could lia\'e le.'irned aboul the tim- 
ber be w.'is to sell. 

\'vhat happened to all their claims 1 do not 
know. They were successfully sold, I believe, 
to vague "American interests," and to readers 
of advertisements in Chicago and Philadelphia 
and the East generally. The English investor 
seems to be becoming rare out West. 

Ominously, last October, the joyful spirits 
of logrj^riiin- men began lo yield to a vague un- 
easiness lhal c.uue from the South and was in 
the air, bacillus-like. Men arriving from 'Van- 

) 



couver talked of a strange diffxcuity in findingl 
work after a holiday in town. They brought 
newspapers with them that told of a poor crop 
ill Manitoba, of a shortage of money there, and' 
of a currency crisis in the Stales that was liable 
to roll dense vapor clouds of (lej)ressiou over 
Canada. British Columbia lumber, it was said, 
had ceascfl to sell in the Northwest; the. saw- 
mills could not even get their rnoney for lum- 
ber already sold. 

Tlic outlook became gloomy to us on Knight 
Inlet — loggers and hand loggers with half-com- 
pleted booms of logs. How much would prites 
fall before wc could go to market, our booms 
rafted, and ready for the tugboats? Men brood- 
ed as they worked. 

Then, of a sudden, word came that the dc- 
m;uu! for logs h;ul died. Logs were unsale- 
able. We were a little out of the world in our 
c'lmp: and the a[)])alling' news came to us, a 
holt fi'oiii the blue, in a belated letter of refusal 
from a \'aiicouver sawmill. My boss took boat 
down the inlet forthwith, and caught, at Port 
Harvey hotel, the next steamer for town. There 
was an ominous silence ; then he achieved a let- 
ter : 

"I have tried all over (he wrote) to sell the 
logs ; no one will buy them even at five dollars; 
now I am trying to borrow a little nioney on 
them. I ne\'er b.iw times as hard as they are 
now: they lend nioney at twenty-live per cent 
— some are paying sixty, and glad to get money 
,'it that." 

'Lhis \\'.'is in mid-November. 

By th.e end of that month the full force of 
the storm had struck the logging world. Camps 
U[) and down the coast had shut down, pell- 
mell; collapsing like card houses. Men were 
]iouring into the up-coast hotels and crowding 
the steamers going to Vancouver. That city, we 
heard, was full of "broke" men, ior no one had 
saved money in the boom lime. Of course ho- 
tel proprietors in the loggers' (|uartcr of the 
town were expected to hold up men who, in 
prosperity, had the habit of blowing in checks 
over bar-counters. But what could a few hotel 
mcndoamongthe.se thousands? The city it- 
self had to act, had to start a system of relief. 
Soup kitchens in the magnificent West! Hiingrj' 
men had to do perfunctory work on vacant' 
town lots, get paid in meal tickets arid .sleep ' 
in the old police station. As for the idle by 
conviction, llicy could read each morning, in 
inch letters, ad\-crtisemenls by the chief of po- 
lice. ■'Hoboes kec]) moving,'"' he wrotci "Van- 
couver refuses to support you." ("Hbbo" is 
rude for "Irauii).") 

I do not think \'oii will lind much insistence, 
on such facts in tiie brave tiles of local news- 
papers ; nor mention of the shocking phrase of 
a great hotel proprietor. "I can supply," he 
said in epigrain, "five hundred white men; 
wages one dollar a day!" 

1 have made shy reference above to the ex- 
istence of a hotel in our district ; and have even 
given you the reading, in prosperous times, of 
that thermometer of the logging business. Nov,^ 
for the hotel in hard times, the hotel as I found 
it a couple of months ago. 

lugbteeu men were living in the building, 
with not a cent among them ; mildly cheerful, 
f|uitc at home, v.aiting for bad times to pass. 
They knew the proprietor must keep the hotel 
o])eii, or lose his license; they knew he" mtist 
get foo<l from town for himself, and, therefore,, 
for them. For in British Columbia you cannot 
see men go hungry; someone has got to feed' 
them. Sad work for hotel men trying to keep 
down expenses! 

And so there was food of sorts in the hotel 
kitchen : sometimes Hour, stmietiincs beans, 
sometimes tea and coffee. Clams we dug on 
the beach, at low tide, lie who cared could^ 
cook. 1 ceased to lament niy unpaid wages. 
ILird times bad uiilook'cd-feTr softnesses. 

.Across the ba\' was that oilier iiillar of so- 
ciet\ — the store; that store that had done over 
$40,000 worth of business the winter before, the 
store that had at this moment $12,000 worth of 
debts upon its sad-eyetl books. The storeman 
could not leave, he had goods ventured upon 
ir.ain' a lialf-conipleled boom for 50 miles round. 
There he sat, before empty shelves, a sort of 
.'\ lie e-throiigh-t he-look ing-g'l;iss, doing business 
llie wrong wa\" round. The U'SS business he 
could contrive to do, the less money would be 
owed him, ;md the less he would owe bis whole- 
saler in X'aiicouver, and the less tlic wholesaler 
woiikl owe the manufacturers, and the less 
uui)Ieasantncss there would be all round. 
Success lay in the invention of sound reasons 
lor the uiiaccountable non-arrival of goods 
onleri-d for old customers. 

My sici'Jiiei' came at last. The hotel pro- 
jirietor looked bored when 1 miirmnrcd some- 
thing ai)inu "what I owetl him." lie waved a 
weary hand. "Civen up all that sort of thing 
long' ago," he said. 

The same weariness seemed to h.ave over- 
come the steamboat purser. Former jy-,^^ he • 
would put men off at the next stop if thicy'liad'" 
no money for their fare, and it would take 
them weeks of little inlcrniiiitcd trips to reach 
Vancouver. • Perhaps hotel men along the 
route criticizetl his ixilicy. At all cvcnLs he 
let me "run niv face" liap])il_v enough (outside 
the dining'' saloon) lo Vancouver, There I 
took my blankets ashore and went to a crowd- 
ed hotel where I was "acquainted','— and, ha J' 
something lo cat!

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XCi Iwi) books just issued, 
"The 'J'nitli About I'ort Arthur," by 
]'". K. .\'ojinc, luul "'Phc Tragedy of 
Korea," l)y F. A. McKcnzie, the 
London Times says : 
The flood of books about the Rus- 
so-Japanese war has abated somewhat of hitc, 
but hitherto wc have learned comparatively 
little except thronyh courts martial about the 
siege of Port Arthur as wituesseil from witliiu. 
M. Nojine is uuusually well ciualifieil io offer 
testimony on the Ioul;' beleagucrnicut. As a 
Russian war correspondent he went throu},di 
the g^reater part of the siege and he was in tiie 
confidence of those commanders whose names 
are still honorably associated with the defence 
of the fortress. He has also had access to offi- 
cial dociuiicnts and diaries. I Ic writes with vi- 
vacity and force, and the tranhlaiioii is compe- 
tent and spirited. Ijoth on account of its \\\ \d 
narrative and by reason of the e.Ktraordinary re- 
velations it contains. "The Truth About I'ort 
Arthur" is perhaps the most remarkable book 
about the war yet issued. It is scathing in its 
denunciation of the unreadiness of Port Arthur 
to resist attack, and unsi)arin<; in its condemna- 
tion of those officers, both ua\al and military, 
who helped to brin^- almui it'^ ilowiifall. Xd 
more vigorous and overwhelming arraignment 
of General Stoesscl has been framed, even by 
the tribunal which tried and sentenced him. 
'Phat much of the evidence which M. Xojine 
has collected is beyond disinite cannf^t be 
doubted. Yet while we regard his book a-^ of 
great value and singular interest, we are con- 
strainecl to think that the ^vholc truth abmit 
Port .\rthiir has still to be written. M. No- 
jine frankly reveals that he was not an im- 
partial onlooker. He was inflamed against 
General Stoessel from personal reasons, not 
less than from his natural indignation at the 



general's craven and vainglorious bungling. 
He was a warm and open ally of t'eneral Smir- 
noff, tlie connnandanl of the forti'ess. and ol 
the gallant Kontlratenko. ile took sides from 
the outset, and he makes no pretence at ap- 
prcjaching his task in a judicial spirit. The idti- 
matc verdict uiion the niou''nfnl story of I'ort 
.Arthur will have to he written 1)\- some one 
\\d\i) can examine the ex'idence with a mind 
uncoloretl by ))arlisansiiip. Thai, deneral 
Stoessel failed niiserahlv, that he .--howed fi-w 
traces of Mildier-like (pialities, is now common 
knowledge; but it seems incredible that he 
can have been the miracle uf bluiulcring and 
pompons incompetence dc|iicled by M. No- 
jine. It is maniie>ily difficult to test the final 
\'alne uf his te.-imii 'uy against General Stoesscl. 
There is nn .^-tandaid uf C( iinpari'-on, because 
liiilr kiiii\'.n alinnt whai went (Ml within 
llie defences. W'e base delected one instance, 
however, which leads us lo suspect that in his 
eagerness to indict General Stoesscl the author 
has not alwa^-s been careful abrnit his facts. 
1 fc ends <inc of iinunnerable passages ridicul- 
ing Slnes.sel iiy saying: — 

.Again there was laughter. The General 

was in the Ih'-I of form. \\ lu iiier he was 
talk-iiig sel■iMn^-l_\■ cirnoi | do ii.ii know. I're.-.- 
enll\- he tlmiu^hl it was time \n return to .Ar- 
thur, and ii'ld me to accompany him; we rode 
through the arsenal. 

"l.ook what a number rif captui'cil guns 
there are! I tmikall tlin.-e in the t'hini'se 
w ai'." 

.All these guns passed into i^ur baiuls when 
we peacefully occupied Arthur! 

We think that, on that occasion at any 
rate, M. Nojine was wrong and General Stoes- 
scl more or less right. It was always under- 
stood in i'ort Arthur that most of the guns 



jiarked in the stpiares of the arsenal were cap- 
tured 1))' the Ui'.ssians when the Chinese ar- 
senal at Tientsin was seized. 

There is no intention on our part, how- 
ever, to suggest any condonation of General 
Stoessel, or to question the broad correctness 
of jM. Xojiue's reci'rd IT.ven when cvei-y al- 
lowance is made for lU'cjudicc, the record is 
black enough. mU only against Stoessel, but 
against other officers who had for ye;ir. 
shared the responsiliiliiy of placing the Liao- 
tung peninsula in a position to resist attack. 
It will scarcely be believed that when hostili- 
ties, began onl veighl guns were iiKJunted by 
the whole of the land fc'iil of the fortress; yet 
AI. Xojiue's stateineiii is confinned In' the of- 
ficial repoit. l.iMig after llie fii>i attack from 
the sea, the e\|)()rt "i larj^e quaiilities uf fre^li 
;iiid pre.--er\H'd pni\i^iciii> Id the army in the 
mirth was actually permiited. l''.\eu as late 
as the begimiiug of .May, .Stoesscl was still .so 
fiblivi(jus of his real position liiat he was en- 
training trciops fm- I.iao-yang. lie utterly 
ue^leeteil the defence of the Kinchou isthmus, 
and \c[ he sent re]Hii-ls suggest iiig that he 
liad (hreeted llie battle at tli;il vital .^pi.i. 
duuinli he luAi'f Kit I'ort .Arthur. lli-i cnl- 
Miin.iiiiig (iffetue, uf concealing the official 
iues>age (lepo>iiig him from the command in 
June and directing him to hand over his 
charge tn Smirnoff, was only exceeded by the 
Vliaiiie of his final surreniler. Hut Stnessel was 
tint the only cidprit. l)i\ided control, con- 
llictini;" counsels, and sei\ice jealMusies bed])- 
ed lai-,^ele tn bring ab"iii tlu' dnwnfall ni Rus- 
>ia in .Manchuria. Ai. .Xojine complains that 
"nioney was scarce for the vital defences of 
Port .Arthur, while millions were being pour- 
ed otit on the palaces and wharves of Dalny." 
lie does not mention the rea.'^on, which was 
that the departments of war and finance were 



at deadly feud, as was shown wdicn General 
Kuropatkin made his memorable tour of in- 
spection. 

It is due to M. Nojine to say that he does 
not hesitate to criticize even his hero. Gen- 
eral Smirnoff. .As commandant of the fort- 
ress, Smirnoff ought to have assumed com- 
mand when the siege began. Stoessel was the 
officer conunaiuling the district in wdtich the 
fortress lay, and by an imperial order Smir- 
noff was his subordinate. M. Nojine says of 
Smirnoff that, "notwithstanding his great 
strength of will and firmness, he was a true 
Sla\';" he dared not run cou.nter to an imperial 
oriler. The Tsar's unlucky telegram appoint- 
ing St'iessel as his aide-de-camp gave Idin fur- 
llier slrenglii .at a most innppcirtuno lime. Tlic 
(|ue.sti(in whether Smirnoff, udio never knew 
that he had been given charge six months 
earlier, ought to have summoned a council 
and arrested Stoessel when he found he was 
negotiating a surrender, has been often de- 
bated. .M. Xojine thinks the step would then 
lia\e been futile. The garrison knew that a 
p.irlemenlaire had been despateheil, and they 
wnitld iie\'er ha\-e fnui^lu on afterwards. The 
arre^-t of Stoessel would only hax'e meant a 
mutiny among the exhausted troops, who 
would not have obeyed Smirnoff. The matter 
is (ine abiiul which there will, no doubt, al- 
wa\s be a difference of opinion, but most ex- 
perienced soldiers will probably hold that at 
such a moment Smirnoff should have follow- 
ed the regulations. 

.Mr. .McKenzie's book about Korea was 
written to cxjilain a situation which has ar- 
isen as a direct sequel of the war in Avhich the 
fall of Port Arthur was so tremendous an 
event. The author knows Korea intimately, 
lie traces its history with concise clearness 
from the [icriod when American filibusters 



tried to obtain access to its closed territories. ' 
in the middle of last century. Idis main pur- 
l)ose, however, is to criticize and condeir^U 
Japanese policy a<id methods of control since 
the war. He made a tour, at some personal 
risk, in the districts where Japanese troops 
were fighting the Korean rebels last autumn, 
and tells a deplorable tale of the ruined towns 
and villages which he found in the track of 
Mhc trooi)s. He attacks the adixainistration of 
I'rince 1 lo, and insists that one of the objects 
of the Japanese in Korea is the ultimate ex- 
clusion of I'.ritish trade. We arc bound to 
say that Air. AlcKenzie sets forth the causc he 
has es|)ouse(l with conspicuous modercation 
and restraint, and with commendable sympa- 
thv for the unfortunate Koreans. Certain as- 
pects of more recent Jajianese jjolicy in Ko- 
rea are regarded with misgiving in this couti- 
try, and the whole story of Japanese associa- 
tion with the Hermit Kingdom is notoriously 
marred b^■ gras'c hlemislfes. Air. AIcKenzie's 
bonk will', we fear, deepen the apprehensions 
that iia\e been .amused, especially in view of 
his ^itnditnis avoi. lance of any semblance of 
exaggeration. His readers will naturally ask, 
as American senators asked Profcs.sor Hul- 
bert, "W hat dn vou expect us to do?" .After 
all, even Mr, AlcKenzie admits that the indi- 
genous rule in Korea was weak and corrui)t, 
and often oppiessive, and that the old Court 
partv has constantly and obstinately intrigued 
against the lapauese. lie thinks, however, 
that Jaiian inight he warned that needless 
slaughter and the filching qf the private prop- 
erty rights of the defenceless peasantry must 
diminish the respect in which she is held by 
her ally ; and he is not without hope that 
milder and more conciliatory counsels may 
in the end prevail at Tokio. That hope can at 
least be warmly echoed. 




ew South Wales 




; HE Australian correspondent of the 
London Times, writing from Sydney 
under date of Alarch 17. says: 

Seven years ago, after a careful 
cxaminalicm of the vvorking of the 
New Zealand Act, the Xew South 
AA^ales Parliament introduced compulsory arbi- 
tration, and gave it a seven years' trial. To- 
day another Parliament is occupied in discuss- 
ing the merits of the Act which is to confirm 
the principle and alter the details of the law 
of 1901, and in the streets men talk of the 
wharf-laborers' strike an<l the timber-yards 
strike, and the Xewcastle coal-miners' strike — 
so narrowlv averted, and not yot made im- 
probable — and through ail the ranks of labor 
there is murmuring unrest, and among the 
employers the sort of blustering talk that con- 
ceals a fear of evil days to come. 

So the Act that was to bring industrial 
peace expires amid rumors of widespread hi- 
dustrial wars. At first sight it seems to justify 
all the projihets wdio foretold failure. lUit yon 
note, as you consider the situation with ninre 
deliberati'on, that tlmsc i)niii]iets are keeping 
very tpiiet ; and ynu note fiirllier that tlu' 
Premier, leading a strongly "anti-Socialistic" 
party, accepts without denmr. and even em- 
phasizes, in his new Bill the vital principle of 
the old one. After seven years' trial of com- 
pulsion, even Mr. Wade is in favor of it. He 
has laid down three "fundamental proposi- 
tions" : — 

1. Neither side, employers or employees, 
shall be allowed to dislocate industrial life by 
a lock-out or strike. 

2. No employer shall be allowed to carry 
on business in New South W ales if he will not 
pay his employees a fair wage. 

3. T^vcry dispute shall find ;i tribunal ready 
to settle it at once, wiilioiil fi irinaliiies and 
without appeal; ami that tribunal shall ha\e 
lK)wer to force both sides together, and power 
to force them to observe the award. 

If vou are looking for a reason wdiy the 
igoi Act. in spite of its failure to prevent 
strikes, is being practically renewed and 
strengthened by the very party which origin- 
ally fought it tooth and nail, that third propo- 
sition will give a hint of one. 

Before we clabejriUe the reason, we may 
note another i)eculiaiit_\- in the old .\i t's liis- 
torv. J" its e.irlier years it was the refuge of 
the employee; iiiaiiy employers e\-aded it when 
they could, and those whn disobe\-ed it were al- 
ways sure of sympathy even from the more 
scrupulous employers who obeyed. At the 
end of its life it has suddenly become the em- 
ployer's harbor of refuge, and the nien are only 
jjcrsuaded to accept arbitratirm by all sorts of 
])romi;-es and bl.audisliments. The change ni 
the men's altitude is simply explained — they 
li,-i\-e not found the Cotirl what they hoped it 
woukl be, and are inclined to fall back on their 
old weapon, the strike. The employers have 
changed front because they have discovered a 
usefulness in the Court which they used \n 
ignore. Thev were asked to accept it rjrigin- 
ally because it would stop strikes; strikes not 
being imminent in i')Oi. the\' neglected or 
jiooh-poohed that argument, and dwelt only 
on the grievance that their 'msine.sscs were 
being interfered with, and they proceeded to 
belittle the Court and minimize the effect of 
its 'decisions in every possible way. In the last 
twelve months they have I'otitid the tables 
tunied. The men have learned to belittle the 
.Court too, and the strikes that have ioilowed 



tlic incn's abandonment of it arc a measure of 
the strikes it did avert in the six earlier years 

when the men still trusted it. 

J''or the sliik-e of today is ;i campaign, not 
a battle merely. 'Jdie attacks made upon 
"labor"' as .such have done the work they 
might have been expected, but were not in- 
tended, to do. They have destroyed whatever 
community of interest there once was between 
employer and cm])loyec, they have conscjlidat- 
ed all classes of working men into a single asso- 
ciation for inntual help in an\- fight waged by 
all}' cl;iss. W ithin the last week .Syilney has 
seen the mass of its o\ersea laborers refuse 
lo work on the oversea and inter-State corn- 
panics' boats, merely in order to force those 
companies into putting pressure on three small 
shipping coinp.anies wliicir trade along the 
Xew S"iilli \\'ales (■n;ist. The men no 
grievani'e :tL;;.ins; the Iml; eoinp.auies, and sa\' 
so open!\' ; luii the' lliia-e .-ii!;dl ones use cheap 
non-unionist lalior. so ihai ,-i sirike direetls' 
against them i-- impossible. The men nvc b.aek 
at WDrk now: but that is because they have 
found another weajion. The carters who take 
goods to and from the three .small companies' 
wliar\'cs have as^nel lo refire further S'-i- ,iee ; 
tile seamen in tlieii' bo:ils h;i\ e !_;i\-"n 2.\ honr-^' 
notice of ceasing work. It i- not iheir (pi.n lel ; 
but fellow - l.iliorers li:i\e e:i!led npon them, 
and they came out willingly at the word. I.' 
they had not. the bigger sirike would ha\e 
gone on. and woukl h.ive involved e\xry port 
in the Commonwealth.

power of l;d)or and the need to pro]iiliate it, 
at whatev er cost. The carters work for mas- 
ter carters under an .Arbitration Court award. 
In boycotting the coastal wdiarves they arc 
breaking the award, and the master carters 
threaten to prosecute them. Whereupon the 
Plerald, usually a sedate champion of strict 
legality, say.s (leading article, Alarch \C^) : — 

"Seeing that the labor unions lia\-e, for the 
time being, decided not tn tii\c the (piarrel a 
geiier.al bearing, for the master carriers to 
come lo the aid of the coastal companies — as 
they threaten to flo— would, be unpardonable." 

Consider what that implies! 

Put we must go back to the main problem. 
.An .\ct was passed on the distinct undertaking 
that it would i)revent strikes. It is still in 
force, and slril<es and rumors of strikes 
abound. ^'et the Pill thai is to suiiplant it 
iidopt... and coiifirnis its main |n-iiiciple, .amid 
the apphiiisi' of e\ei-yboil y. inehidin.g those 
wdio sneered most ;il the origin.al .Act. Why? 

The answer is iiuwitable. The failure of the 
i</)i Act, where there has been failure, has 
been due lo maladministration and deliberate 
.aitemiMs on the part of an unsymp.athetic Cov- 
ernment to make it fail. It provided, as 
mi'idiani-.in for making aw.ird.- and settling 
dispute-, a C'niirt of three member-, one a 
lud,L;<'. .\lmnst from the first that single 
Court was (U'crworked :iiid fell liopelessh- be- 
hind in it.s i.ask. Alore than eighty trades re- 
ferred comi)laints to it, and it managed to give 
awards for 1 1 of them. In and after the second 
year members of the Court began to fall ill. 
which led to new elections and temporary ap- 
poiiunients and reheai"iiiL;s and other c;iuses 
of dekae. The (Teioiis remeily. sjiu'e the 
eoiintry had approeiil ;tiid its I'.arliamem had 
Iet;.ili/ed ihe practice in' eomi)nlsory arbitra- 
tion, was to amend the .\ct in the direction of 
multiplying Courts, and, perhaps, simplifying 



procedure. But the new Government — that 
led by Air, Carruthers— wouUl do nothing. 
They .simply said, "'^'ou've got your Court-— 
go ;md make the best of it." 

h'or five years the employees, were p^itient. 
lUit there is an end to any man's patience. 
Pmpujyees soon found themselves in this posi- 
lion. that they must refer a grievance to the 
Court, must not sirike "during the pendency 
of anv proceedings." and must, of course, obey 
the award when made. If there h.ad been tri- 
bunals enough to act (piickly, all would have 
been well, llnl the refusal of extra tribunals, 
meant that a grievance existing and referred to 
the Court in 1905 must be endured without 
redress, possibly till 1908. When at last 
the employees understood that thoroughly, 
thev lost ])alience and went back to old 
methods. Strikes begmi again. 

'i.ast vear the .Xcwcaslle coal miners broke 
the law, anil struck. Immediately the employ- 
ers appealed to the law, and demanded the 
arbitration which for five years they had been 
decrying. The miners declined to be kept 
waiting for another two or three years; but, 
when the Premier offered to constitute a sjie- 
cial Court immediately, they went back to 
work. They bad been asking for that special 
Court since ii;o,^; but they had to strike before 
thev got it. Then the men cmi)loyed at the 
timber- wharves in Sydney harbor struck. A 
promise was hurriedly made that their griev- 
ances should be considered, out of order, 
within a few weeks; and they went back to 
work. X'ow the Premier is yiromising to se- 
cure the wharf laborers a speedy hearing: bnl 
thev had to strike to get that premnse. If the 
.Act had had a fair trial — if extra Courts had 
been constituted as the need for them became 
evident — not one of these strikes need have 
happened. That they did happen, in the cir- 
cumstances, is no more an argument against

I do not say that there are no a'rgumetfts 
against compulsory arbitration. The objcc- , 
tions are many and serious. Bnt we arc not 
concerned wdth them jnst now, since the peo- 
ple of .\'ew Sonth Wales, with whom \xc arc ' 
dealing, have made up their minds nnmistakc- . 
ably that — whatever "defects there may be in 
cotnpulsion — it \s "better than the old system 
of strike-s." 

it is not maladministration only that the 
1901 Act has suffered from. Its worst enemies 
have been the lawyers and the higher Courts, 
The Parliament that passed it did its best to 
make the Arbitration Court's decision in any 
matter final (clause 32): to allow peaceable 
agreements between employers and employed 
to he made binding, if the Court thought fit, on 
the whole body of employers and employees ' 
similarly situated (clauses 15 and 37); and to 1 
allow unions on both sides to bring matters 1 
before the Court for decision without making 
a cpiarrel about them first. But somehow the 
J'jiglish language was found inca]Ktl)le of con- 
veying Parliament's intention clearly — for no \ 
one dis]iutcs tlic intentiori; and the Supreme i 
Court of Xew South Wales and the High 
Court of .'\ustralia, between them, have evolv- 
ed this series of decisions — that the Arbitra- 
tion Court cannot turn a peaceable agreetncnt 
into a "common rule," which can be made 
only mil of ;in "award" following on a "dis- 
pnle"; libit the Court has no jurisdiction at 
;ill nnless there is a real dispute, a ((uarrel bc- 
t\\'cen some ])ai'tienlar employer and one or 
more of his emjiloyees, who must remain his 
employees, because the dispute ends, and the 
case with it, direct!)' they leave his service; 
and that the Court has no power to vary or 
amend its own awards. If cither side wants 
an award amended, it must begin again from 
1 he' beginning — and probably wait three years 
to get ;i hearing. 

It was this h'lst decision that brotight about 
the \N-liarf laborers' slril-ce, I'.arly awards bad, 
fur snine now fiirgutten reason, allotted them 
higher wages fur wurk- in cfiiineclit^n with 
os ersea hnats tli;in fi u- the ,'\ustralian trade, 
the work in ea.eh e;ise being exactly the same. 
The iiUer-State comjjanics saw the injustice of 
this, and of their own accord paid oversea 
wages: the three Incil companies held to the, 
lower r.-.ii'. The Cuuit nut being allowed to 
tiinetid lis e;irlier aw;ii'd, the men aggrieved 
had a chiiice between wailino' sex'er.al ye.ars to' 
s|;n't the "dis[)iite" de no\'i), ;ind break'ing tlio' 
law, to gel a ileeision at once. 

The higher Ccnirts, probably, cannot bo. 
hLiiiied. They have their rules of interprcta- 
tii'ii. I'liit it is the Australian custom, when 
an Act is found not to say what it was indis- 
jmlably meant to say, to amend its wording 
in accordance with the meaning. The Govern- 
ment of New South Wales refused to touch" 
the .Act at all. The Court was forced to work 
on, li.ampered with ;iecttninlating arrears, and 
with all its meehti'iism for jjcaccmakiiig 
clogged and strained by the technicalities o£^ 
its superior Couits. Of course it broke down. 
But. thc' collapse;!; ;in^^ its enemies to' 

be 'fatal, 'has left so dangerous a gap in the 
structure of State commerce, and shown fuicli 
ruin impending, that tho.sc very enemies arc 
today rushing to fill and buttress the gap witl't 
a measure more., (^rastically, compulsory; than 
ever, ' , '. . ' •'^.l'

of it. Wu lind In ancient literature ascriptions oi

the writers of antlqultv the Deity appeared to dwell 
In absolute and unapproachable isolation. Tlio only 
exception, as far as W'o know, was that afforded by 
the Hebrew historians and jioels, and they reRurded 
Jeiiovah as the special deit\- of their nation. J-'rom 
Jesus we gel the thoushl that G.id nia.\- be approaeln d 
just as an eartiily father mas' bi' apjiroae'lied li.\' his 
children.

indeed It has been suggeated by one very able writer 
that the time-honored belief of the Aryan race In tho 
existence of a lower world peojilod by demons Is sim- 
ply a survival of the aiicleut tradition regarding tlio 
lieoide, who in a very remote day lived in Southern 
Hindustan. Tliore is a mass of myths and traditions 
whicli are jnirfectly reconcilable with this suggestion, 
but are not euslly oxplaineil on any other hypothesis. 
W'o lui\'e no accurate data from which tho dati^ of 
tlio beginning of Indian civilisation can be determin- 
ed and investigators vary In their conjectures liy 
thousands of years. Tiie \'etlic li,\ nins are the chief 
soiii-of of Inrormathm on this subject and astrono- 
mical calculations, based on Incidents iiionlioiied in 
these hymns, indicate that the last of tho series was 
Iiropably composed more than three thousand years 
ago. There Is no means of forming any estimate of 
the time when the series was begun. Sir Monler 
Monier-Wllllams says that almost any lalltude Is al- 
lowable In endeavoring to estimate the beginning of 
this very remarkable production, in the earliest of 
tlie liyinns there Is a reference to Manu. He is repre- 
sented as tin- griat law giver, the founder of the re- 
uiark.ible s.iiial organization, wliicii exists in liuliii 
until this (lay. When the Hindu, who doi-s a day's 
work m .\.iur K;irdeii, declines to eat the fond whi..dl 
.'..111 pro\i(h'. .ir drink out of \oiir cup. or iiart.ake uC 
liis own food in coiiiiiany witli anotlu'r. who to you 
«eem3 In no way different from him. he is only fol- 
lowing the Laws of Manu, which ilale buck to time 
im memorial. 

As we liave seen was the ease with all the char- 
acters mentlonod la iirevious articles of this series, 
doubt has been thrown upon the probability of Manu 
being, a person. The ruuiie Itself suggests that he 
may rather have boir. the personification of a move- 
ment towards the establishment of settled social 
conditions. It conies from the same root as our Ii;n.i;- 
lish word "man." and means "the thinker," and lience 
It has been siiRRi'sti'd that we are to iinderstanil 
-Manu as meaning Intellectu.al developnu-nt. Hut the 
wel.glii of o|iiul(ni si-i-ms t.i lie th.al tlie name is that 
of an individual, who li\-c-il at s.) early a date tliat 
th. niemor.\' of his i-x isti-iicc lias been so overlaid 
with iii.\tlis as to a]ipe;ir Itself to be only a myth. 
In the \'eillc Ininns is the expression, "Manu .said," 
and this fact iilaces the burden of proof upon -those 
who deny his historiciil existence. 

AssuTOlng It to be established that .Manu was an 
individual whose laws have endured to tlii.'^ day, it 
becomes inleresling to iirpiirf. as to his contribution 
t.nvards the making of history. It was purely as a 
law-.giver, or ni'Ti' acciiratel\' speaking, as the 
founder of a great reljRions and social system. The 
nature of the ))i-iiii it ive religion of tlie jieople of In- 
dia, that is, of tlio.-ic who were regarded as domon.s. is 
u holl.v unknown. The earliest known rcdigioii was 
a material polytln-i.-^ni. Among the deities were 
.•Vgnl, god of tire; Indra, god of rain and of tho heaven, 
which \va.^ the reward of virtue; Vanina. god ot tho 
sky; Suraya, god of tho sun; Yaina, god of death, 
and so on. This may be called^a natural religion, and 
we see, in the attribution to the god of rain the con- 
trol of the heaven ot the blest, a reflection of the fact 
that tho rains of the monsoons meant so niucli lo 
India. 'l"he concejition of a Deity -wiio was the creator 
of all things anil, to (piote froni the Rlg-\'eila, 

"Whose' hiding iilace is immortalUy," 
is attributed to .Mann, vvho tlius sei'ins to occupy in 
India the same jilnce as Abraham does In the his- 
tory of Western Asia. W hile there Is not the slight- 
est warrant for siijiiiosing that Abraham and Manu 
wore Identical, but (pilte the contrary, for the social 
and religious systems which they founded were very 
distinct — for e.xampic, we have nothing like caste in 
111.' .Mirahamlc sy.'item, and nothing like altars and 
s.-u l ilic. s in tho Laws of Manu — It Is not impossible 
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M-.\- were contemporaries, or at least that they 
il the sugge.-^tion of monotheism from tiie same 
IndiH'ii. so striking are the resemblances be- 
s.ime of tile things taught in the Laws ot 
111(1 tiiii.-^e laid down in tlie l>ld Testament that 
ersons ha\e hastened to the c. inclusion that tlio 
f. inner wer..- in part ileri\-ed from th.' lalt.r. lUit 
Vedic literatiii'.- is ..l.b-r than til.' .lewish .SeriiJtures, 
and thi;re is not tie- slightest m'Cessit.\- for suppo.s- 
ing tliat on.- is in any sensii a cojiy fr mi tlie otiier. 

<)f .Manu v.i- only know the nam..' and tile teach- 
ings attributed to llim. Of his p.-rsonality we kn.iw 
absolutely nothing. Mythology claims that ln' was 
the son of Urahma, the Supremo Deity. Tradition 
says that he was a great genius, who arose amidst the 
rnlns of the world after It had been devastated by a 
mighty flood. It Is even suggested that he was tho 
III. iRon itor of mankind. Rut one thing we know 
\'. ith certainly, liis laws were jiresi-ribed thousands of 
.'..ICS .'ig.i, ami are in .-xisti-nci, i.iday ami lipve had 
and now lia\-e a eon t mil Ing Inllm nc.- ..\(-r liie liv.-s of 
millions 1171011 millions of imn. T!n-r.-f..r.' wliile we 
have alis.dii!i-l> nothing liistori.-al t.i sa,\- iib(nil him, 
no sketch of the .Makers of Hist ny, which il.-alt with 
the Ilgnrcs silhouetted against the unfathomable past, 
would be, complete <\'ithout a reference to Manu, law - 
giv.r of India. 



A RACE WITHOUT A COUNTRY 

.N".it onl\- without a country, hut without even a 
i .-itain kiiowli-dge of their own origin and with only 
tho s.-mblance of a religion, something like a million 
G.xpsies wander over .-\sia. Ii;urope, .Africa and .-\ni- 
erica. They are mor.' numerous in l-^urope than i-lne- 
where, and more so in .\ list ria - 1 1 ungary than in an.\ 
otlier c.iiintr.\ In l-air-op.- as a ■.\ liol,. ih.-n' ar.- 
abooi T.'iO.iMH) peo|ile of thi-j race, and of these smiie 
;;nii.(ioo live m the dual nionareb.\ abo\e nanieii. 
'i'bougli nearly overyimo knows something about the 
Gypsies, few people know much. There may be 
traditions preserved among them that others never 
learn, but this Is doubtful, nnd such accounts as they 
Rive of themselves do not ajipear to be I rust vvortli \ . 
Tbe.\ wi re llrst known in I':urii|)e about the l-:leventh

This 
seems sonii-uiiat of an extravagant slntenn'ut. liul an 
examination of their langunge very clearly Indicate.? 
that they are of Indlim origin. In the Kourteonlh 
Century they fled Into Europe In great numbers to 
escape from TImur, the ffreat Mongol conqueror. They 
brought with them a groat deal of wealth nnd worn 
well nvelved at Jill tho Continental courts whh'h 
tlii-y \-|slti'd; but they showed no disposition to be- 
( .line s.-ttli-d occupants of any country, and when 
they incnased in ninnbers but decreased In wealth, 
till-;, bee nu,' I lie ulij.-cls of s.-\-.-re pi'rsi'cnt ions. The 
most barliaroiis decrees were issued a.gnlnsi ihein. 
They were accused of Irafilc with the de vil, and de- 
crees of banlshmont were made against them In 
almost every country. Notwithstanding this se\'ere 
treatment, they Increased In numbers, nnd efforts 
were made to Induce them to become agrrlculturlsts, 
but these also failed. They jireferred to remain no- 
mads, content with snflieient to keep ther.i In rude 
comfort, ami t.iklng ris little thouRlit for the morrow 
as they possibly could. And so they have continued 
until tho in-esent, for nithough they sometimes resort 
to the cities fcir the winter, as soon as spring comes 
they are on the road again. There Is itn old Oypsy 
saying that when a man can set his foot On tjiree 
daisies nt once It Is time to live out of doors. Thertf 
is a special intorest attaching to. this race Just now, 



because a conference Is to be held in Kurope with 
tho vlow of devising plans for the removal of the 
Gypsies from that continent. The reason Is that 
their encampments are a place of refugro for anar- 
chists and terrorists. Tlie Gypsies themselves are, 
except In pett.v matters, exceeillngly law-abiding and 
pay no attention to politics, but for tho reason given 
they are deemed a menace to government and they 
are to receive a new order to march.

ABELARD AND HELOISE

The I'iVi' stories tiiat lia\e bec<ime famous to us 
tlirmigh histor.s- are, wilii the exception .jf those in 
n'l yiholoR,\-, m arly all traRcdies. it is ih.-ii- traRic as- 
pect that makes them exceptienal. and tiier.'f.ire more 
•,s.irtii>- the telliuR acc.irdliiR t.i historians. Tim hajipy 
l i\-e tales (if famous iiersons are seldom or never told, 
jiisi because It is fean-d by the recounter tliat they 
iiiiRht prove monotonous or hniiidrum reading, or 
else ihiit ih.-y are eiuisidi I'.-.l .if iiisulHcient conso- 
ciueiu-e nnd Interest to merit r.'iiet I tlon. .Many of US 
in every walk of life can undeistand this. Wo who. It 
would seem, Hhould be the most content for 
the pleasant smoothness of the path we travel, 
day by clay, are the most dissatislied in our 
craving for excitement and cliaiiRe and our di-sir.i for 
the unattainable. W,. f,-el s-uii'-tliinR of th.' same 
l.iiiRing perhaps as di.l Haiile in his adoration for 
Hi-atrlce, or P.-tiach wli.ii he dreamed of 
Laura, oiil\- we do n..i jioss. .-^s thi> geniii-^, the Intel- 
led, the iiiM"tr.\- l.i spi i-ii luiliz.' oiir ilesii'es iiiid make 
tliem tile inspiration for imlile thought jind dei-d. 
W'e, who make dlscmtent tie' k.'vnote of our characy 
l.-r. are the hiiilders .it tragedi.'s. st.iries worth tlio 
telling iierhaps, but hardly w.irtli the living. Tne iiap- 
Iiiest llve< are not written about; they make th» 
groat glorious majority beside which thse tragic min- 
ority show the more pathetlcn.lly hopeless and sad. 

The story of Abelard and Helolso belongs to this 
latter class. It Is snid that thPTC is no woman in 
I'^rench history of whom the nation is prouder than 
it Is of Helolse. Her personality was adorable. She 
combined liitellertual gifts v\itli a winning beauty of 
feature and grace of form, possessing moreover th'3 
ipinlities of teiidernes:;, ni'ulcst.x-, nnsidllsliness, stead- 
fastness and I'ourage. 

.Slo- was finly elghieen when at thi. home of her 
uncle anri guardian she lirsi met Abelard. lli- \>.as 
then more than t\\ice her age and had already Ije- 
come distinguished by rea.-^on of hi.s great rhetorical 
powers, and his wonderful Intellectual ability. He 
was proliabl.\- one of the most eloquent expounders of 
philosophy that his age or any other ago before him 
produced. Ho was a man moreover of groat personal 
attraction, and It is scarcely to be wondered at, that 
the young girl, herself an ambitious student of reli- 
gion and philogophy should admire the wonderful at- 
tributes of an individual like Abelard, who was nono 
the less attracted by Hnlolsi-'s extraordinary gifts, 
mental, moral and physical. Wlvn he offered to be- 
come her teacher, her uncle Canon Fnlbert was vaatl.v 
Mattered, and permitted Abelard to reside with them, 
that he iniKht have his .\oiing ciiarge constantly under 
his e.\-e. "And If she be not diligent .-ind obedient" Hie 
unsn-ipectiiiR l'"iilbert advised him, "y.m have my per- 
mission to use blows l.i enforce your a n thorit.\ ." .So 
the t w.i,"ilr;Lwn first toward one another through their 
niutiml admlr;illon. soon became more and more de- 
pendent on each other fir hapjilness. and when at 
length Abelard confessed his passion. It was to willing 
oars, for Helolse had learned to love him with her 
whole heart and soul. 

In the story of th.^se two lovers, the woman jil.ays 
the nobler jiarl. In fac t if we i-redit all accounts it Is 
hard t.i find ;in excuse for Abelard In his .subsecjuent 
treatiin-iit of In-r. l-\ir many long m.iiiths they lived 
In a dream of bliss, not permitting themselves to 
think of the awakening that must come sooner or 
later. "Abelanl neglected his ilulies, and consumed 
his time In writing verses to the canon's nioce; and 
even iis Heri'ules In the gay court of fjmphale threw 
down his club In order to hold the distaff, so Abelard 
laid aside his sceptre as a monarch of the schools to 
sing sonnets at tho feet of Helolse." 

Rather than allow Helolse to suffer the loss of her 
virtuous name, Abelard, some writers tell 113, would 
have braved- the taunts of society, Ih.^ sneers of Ids 
brother pricats, and made h.-r his wife, I1111 Il,-l..ise 
refused to bpconie a stiinibiliiR block to liim in his 
lirMliant career. l;no>\!nR tliat ni;irri.iRe would iinau 
for him. iRiiominy ami lii.-iRiace. "Ilediice me, if 
neeessar,\-. to the coiulili.in .0 :\ woman des])iseil liy 
Ih'^ world," slie wrote-, 'sin.-.- the glory of .vmir lo\-e 
w.iiild more than comju-a.-aie f .i- tile contempt of the 
universe. Take counsel from the example of .So- 
crates, who has been .^et up as a beacon for all com- 
ing time lo warn philosophers from the fatal rock of 
matrimony." 

They were however quietly married In ,a little 
church In Paris and the union was to have been kept 
a profound secret. When news of It did reach the 
ears of the world Abelard denied th<- fact, and Helolsi; 
was (|uick to follow his exampli'. .-M lo-r husb.-ind's 
command she entered a convent win-re lu- forc. il li. r 
to take the \-eil. As slie obi'.\i'd him in /ill ihiuR.s s.i 
she obeyed him In this, though sorely against her will. 
It meant of course, a linal s.iiarali.m fr.iiu lier lius- 
liand but it also meant frei-iliiiu fr.im tli,. rejiroacli .if 
liie world and an abiiii.liint lield wli.-r,- she .-.nild 
labor gathering an. I .1 ist lihui i or 11. i\\ ledRc. Ii im-aiit 
too, jierhaps, a ei.iser ciimuuiilon with Goil, in wliom 
she might tind comfort. Doubtless .-\belard thought 
ho acted for the best In denouncing Hololse; certainly 
liis own punishment was no leas heavy than hers. He 
too, retired to a convent, where he mortified his body 
with the spvereot aiisleritios and engaged his mind 
In constant stiid.v. In time, however, his wonderful 
ability and his matchles.s eloquence attracted the al- 
tpnllon of the world. Il.> became famous once more. 
Thousands of people Mocked to he;ir his dis-.^ourses. 
Hut while ho won the adminition of 111 11 It i t iides he 
Incurred th.' bilt.'i- enmity of tin- f<'W. .-iiid linaily his 
books ^^■ere i.irdered t.i be bufned and he \\-,i:i con- 
demned to perpetual sllen.-e.

ARLY in 1858, when thousands of 
" miners and traders flocked to Frascr 
river, attracted thither by the p^old 
discoveries, the sleepy little Hudson's 
Bay town of Fort Victoria bet^an to 
grow like a mushroom city. Houses 
and stores were erected by candleliifht as well 
as by daylight, outside the fort pallisades, and 
jiriccs were paid for property in fee and lease- 
liold that would throw the figures now asked 
for realty far into the shade. Skilled labor was 
$10. a day and lumber $100 a thousand. Pro- 
visidns were high and the supply was always 
far behind the demand. Wharf and Yates streets 
were quickly lined with wooden shacks — in 
which were piled goods of miscellaneous vari- 
eties. The merchants and miners nearly all 
came from California, and tiic control of thc^ 
immigrants thus suddenly cost on the shores 
of the territory controlled by the Hud.son's Bay 
company became a serious problem, which, 
however, was soon sohed by the \\ isc and just 
administration of r,o\ ernor Dduglas. 

Anior.g the merchants or dealers who erect- 
ed business shacks here was a small, nerx'nus- 
looking man, who dealt in saslics, doors and 
blinds and window-glasr.. 'i'he name, "W'm. 
Sharon,'' ai)peared un a canvas strip that was 
stretched across the front of the shack, and his 
wares were displayed in the store. Mr. Sharon 
did not remain long here. The failure of the 
mines to produce gold in paying quantities in- 
duced him to dispose of his stock in the fall of 
the year and return to California, and but for a 
succession of astounding and tragic events with 
which the name of the nervous little gentleman 
was afterward associated, it is not at all likely 
that be would have found a place in this siory. 

Soon after Mr. Sharon's return to California, 
the erstwhile "Victoria dealer became interested 
in mining claims. The Washoe silver and great 
bonanza excitement broke out, and he got hold 
of a few shares which quickly rose in value antl 
made him comfortably rich. Tlien Jie became 
associated with W. C. Ralston, a purser on one 
of the lower coast steamships, and the two add- 
ed to their wealth and importance. In a few 
years both men were regarded as millionaires. 
At that time' fortunes were made and lost in a 
day. Many individuals and firms would enter 
the stock market and rerqain for a few brief 
months, and *hen as suddenly disappear from 
the stfcct'lo be heard of no more' in' that busy 
haunt. Others came to sta)-, and staid till Cal- 
ifornia went mad on stocks. Rich and poor, old 
and young, speculated in Washoe shares. In- 
. stances were narrated of men who reaped for- 
tunes in a day or two 6n a small invest- 
ment. The prices of some stocks rose to $1,200 
a share upon a mere prospect. A young clerk 
in VVells-Fargo's, who had bought 800 shares 
of Gould and Curry at 35 cents was offered 
$1,000 a share for it. He demanded a cool 
million. One month later he returned to his 
desk poor but wiser, for liis st(jck had mean- 
while become imsalable. There were mam- 
similar cases that miglit be recorded. .An iMior- 
mously fat woman who rejoiced in tlie name of 
"Slapjack Johnny," resided in Victoria. She 



had been to Washoe years before and bought 
several hundred shares, which were then of lit- 
tle value. She kept them in a Ijo.k, .and one 
da}', while the excitement was at its height, she 
sold them for $20,000. The shares were car- 
ried to Washoe by Wells-Fargo's express, and 
when delivery was about to be made, two 
brokers claimed them. The woman had sold 
the shares twice. A fight ensued for the pos^ 
session of the stock, and one of the claimants 
was shot and died. The survivor kept the 
stocks and realized a large profit. 

Ralston and Sharon continued to add iu 
their wealth. All their investments turned to 
gold. They seemed to possess the power of 
Alidas. In the heiglu of their ])rosperity they 
built the Palace hotel, then the largest on tiic 
continent, and established the Bank of Cali- 
fornia. A few more years and Ralston died by 
his own hand. Then it was found that his 
estate was heavily involved and that his account 
at his own bank was ,$4,000,000 o\-erdrawn. 
But Sharon was rich, lie had refrained from 
certain in\-estmcnts that Ralston had made to 
his sorriiw .and loss, and w hen his fidlc iw-oper- 
ator died, .'-^li.iron was r;ited as worth .S13.- 
000.000 and owned nuich nt the property that 
had been regarded, as Ralsion's. 

Sharon's great wealth brought him friend-;, 
and as his riches increased he grew in imi)ort- 
ancc. Pie was no longer nervous in manner or 
shrinking in disposition. He had lost his dif- 
fidence as his fortune grew, and lie was imu- 
an authority upon ;dl matters tinanei;'d. 1I\ a 
generous expenditure he had himself elected 
I'nited States senator for .Nevada. lint with 
all his astuteness he ran wild on one subject, 
and that subject v,as lowdy \s-oman. lie was 
not nearly so bad as 'Lucky Baldwin, another 
mining speculator, who had five or six wives 
and a countless number of lady friends. But 
he was much worse than he shoitld have been. 

On an evil day for all parties concerned he 
became acquainted with a Miss Sarah Althea 
Hill. Miss Hill was a beautiful and fascinating 
society woman, and until she knew Sharon was 
regarded as the pink of propriety. She laid 
siege to .Sharon'.s heart because she wished to 
gain a rich husbanrl. Sharon was proof against 
her wiles for many weeks. .She consulted an 
old negrcss known as Mammy Pleasant, who 
had been her nurse when Miss Hill was a baby. 
Mannny gave her a love potion to mix with 
Sharon's sherry. He drank the doctored wine, 
but it seemed to have a contrary effect to that 
desired. He l.icgaii to liatc and to plan to get 
rid of the girl; another female derelict ha\'ing 
caught his f.ancy.

to fight the duel. He never appeared in public 
life again, and his law practice fell off. It was 
said of him that he was not the same man after 
Hrodcrick's death. The mark of Cain was upon 
him, and this once pmiid, li;indsome man, whose 
soil voice and majestic ap|ie,-ir;inee charmed all 
\",ho come ue.ar him, fLll into liad habits and 
;idopt(?d the maimers and langu.age of a bravo. 
"ICvil comninideatii Ills cinrnpi good ma.niiers," 
as St. J'aul wrute the Corinthians. 

Terry's comluct in court during the progress 
of Sharon's suit was boisterous, overbearing 
and often insulting. He appeared anxious to 
stir up strife with the opposing counsel, and the 
insults which he flung across the table were 
often rel)uked by tlie J;id!;e. In the midst of 
the trial, Sharon died, worried to deatii. He 
h.ad Iiroitght the great trouble upon himself, and 
his sins h.ad hurried him to the gra\-c. ^^'llen 
on his de.alh-bcd he made his heirs swear to 
light the suit to the end, if it took everv dollar 
of his great fortune. Under no circumstances 
should there be a compromise. The judge, 
after a long hearing hi the court of" first in- 
stance, decided in favbp'jfif the plaintiff, and tjie 
action was before the higher court on appeal 
when Terry's friends were shocked to learn that 
he had married "Mrs." Sharon — "Sharon's 
\sidow," as she called her.-eli. On the staiifl 
she had admitted misconduct with the lale mil- 
lionaire. That a woman of bad character shouiTl 
take the place of the late .Mrs. Terrv was re- 
garded as scandalous. But people were afraid 
of Terry, and feared to excite his anger or pro- 
voke him to violence; so, although there was 
much \vhispcring, there was no loud talking. 

I.-atcr on, when the case came before 
Stephen .A. b'ield, (he chief justice of the Unit-\ 
ed .States Sn])renu' Cnr.rl, the jurist in dismiss- 
ing a motion of the respondent's referred (o the 
new Mrs. Terry and her suit in scathing terms. 



Terry fired up and continued to press the case 
for tile ]ilaintiff iu forcible language. The chief 
justice was iiillexible and rebuked Mr. Terry's 
attitude in scathing language. 

Stephen A. Field was one of three brothers, 
all remarkably clever, and all now dead. Cyrus 
VV. Field was the projector of the first Atlantic 
cable, and through his energy and enterprise it 
was laid in 1S66. He was a very rich man, hut 
becoming im-oKed in Xew York elevated rail- 
way stocks, died insolvent. David Dudley Field 
was an eminent corporati(.m lawyer. His 011I3' 
daughter married Sir .Anthony Musgrave, the 
governor who steered British Columbia into the 
Confederation fold. She resided for two years 
at Government House, Victoria, and was a 
charming lady, gracious and courtly in man- 
ner, and a very great social favorite. Chief 
Justice Field finally dismissed the case as 
trumpcf! up. disgraceful and altogether unten- 
able Terry was furious. He took the remarks 
of the chief justice about his wile and the case 
to himself. Instead of the great fortune he ex- 
jjecled to gain by marrying the claimant, he was 
confronted with a i)yramid of debts and social 
ostracism. lie became desperate. This man 
who had been noted formerly for his gentleman- 
ly and chivalrous demeanor and his just and im- 
partial decisions, was heard to make threats 
against Judge Field should they ever meet 
again. 

To show upon how slight a finiiidaiion the 
plaintilT's e;i.-e i-ested, it is onl\- neces-ar;; to 
iiieiition one incident out of man}'. .All the 
a\ailable e\-idence being in, it was intimated 
that there remained one link to perfect the 
chain. It was necessary that a witness should 
be i)roduced who would swear that he had 
heard vSharon acknowledge the jilaintift as his 
wife. vSo a tramp was found who was willing 
to supply the missing link. He was shaven 
and slK)rn and bathed and perfumed and dressed 
in a good suit of cK)lhes. When he entered the 
witness-box he was asked; 

"Did you know the late Senator Sharon? " 

"Yes, sure." 

"Did he ever say in your presence that the 

j)laintiff was his wife? " 
"\'es ; sure he did." 

".State the circumstances and the occasion." 

"W'ell, yor see^ I was a-walkin' along Mont- 
gomer}- street one evenin', takin' the air after 
me dinner, as it were, when I seed Senator 
Sharon a-comin' toward me from the Palace 
hotel. There was a lady with him, and I no- 
tTced they ^"as very "affectionate like. The lady 
was a-iookin' into his eyes an* he was a-lookin' 
into her.s — they seemed awful happy." 

"Well, what happened next?" asked the 
counsel. 

"As they comed up, I raised nic hat and 
said; 'Good evenin', Senator!' You see, 1 
mined with him wdien we was both poor, and 
he always recognized me. 

" 'Good evenin'. Wells,' he said, and we 
shook hands. Then he said, 'Wells, I want to 
introduce you to me wife' .So I shook hands 
with her." 

"Go on," urged the counsel. 

"We strolled along the street, and he Inld 
me the lady was his common law wife: and that 
her name before marriage was Hill." 



The witness was then asked if he saw the 
lady in court, and he pointed out the plaintiff. 
Vvskcd as to the t^ate of the intervievv, he 

replied ; 

"The twenty-first of July." 

The papers were consulted, and it was found 
that Mr. Sharon was in Washington attending 
to his senatorial duties on that date. 

While Wells had been giving his testimony, 
one of the attorneys for Sharon was observed 
to be busily engaged in filling out a blank, and 
as the witness left the stand lie was served with 
a warrant for perjury and taken to jail. At 
the next term of i^he Criminal Court he was 
convicted and sentenced to the penitentiary. 



The words of the chief justice rankled in 

Terry's breast, and the newspapers by mis^ 
chie\'ous allusions to his threats of violence 
kept his hostility alive. The following year, a 
twelvemonth later, Field left Washington to 
hear api)eal cases at San Francisco. He cm- 
barked in a Sotithern Pacific train and was 
met at the border of the state of California by 
David Nagle, a detective, who had been special- 
ly charged with the jurist's safety. At the 
town (3f Fresno in the evening Terry and his 
wife entered the sleei)er as passengers for San 
Francisco. It is bclic^vcd that neither Field 
nor Terry was aware of the other's presence. 
At the lown of Lathrop, where, about S;30 
o'clock, the passengers got out for breakfast, 
the (/hief Justice and Nagle entered the dining 
hall and took their seats at a table wjth other 
passengers, near the centre of the room. Mr. 
and Mrs. Terry entered a few moments later 
and sat down at a table about ten feet distant 
from the table where Field and Nagle were 
eating. ^Irs. Terry was observed to glance 
rpiickly round the room until her eye rested on 
Field. She started and saic' something in a 
low voice to her husband, who arose and walk- 
ing swiftly to Field's table, seized him from be- 
hind by the beard and throat and with his 
clenched fist was about to strike him when 
Nagle, by a quick movement, reached his re- 
volver. A shot rang through the room and 
Terry's grasp on Field's t^iroat was relaxed. 
The maddened man swayed for a moment 
and then fell to the floor with a crash. Nagle's 
shot had made no mistake. Terry had been 
shot through the heart, and died instantly. He 
was a piece of insensate clay before he reached 
the floor, and as he lay there, motionless and 
inert, his great jform stretched out at full 
length with its handsome face upturned, his 
staring eyes wore an expression of malignant 
ferocity that not even the hideous method of his 
taking off had subdued. 

Nagle was acquitted by a coroner's jury, 
and some months later Terry's wife, once gift- 
ed and beautiful, now broken-hearted, poverty- 
stricken, bent and grey, was committed to an 
asylum for the insane, with Mammy Pleasant, 
the old colored nurse, as her only friend. Of all 
the gay and brilliant throng that once wor- 
shipped at the shrine of Sarah Althea Hill's 
beauty, not one remained to do her reverence 
or pro\ ide for her wants. Sharon and Terry 
dead and Sarali Althea Hill insane, who will 
dispute the saying in Holy Writ that "the way; 
of the transgessor is hard"?.

to their obsi'rvations regardin;j depre. 
elation. It is pointed out that no ob- 
ligation to write off (lepreclatloa 
against rcveniio is Imposed upon any 
municipality by statute It is true 
that there is a practice of writing off 
a certain percentage ns to certain 
items;, but this practice varies much.

CULTURE OF ANNUAL CLIMBERS 




OR niO!;t animal climbers a liRht, 
rich, frialilc smi is necessary to 
ensure success. Plenty of well- 
rotted manure, leaf soil, or black 
soil from the bush should be dug 
into the soil where annual climbers 
are sown or planted. For many of 
them, except sweet peas .ind runner 
beans, a very deep soil is noi so 
necessary ; tiicy recptire i)lent\- of good soil and lots 
of room, however, to siM-ead their roots in. 

Sweet Peas 

Sweet peas require a deep, fairly ricli soil to pro- 
duce the best flowerinc; results. A trencli about a 
foot in depth should l)e du<x in an o])en jilace in 
the garden. The trench sliould bo about llie widtii 
of a spade. Al the l)OtU)m of llie trench. ]ilace four 
or live inches of well-rottcd manure packed down 
linuly. I'ill the trench with good soil to within an 
inch or two of the surface. Tiien make a shallow 
trench the whole length about three inches in depth. 
In this sow the seed an inch or two apart and cover 
about two inches deep witii soil, leaving a slight 
depression when the ground is raked over the peas. 
The jjlants can be thinned to three or four inches 
apart when the plants are five or six inches in 
height. 

The flowers should be jiicked every day to help 
])rolong the flowering season. If the flowers are 
not kept picked, they ik-velop seed pods and slop 
flowering early in the season. 

Sweet peas reqttire plenty of water at the roots. 
Sufficient water to soak the soil to the bottom of 
Ihe trench should be given once a week in hot, dry 
weather. Start watering the plants before the lower 
leaves jjcgin to turn yellow to ,get best results. 
1 .iglit waterings are of no use to sweet peas; give 
l)lenly of water and less frcqiient waterings, rather 
ihan only to sprinklr tiic top soil. In rich, loamy 
soil it may nut be necessary to trench as mentioned, 
but 1 find that the plants stand the drought and 
heat of summer much better in any soil when treat- 
ed as 1 have described. 

Wide meshed poultry netting or brush wood 
makes a good sui)port fur sweet peas. I prefer 
boughs of the maiilc tree when they can he had. 
The support should he five or six feet in height at 
the least. Sow sweet peas as e.arly in s])ring as the 
ground can be W(jrke(l properly, they camiot be 
sown too early. 

Climbing Beans 
Scarlet Kumier and livacinth beans like a dec)) 
rich soil, an<l plenty of water, and succeed best 
when a trench is made for them as recommended 
for sweet i)eas. The cast or north side of a build- 
ing will suit these beans \ ery well, if not too shaded; 
but with plenty of water lliey will grow and flower 
very well in the open garden.. Bean seed should 
not be sown until about the third week in May.

pile, or, at best, some i)lace not loo prominent 
in the garden. The shape of the fruit of many 
varieties makes them a cmiosity. From a dec- 
orative i)oint of view the rumiing vine varieties 
of the vegetable marrow squash are almost as 
pretty. The fruit of the last named is useful for 
culinary purposes. 

("obea scandcns is not an annual really, hut 
like other perennial plant succeeds well grown 
from seed as an annu;d Seeds ol this slhudd be 
sown indoors or in a hotbed or fi'ame as early 
;is possible in Aiiril, ,So\v three or four seeds in 
a three-inch pot. Place the seeds on etlgc about 
a ipiarter of an inch tinder the surface of the 
soil. Cirow indoors or in a hotbed until danger 
of frost is over. Do not plant out of doors uti- 
til (]uite l;ite, aboiu the first or second week in 
June or l;iter. .\ liolit rich soil suits this climl)- 
er. Its blue and white cup-and-sancer shaped 
flowers are very showy. 

Dwarf Growing Climbers 

The cliiubers already mentioned grow to 
from ten to iwenly feet in heiLilil. The fnllnw- 
in,£;' are twii wuieiie^ nm sn rank in Ljrowth 
and more suitable for window boxes or rustic 
stands as trailers or climbers; seeds- of these 
should be sown early, two or three in a poll 
Canar\- C'reener (Trooaeolimi C'an.iriense). and 
Lo]:)hospernium scandcns. I he latter is a \ erv 
effective trailer tor haiiuiing baskets or win- 
dow boxes. Its large inirple gloxima-like flow- 
ers are very showv. 



b'or years I have planted hundreds of lender 
bulbs every siirino, and. throughout all the 
months of the summers, have olitained from 
them splendixl masses of bloom to reward me 
for the little labor the plant in,g involved. Con- 
sidering all their excellent qualities, it has al- 
ways been strange to me that more bulbs of 
this class are not set out e;ieh sjiring. .\ot only 
are they easier than annuals to establish, but 
they re<piire less care and cultivation, supply 
more blossom, ;ire alw.'ivs siu'er in results and 
are much more (niickl\- put in the beds in the 
spring, riiey are all known, of course, as ten- 
der bulbs. 'I'he\- will not endure the winters ex- 
cept in the South, but after i)looming and ripen- 
ing, are dug up and stored away to be replant- 
ed the followiug spring. .Among the most im- 
])ortant siu'cies of this class are the agapanthus, 
abl roeniei'ia. tuberous b. t;oni;i, bessere, canua, 
ealadiupi, cooperia. criini:;i, dahlia, gladiolus, 
madeira \ine, mouibreti.a, o\alis, calia, tigridia, 
tuberose, and zepli\ ranllie-;. 

Xo llower is easier of cullure, nv less doubt- 
ful so far as success is concerned, tli.an the 
dahlia. \\ e ba\ e llie single ami pe)mi)on. the 
show, the quilled and fancv. the decorative and 
the cactus varieties. Ihe hundreds of shades 
and colors and tlie beautiful forms as well as 



\'arielies ;ire: Cainelia, dwarf, orange-scarlet; 
Peace, pure white; Wundcrkind, dwarf, light 
yellow; Catherine, pure yellow; Snowclad, a 
splendid white; Sunshine, vivid scarlet, and 
Darkness, a velvety maroon. 

k'ollowing llie dahlias in jiopularity and 
pr;iise ;ire the gladioli. Thev may be ])lanted 
either in separate IkmIs or among perennials, 
where they will ;idd ga\' colors to bortU-rs which 
nii.glu ollieru ise be bare. ( ilatlioli slioukl be 
planted as early in the season as the gromid can 
be workerl, and every Iwf) weeks thereafter un- 
til July for a succession of bloom. They ])refer 
a sunny situation, a rich soil and ])lenty t)f 
nujisture, and should be ]jlanted six inches 
tlee[), seven or eight inches apart. 

.All gardeners are aeipi.-iinled v.'ith this splen- 
did familv, ;md aii\' eommcnl on its decor;iti\'e 
\-alue and uselnlness for cutting is needless. .Vol 
all. however, realize what splendid plants have 
been produced in recent years i)y sjiecialists. 
Macli season adds new varieties to the list, and 
it is .always well to obtain a few of these new 
Imlbs to loud .additional interest to the pleasure 
of gi'owiiig iliem. The common varieties are 
;dl e!u','.]) ;iiid :\ little extra expenditure Utv no\-- 
elties 'A ill be well repaid. The t uberons-rooled 
begonia is \;iluable because il will llower in 
sbadv situations. In a spot where otlii'r llowcrs 
li.tvc ])ersistcmlv relused to grow, the lul)er- 
ous-rooted begonia will trecjuentlv be found at 
Its best. Tnev arc best started in the house dur- 
ing March and April in pots and then planted 



extensively planted, and of easy culture. In the 
caladitinis much imi)r(>veinent has also been 
shown, llildcgard .Xclirling is a new variety 
with very large leaves, marbled with a deep 
green on a wliito ground. Lord Derby is an- 
other of variegated foliage. Caladium Esctt- 
ienluni should be in every garden. It is one of 
the niosl ell'ecti\'e jilants of the sort grown, 
easily raised and always attraciive. Among 
the best varieties of the fancy-leaved cala'dimns 
are :

These sliould never be planted out of doors be- 
fore the middle of May in the North, when the 
ground has become thoroughly warm. Select a 
partly shaded situation for them wiiere they will bo 
sheltered from strong winds, and plant in a light, 
well-enriched soil. 

Among the summer flowering bulbs and tuber- 
ous-rooted plants arc several vines which prove 
t xcccdingly \-aluablc. Most cit}' yards possess 
some objectionable s])ot or object which it is de- 

irable to conceal from sight ; tliis may be accom- 
])lished by the use of annual or perennial vines. But 
annuals, while they are quick-growing, are objec- 
tionable owing to the fact that th,ey must, |)e re- 
planted each year; perennials, on the other 'hand, 
trei|Uenlly retpiire from two to three seasons to 
I'stablisli themselves. Ijctween these two come the 
bulbous vines. They arc cjuick growing and, when 

nice ]jlanted, require no further attention, thus 
combining the advantages of both annual and peren- 
nial. Moreover, they are inexpensive. Foremost 
among these is the Madeira vine, which attains a 
considerable height in a very short space of time.. 

The foliage is dense and the flower small and white. 
The Cinnamon vine, with glossy, green, heart-- 
shaped leaves and very fragrant racemes of white 
llowers, grows to a .greater height and blooms in. 
.Uigtist. .Vnother line climbing plant is the Kudza 
\ ine, which ])ossesses magnificent foliage, deep and 
dense, and makes a wonderfully rapid growth the 
first season. It comes from Ja]5an and is verv cx- 
tensi\-ely ])laiitcd, .1 native vine is .Apices tuberosa, 
which seems to be more appreciated in England 
tiian at home; its special features are its adaptability 
to situations in absolute shade and its beautiful 
flowers of ])lcasing fragrance. It grows rapidly and 
blooms in Juh'. — Tarkingto-n Baker. 
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The conimoii morning glory (Colvolvnius 
major), Japanese Morning Glory (Ipomoea im- 
pcrialis), cypress vine (ipomoea Quamoclil), 
and the moon-flower (Ipomoea grandiflora) arc 
all good annual climbers. As eastern aspect or 
a position where they arc not ex])osed to the 
hot noon-dav stin, suits all of the Convolvulus 
family the best. .Seeds of the moon-fbnvcr arc 
best sown caii\- indoors, or in :i hotbed, about 
the midtlle of ,\pril. About the end (jf .May is 
early enough to sow convolvulus seed out of 
doors. 

riierc is no more tffcctiw eliinlier tb;m the 
wilil cucumber ( I'.chinocyslis lobata). for cover- 
ing a ircllis quickly. It requires a rich soil 
and ])k'nl\' of moisture overhead and at the 
roots to give the best results. Its beautiful 
racemes of white flowers make it a very con- 
spicuous object when grown properly. .V posi- 
tion sliailed from the noon(la\' sun on the east 
or northeast side of a building suits best, so as 
to hold its foliage in good color. 

Japanese Hop 
Japanese Hop (llmnulus JaponicusS. Until 
llic plain and variegated types of this jilanl arc 
very pretty climbers. Sow the sceil out of 
doors about the end of May. These do not 
object to a more sunny position than some 
climbers. 

Ornamental Gourds 
Ornamental gourds are^suitable only for the- 
back yard or for covering an unsightly rubbish

about the second or thii-(l week in .Ma)'. li 
early restilts arc wanted, the seed can be sown 
earlier iiuhxjrs, or a hotbed or greenhouse. .Sow 
two (.)r three seeds in small llower pots, and 
transplant in border when all danger of frost is 
over. The leaves of the ct)mmon climbing, and 
also the dwarf nasturtium are very tasty and 
nice used as a salad. The seeds when jjickeil 
green alscj make a splendid pickle by merely 
l)niling lliem in jars in vinegar as soon as 
picked. 

Transplanting Climbers 

Annual climbers do not transplant very 
readily, owing to their length of roots. \\'hen 
quite small they may perhaps be transplanted; 
even then il is risky. Sow the seed in the bor- 
der wliere tluw .are to grow. .About the first or 
second week in Ala\' is a good linu' to sow most 
of them. 11\- sowing seed e.arly in [yeits ihe 
rot)ts are eonlined in ;i sm;dl space and trans- 
plant easier. Tlie roots of annual climbers 
should be disturbed ;is little .'is possible, at any 
time, to ensure success in tluir culture. 

All of the climbers menlioned except ihc 
sweet ]ieas, are (|uile tender, so care must lie 
taken to iiroieei them from late si-'ring frosts. 
If sown near a fence or building, the growth 
should be kept at least several inches from the 
fence or building, especially if sown in a posi- 
tion having a north aspcctj to prevent the fol- 



tlie gr;icc of the iilaul and its \';ilue for cutting, 
give this flower an exalted position which it 
well deserves. 

Dabli.as rc'.piire a rich soil, aiul the groimd 
fur ilieir reception should be deeply dug, well 
worked and libcr.ally supplied with lei'tilizer. Jt 
is always best \sheii itlanting the tubers to in- 
sert at the s.'inic time ;i siake to vvliieli the 
pl.ants later m.iy be tied. in extiXiUe'ly dry 
weather, nuilcli ihe beds with well decayed ma- 
nure, or grass cli[)pings, and, to insure a suc- 
cession of bloom, pick the llowcrs as they a[)- 
pear. In jjlanting, avoid crowding, allowing 
three feet between the tubers of the tall-growing 
varieties and two feel between the .Iwarf sorts. 

Although the Cactus .ami Ponqnuie dahlias 
.are most frccpicnt!) planteil, in the last two or 
three \-ears interesi in the single \;irielie.s has 
umcli increased. Tin si. .are .all splendid for the 
garden, and espi'Cialb' I...- ciu llower pur[)oses. 
1 he\ are ol trce-brancliiug ludiil, flowering 
early and bearing nianv l>lossoins throughout 
the season. Oftentimes Ihe flowers are five or 
SIX inches m diameter on stems twenty-four 
inches long, (loot! varieties of this section are:

The summer ii\ ;icimh ( I ly.acinllius candi- 
c.ans) bears large while, bidl-shapcd llowa;rs on 
stout stall-is two or three feet high. l'"or best 
effects this must be planted in clumps, and, like 
the Montljretia, proves hardy when given pro- 
tection during the winter. Tuberoses and cal-

SCENTED-LEAVED PELARGONIUMS ' 

In the history of .gardening there was a time 
when the' scented-lcavcd I'clar.gonitims were more 
extensively culli\ated than they are at Ihe present 
il.ay. The passion for neivclties and the enormous 
number of ])lanls now at the command of the .gar- 
dener i;rob;ibly accounts for the change in taste, 
but, where jiossiblc, a selection oi the Cajic species 
should certainly be cultivated, for though the flowers 
are small they are often beautifully and delicately 
marked, and the fragrant foliage possessed by many 
is compensation for lack of more showy qual- 
ities. 

One frequently sees scented-leaved "Ger- 
aniums,"' as they are poinilarl) called, in col- 
lage windows, turning their leaves and flowers 
towards the light, but in more prete'ntious' 
places the showy f.ancv, zonal and Ivy-leaved' 
warieties hasf disiilaced them. 

Some species .are worth growing as folia.gci 
l)lanls akme for the saicc of the form of thei 
leaves, which is often as elegant and varied as, 
are the fronds of some of the most beautiful 
Ferns. These, when well grown, make excel- 
lent subjects for table or window decoration, 
and hfirmonize in almost any grcnip of flowx-ring 
plants. .V selection t)f the best varieties most 
suitable for cuiti vatin.,' as folia.ge plants is as fol- 
lows : 

r. niicilc:>lium odoratiim is probably a fornij 
of r. deiiticulatiim, with finely divided leaves,^ 
sti.ggesting. as its name implies, the fronds of aii 
h'ern. It is a very fragrant variety. 

Lady Mary. — Leaves of medium size witK^ 
undulatin.g notched margins; Citron scented. 

bafly riymonth.— .A very attractive varietyj 
wilil decjjly cut fra.grant leaves, beautifullyu 
variegated with white on a green ground. It isj 
one of the best of the cul-leaved varieties. 
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Jem. — Leaves deejily lobed 
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toothed margins; Peppermint sccntcci 
bright rose colored. 

Stag's Horn. — As indicated by its name, thi-Ji 
variety has leaves beautifully cut and lobed in ju, 
variety of ways, with the margins finely toothcdj 
and crisped; a Very attractive fohage. plant. : .

BOWEL TROUBLES IN SMALL CHICKS 

URING the past year or two sev- 
eral investigators'have endeavor- 
ed to show that white diarrhoea 
?.nd other diarrhoeas arc more 

conimnn amniij;- iiicnbat'ir iiatch- 
cd and bnn idcr chicks than those 
reared uiuler hens. .1 Iftivc care- 
fully imestipaicd this" iiialter 
and'do not find any gruuiid for 
attrihmins the cause of this trouble to the 
method of incubation cniiiloycd, whether arti- 
ficial or natural. 

Ill cases coming (indcr my observation 
during the past several years thorc have been 
proportionately cpiitc as many ca^es of bowel 
trouble anion- hen hatched chick- at the same 
season of the \ car as anion;;' broculer chicks. 
.Man\ invcstit;alors arc misled in their ohser- 
\ ations in tiiis re;:;ard owing to the fact that 
such a very considerable portion of chicks are 
Iiatched in incubators and reared in brodders 
nowadays as compared with those bronL;ht up 
by the so-called natural method. Xatnralls a 
greater number of artificially reared chicks 
eomc under observation, and from this fad, 
their numbers make a deeper ini|(re>,-.i<.|i upon 
the observer, leading to hasty conclusions as 
to the ])erccntage of chicks affected with diar- 
hoca. Were it "possible to obtain reliable sta- 
tistics I feci sure that it would be demonstrat- 
ed that quite as great if n.jl a greater percent- 
age of hen-hatched chicks are \< «\ through 
diarrhocal diseases than are broncler cliicks. 

In the inajoritv of cases <Harrh(ica in chicks 
is simply a case oi acute intestinal in<ligestion, 
dependent chiefly upon the inability of the in- 
testiita;' organs <if the bird to' digest the foods 
adniYnistered. The undi.gcsted foods act as an 
irritant and diarrhoea results. All conditions 
of bad hvgiciic, careless feeding, too little or 
too mucli heat, inipiu-e drinking \yater, infect- 
ed food and unsanitary surroundings are all 
causes of iliaiTlioca. ; 

Chilling a Common Cause 
With early luilched chirks nndoubtedlv 
chilling and exposure i> CMiiini^ a cause of 
bowel ' trouble. When the weatlicr is cold lit- 
tle chicks need much more heat and hovering 
than when the weather is warm. There is 
very little danger of (.\erheating brooder 
chicks in wintry weather, or when the outsitle 
temperature is les> than 50 d.eg. When the out- 
side temperature geis to deg. and ni»war(U 
care must be taken mM to overheat tlic chicks. 
Flocks that would readily -taiul a tempera- 
ture of 110 or 115 under the hover of the 
brooder in cold wwther would, when the out- 
side loiudoor) teini)erature stands at 75, be 
seriously injured by long cxim^ure to any 
temperature above 100, lor the reason ;hai 
there i> not Miificienl difference between the 
temperature undi'r the hover ;md that imnic- 
dialelv outside in the lidver a|i..irtnienl , and 
tlie chicks d'> not have die ^anu' oppor(umi)- 
to get away from ihe heat that they did when 
the weather was colder, t'rowding cliicks in 
poorly ventilated coops and brooders where 
they are subjected to - 
suflicicnt supply wf pi; 
suiirce of tro\ible. .Ml 
easily a\'oiiled. 

I'itlle chick- reipiirc I'l be k'.'pt coniforl-

ed. Ivale hatched \,v>uh 
have diarrhoeal i roubles tliroi earlier ones he- 
cause they frecpientiy are less carefully at- 
tcn(k"d than early broods and because of 
weather eondilii iii*^. 

Indiscretions in feeding or careless feeding 
are uudoubtedl\- llie most prolific causes of 
diarrhoea and "w hite iharrhi ic;i" in cliicl<-. 
with the possible exception of chilling. If llie 
chicken- are given an op|)ortnnity to 1 );il,iiur 
their rations for themselves, being supidied 
with a liberal variety of necessary foods, there 
will seldom be any trouble from this source. 
It is only where the chicks arc kept on short 
ration^ and slar\cd into e.itir.g tldiigs that are 
lu'it good for them, or led on too one-sideil a 
ration, tliat digeslixe troubles are coiinnon. 
Chick-ens are naturally health)' and hardy if 
bred frr)m good, sound, healthy breeding 
stock and they are not as a rule subject to di- 
gestive disorders when a reasonable amount 
of common sense is employed in taking care 
of thcni. — B. C. Poultrynian. 

SETTING HENS 

On most farms the licii is the (Jiily incuba- 
tor, and when many cliiek-s arc to be iiatclicd 
the care of many sitting hens is likcdy to con- 
sume a great deal of time. I h;i\ e hit tipon a 
method of handling thcni whicii considerably 
lessens the time required, and for iiic, at least, 



has brought better results than the usual way 
of sitting- one hen here and another there, 
where\er a place can be fotind. 

1 have partitioned off one end of my hen 
house lor the setters. 'J'hc space is 8 by 14 
feet on the floor. A colony house, a shed good 
enough to turn water, a sod house, or any- 
thing in which the hens can be kept out of the 
wind and rain would do. 

The setters' pen iias no floor, tliougb 1 do 
not consider this a matter of great importance. 
The nests are made all round the edge of the 
pen on the ground. h'or this method of 
liaiidling hens it is essential that the nests 
be on the floor. The nests arc made 14 inches 
u ide i)y 16 from front to back. They arc 
.separated from one another by pieces of inch 
board with long boards running along the toj). 
.■\ piece of inch board 4 inches wide is nailed 
10 the partition in front ;\i the floor, to keep 
nest mai^'rial from dropping mil. 

The bens are set <<n ghis- c-us and con- 
fined to the nests lor one day. They are al- 
ways set ai night, just alter dark. After they 
have been in a day they are iel out to feeil, 
each with a string on her leg so that she can 
be easily caught. When they show that they 
ha\c .':,ettleil down to business eggs are gi\'en 
them. \\ hen ihey are fed they are given a 
chance to go back to tlieir nesis without being 
caught, it usually takes a lien from one to 
three days to learn her nest. As soon as she 
goes back to the nest of her own accord the 
cover is taken away from in front of the nest 
and she is allowed to take care of herself. 

( )n the llo(jr sjiaee not oeciipieil by tlio 
nests is a box of sifted ashes for the liens to 
dust in. by the time tlie chick- lialcli, llie 
hens are usually free from lice. (Jiie should 
keep .an e\-e on them, however, for an occas- 
ional hen will not dust. She should be dusted 
with insect powder. There is a drinking ves- 
sel kept full of water, a box with slats nailed 
acro.s.s the top to keep the hens from getting 
into it, and filled with oats and wheat, a box 
of grit and some raw vegetables. 

Allowing the lu-iis to care for ihcniseK'Cs 
saves the time of taking theni off the nest and 
jjutting them back. The ashes in most cases 
save the time of dusting the hens with insect 
powder. The hens stay in better condition 
when -they can eat, drink and^excrcise to suit 
themselves. 

One would naturally suppose that they 
wrnihl get two into ijne nest and let some 
eggs cool and smash others, bast ye,-ir I set 
my hens this way and ne\er lost an egg irom 
any mix up among the hens, yet this sort of 
mix up could easily happen but it will not 
happen if a few essential things are observed : 
Only hens lised to run together on the range 
or in the same ])en should be set this way. 
The attendant should always look in at the 
Nsiiidow b.efore initering the pen .-uid obsolnte- 
1\' ne\'er enter \\h( U ,-i ben i^ 01 f the nest. 
When he i.s inside he should a\-oid anything 
which would frighten the hens, handle them 
as little as possible,, and do it very (piietly 
when it is necessary. l?e sure that the nests 
are made on the floor. If two hens arc (jff .it 
the same time one will occi-ionally go into 
the other ben's nest, but the otjier will always 
walk abcnil the floor bctore she goes in, .-ind 
w hen ^lie sees the lu -1 of eugs left \;ic;uil by 
the first hen. she \sill tai-;e to the nest of cgg.s 
every lime instead of going in with the other 
hen.

if the chickens arc to be rai-rd -i!o-e--,fuI- 
I-.- under .'i hen. the lien iini-i be .ib-oliilely 
elean ami free from in-ects wlini ihe\- are 
halclieil. and if a broo<i,r i to be ilieir fir-1 
home, see that it is s\M'et and ele;ni some time 
before putting the chicks into it. 'l^ice and 
chicks will not live together, and it is belter to 
save the lime and feed ih;ni to ir\- to r u- 
chickens under a loiis\ lieu or in diriv brocid- 
ers. Tudcr the-e c imbtions both ihe nme 
and the feed are bound !o be wasted. 

W illi heii-r.-iiseii cliicks examine the licad^ 
of one oi- two ill each brooil e\'cry lew ila\-s 
for nit-. Should iii-ecis .-ipjiear put on the 
beads of the ehieks in the brood ;i few drops 
of carlxdized sua'Ct oil (sweet oil with J tei ^ 
per cent refined carbolic acid), and ])lace the 
hen for a minute or two in a box or canvas 
coop, the boitoni of which h;is iii-t pre-. ionsK- 
been sprinkK'cl with one of the c. nmiK I'ial 
li(|nid inscctides. Care must be taken in do- 
ing this, as if the lu 11 is left in too long she 
will die from the fumes. 

For the first few we(d':s it is ccnnonu' to 
feed the chicks one of the ath'ertiscd chick- 
foods. This gives the little ones a good start, 
the variety in the fond gives tlieni an appetite 
;nul helps them .along at the most flifficnit 
time. 1 lard-boiled eggs and bread crumbs 
mixed together are f,-iir!\' good fur the <'irst 
three or four da\s, but w hen egg is u^eil none 
must be left l\ ing .ibout. or the chick's will fon] 
it .'ind afterwards cat i.'.. causing bowel 
troubles, (hit, if it is not in the food, nn^st 
not be forgotten, and after chicks are past the 



voungest stages grit should be where they 
"can always get at it whenever they desire it. 
After three to four weeks hoppers can be used 
for feeding in. Put cracked wheat or cracked 
corn (if it can be obtained) and a few rolled 
oats in one, and a dry mixture of shorts, 
chopped oats, from which the larger hulls 
have been reniox'cd. and a little bran in an- 
other. The liojipers nnisi not at any time 
be allowed empty. At this stage the hen must 
not be forgotten. vShe needs regular feeding 
and watering. 

Water should be placed in the shade where 
tliev can always get it, and in the hottest wea- 
ther changed frequently. New milk, warm 
from the cow. may I'c given them twice a da\', 
and tlic water siiortly after the milk. The 
\dungsters will stand around the milk, and if 
there is not too much, finish it right ciff, when 
the watei- can be gi\en in the same vessel al- 
ter well rinsing. The chicks will do \vell on 
sour milk if not old, but it is not advisable to 
keep changing from one to die other; give all 
~\> e''t milk- or ;ill -our milk, but changing 
about \\ill upset iluir stomachs. The \'es^els 
in whicli the inilk i- placed must be fre([nentlv 
scalded. 

Shade is e^sciilial to the life; of the chicks. 
Tret - or brush are excellent for this purpose, 
and a potato patch gives llic best of shelter 
for late chicks. 

If the chicks arc raised in clean, roomy 
(piaitcis at ;i fairly even temperature, there 
is geiierall)- little difficulty in rearing. As 
much food .Is tbe\- can eat and pleiit\' of clean, 
fresh w.'iter at ;ill times ari.- necessities. .M;lsIics 
mixed in sonr |),-nls, auil must}- hard-boiled 
eggs, they are better without. .Ami fight the 
insects as vou wouUl th.e old gentleman him- 
self. 



ARE LATE HATCHED CHICKS PRO- 
FITABLE? 

In many sections bl the country the early 
s]ning days have been anything but favorable 
to the raising of chicks, and as a result the plan 
i>\ work m the jxHihry }ard must necessarily 
he altered for the remainder of the season to 
suit new circumstances. The poukrv raiser 
\vho has bcmi confronted ■with not a few unto- 
ward comlitions has yct time to retrieve his lost 
opportunities this 3'^r% Although chicks hatch- 
ed in the months of April and May have . tlie 
better chances to mature into fine, healthy 
fowls, yet those started later will, if given the 
pro])er attention, develoji with astonishing ra- 
pidity. 

Oftentimes it is desirable to hatch birds of 
the smaller breeds late in the spring. This is 
to accomplish what is often an important 
thing, i. e.,.to have the birds iv what tin; fancier 
is iileased to term "the pink of condition" fm- 
tlie winter shows. It is a generally known fact 
that a fowl is in its prime condition during a 
period of two to three weeks. This exact age 
varies with the different breeds and different 
iiulividnals, tiic time for the small breeds being 
about six months from date ot hatching, and, 
of course, it is more extendet! with the k'lrger 
bud-, .^o the reader can see that birds of the 
small \,n-ieties when hatched fliiring the. moiilh 
of jiiiu' (or even as 1,'ite us the first of the suc- 
ceeding muntbj will be in go<j(l condition for 
the winter shows. Some of the American 
breeds may be hatched late, also, with profitable 
results, ituriiTg the hitter part of the '-'■asoii. 

There are several distinct advantages to be 
gained by hatching chicks toward the last of 
the season. Hy this time the fertility of the 
eL:L;s from the \-ariuUs pens will be determined 
;uid ili^ pouhrsinan will have some definite 
;;'.'ide to b', . 'file fancier who does not hatch 
his chick- by artilici.'il nie;uis will liav'i no trou- 
Mr ill obtaining 1-irooily hens at Ibis time, while 
earlier in tlie .-cuson lhe\- ui.'U' not li.-ive bi'cn 
disposed to st't. If one is siu-ce-sful in hatching 
a few early chicks it is probable that b\' this 
lime something definite regarding the quality of 
thetn may bo told. Often the serious defects 
m;iy be detected in fowls when they are very 
\oung. If the poult i-\-iii:in is r:iising fow-ls for 
the laiicv be will m ed lo i;d-:e noiici- in' ,'iil these 
(le!;iib, Slu'h chii l-;s iis li:i\-e the most imperfect 
combs (.-ide sprig-- iM' other serious delect-.), 
llnoe that ,'ire ileforined ill ,'im- w;i\ , ;nid tho-i- 
thai .-ire low in \-italit',- ma\- be noteil, ami, if 
■'iccur.'ite reckU-ds are kept, m^ more eggs need 
be set from the pens from which these came. 
Tliere is one advantage for the beginner in 
h.'itching chicks late. The early part of the 
season may have been largely expci inieiit.il and 
b\ this tinu' he nia\' hav'e .'icipiired knowledge 
thai Will in.-ike him compct'-iit t.i hatcb and r.iise 
chick's in l,-irger mimbei---. d'ben the pi-ice (ji 
eL;L;s is nsualh' reduced and it is possible for 
the amateur with a limited cajiital to obtain a 
start of sonic of the best birds for very rcason- 
.'dilc in'iees. 

'file chicks hatched ;il this lime of the year 
should, as stated above, be given difTerent care 
from those hatched earlier. Tender green food 
should be abundantly .supplied them. By this 
time the grass will be loo tough for them to ('.it 
and il is well \r, have a bed of lettuce fioni 
which to feed them when Ihey are sni.'ill. 'flu' 
we.'itlier at this lime being miicli Wiirmer. it 
will be nccess,'n-\' to water them fre(piently. .\'o 
impure wider should be in the drinking x'cssCis, 
and .'IS a fnrlher i>recantioii they should be 
scalded with boiling water every few (hiys. book 
with .special, attention to the food supply. See 
that the birds get only the purest food. If any 
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soft food he given during warm weather it 
shotikl he licforc the fowls only a short time, as 
it quickly spoils. Of meat food is this particu- 
larly true. The lice and mites are busy at this 
season, and they should be met with stiff op- 
position. Keep the coops thoroughly clean, 
likewise the xards. Take a good sprayer and 
give the interior of the coops thorougji coals 
of whitewash, getting the liquid in all the crev- 
ices that iU'ford harboring pl.'ices for these pests, 
i'ut the lice-infested chicks in a shallow box, 
which has previously been painted with lice- 
killer, and over the box stretch burlap. Be care- 
ful not to let them remain there too long — a 
very short time will suffice to kill all the insects 
on them. During the hot days small chicks 
will be unable to stand the extreme heat and 
will recpiire shelter from the sun. Small bush- 
es mak"e good sh.'ide, but where there are none 
of these an improvised shtdter should be niiuie. 
'i'his t.'ikes but little time to coiislnict, ;ind is a 
necessity. 

As with all other things there is a limit lo 
the late hatched chick proposition. We have 
never considered it advisable to have them 
hatched after the first of Ju.ly at the very latest. 
If tlie\ .-ire biUclied too late they will not maturf 
bctore colli wciither ;nid will be stunted in llieir 
[growth. For the same reason it is not advis- 
iible to li;Ucli birds during the fall months in 
our Northern v^liites. Here cold weailier will 
come on ;U the time when they sliould be mak- 
ing the most rapid growth. 

F'or winter laying, late-halched chicks of 
the smaller breeds are all that is required. After 
they are hatched keep them growing and en- 
deavor to have them mature before cold weath- 
er. These fowls should be in prime condition 
during the winter months when prices of eggs 
are the highest. — Commerciar Poultry.

JOINT DISEASE OF FOALS 

(r^^-tj^ 1 1 E following from the pen of that 
J'ljlj, excellent authority .A-. S.- Alexander, 
^'i of the Wisconsin Experiment 

Station, appeared in the last issue of 
the Chicago li'rcedcrs*- Gazette : 

"When the foal is born and the 
mcnibraiic has been stripped from, its nose 
the navel cord (umbilicus) should have instant 
;iitentioii. It is better to allow the cord io 
rupture in the natural manner than lo ligale 
and cut it. By the natural - method 'we mean 
breaking by traction which happens when the 
mare rises if !>'ing drjwn at time of parturition, 
or by rupture when the foal slips to the 
ground, tile marc facing in the standing posi- 
tion. W hen ru])ture of the cord takes place in 
this way the blood vessels' walls arc drawn 
ajiart and the tissues retract in such a way as 
to prevent escape of blood and the entrance 
of filth and its accompanying germs. It 
should be remembered that the umbilicus 
(n.'ivel) is made up of both blood vessels and a 
lube leading' to the bhidder (nrachus) and one 
which originally connected with the intestines 
of the foal. 

It is necessary that ;dl these passages 
should close naturally else the blood vessels 
may conduct germs to the liver, bladder or 
circulation of the I'oal, or the urachus allow 
urine to escape by way of the navel, or the 
open iibdoininal passage allow omentum to 
descend ;nid cause an umblical hernia (ruj)- 
lurc). Cutting the mnbilicus by means of an 
eniiiscnh'itor would accomplish the work of 
closing the open Ncssels properly as happens 
when castiiitioii is performed by this inslrn- 
inent. \\ hen, however, the umbilicus is ligat- 
cd (tied) by means of a fine cord or string, 
the walls of the various tubes referred to are 
sinqjly shul. but not crushed or lacerated .so 
that their tissues retract. When the cord is 
rcmoN'cd the openings of the vesscds still are 
open, or m;iy he open, hence entrance of filth 
germs is iinide jiossible or likclv and either 
hernia or esc.-qie of mine induced. We tliere- 
t'ore strongly favor the i-uplure of the umbili- 
cus in ineference to ligation and would recom- 
mend rupture bv traction when found [los- 
sible. \\ ben it is found necessary to ligate 
the na\el cord, however, do it b}'' nieans of a 
cord thai li;is been soak'cd in ,-1 1,500 solution 
of corrosive snbliiiiiite or ;i slrong solution of 
co;d t;ir disinfectiiiil or cirbolic acid aiul as 
soon ,'is possible remo\'e the ligiilnre and 
sriueezc out the collected clot of blood. The 
ligature .should be tied within an inch of the 
body of the foal. If the cord is cut off too 
short there is most lik-elihood of escape of 
urine (persistent urachus) and if left too long 
there is most chaiict' of hernia. When the 
ligalnre has been remrncd the next step 
.should be to soak the slump of the navel in 
slrong, cauterizing disinfectiint. 

Ai"):u-t from ligation of the na\'el cord its 
disinfection is of most importance and it will 
be wholly u.seless or practically so to use any 
mild non-astrigent or caustic solution for the 
purpose. Failure is common where simple 
disinfecting solutions are applied. WV' advise 
the use of a solution made as follows: Dis- 
solve half an ounce of finely powdered corros- 
i\'e sublimate (bichloride of mercury) in a pint 
of boiling w-ater to which a dram of h3'dro- 
chlorie ;icid has been added lo assist in dis- 
solving the mercurial salt. When cold add to 
the solution two drams or so of solution of the 
^chloride of iron to give an amber color and at 
the same time perhaps increase the astrigent 



or styptic blood coagulating effect of the lo- 
tion. Label the bottle "poison" and set it out 
of the reach of children. Apply the lotion in- 
stantly iind freely to the severed umbilical 
cord and repeat the ap])lication twice daily un- 
til the cord shrivels up, drops off and no raw- 
spot can be seen. The latter hint is important 
as a sore or raw spot 1 v.. ..fining and neglected 
after the cord has dropped off may well be- 
come the entrance place of germs."

Then while it 
is just slightly damp comb it all ri\cr lo ihe 
side di'sired. liegiii now right up back of the 
ears. Have three strands of any suitable ma- 
terial, rafia, worsted, what not, and right on 
top iif the neck take up three strands of the 
m;me, .\'ow keep on braiding the material, 
say worsted, in an ordinary th?'ee strand 
pk-iil, tak-iiig up strands of the mane as you go. 
I'ick these str.-nids of llie mane up carehillv 
so as to gel in them hair from both sides of 
the neck. Let ihc plait slant downwards as 
you gel farther back along the neck. Have 
some narrow strips of thhi sheet lead or tea 
lead and braid these into your jdait, allowing 
the strips to hang down below the'' plait sev- 
eral inches. These should ' be braided into 
every second strand taken up from the mane. 
They will work loose and the hair will also, so 
that the mane should be rehraided about once 
;i week or oftcner if ncces.sary. It is a good 
deal of a trick lo train a mane in this way and 
requires an infinity of patience. — Breeders' 
Gazette. 

HUMUS (ORGANIC MATTER) IN SOILS 

Since the use of commercial fertilizers has 
been introduced, though they arc understood, 
by comparatively few farmers, their use and^ 
value as a money-making proposition has coma! 
before us farmers very forcibly ; at the same 
time, there has been some very careful attention 
given to the soil and to the effect that humus 
(organic matter) has ujion llie producing pow-, 
er of the soil when supplied with ammonia^; 
l)liosphoric acid and potash, and when appliecl| 
withinil these constituents of plant food. 

Scientisls wdio have given this subject care-, 
fill attention have made some important discov-i 
eries since the introduction of commercial fer- 
tilizer. .According lo Mr. Freer-Thonger, of- 
l-.nghuid. who lias spent much time in investiga-M 
lion, and who is an acknowledged :iutliority on 
this iniporbml (juestioii. it has been shown that! 
all vegetable matter which grows and is left oir 
the soil, or any vegetable matter which mav bei 
applied to the soil, is eventually transformed; 
into luinuis. Before these researches were madei 
it was commonly supposed that humus alone 
supplied plant food. Thus the fertility of the 
soil w;is estimated by the amount of humus it 
contained, 'fhere was some foundation for this 
ludiei, as ';oil rich in humus prf-)dnced a better- 
crop th.-iii soil of like milnrc which had no hti-. 
mus; but it was later discovered that organic: 
matter undergoing decomposition formed car-, 
bonic acid gas and nitric acid, both of which actt 
powerfully in rendering the mineral elements' 
of pl.t III fond jjrescnt in the soil in an insoluble! 
form, soluble, such as insoluble phosphorici 
iicid ;ind jiotash. 

Soils rich in liumus also have tlie property^ 
of retaining the soluble plant foods which havcj 
been rendered so by the iiction of the frost andj 
r.'nns, .'ilso preventing them from behig washedj 
,'iw;iy in the sub-soil: ami delivering these solii-! 
hie elements to tlic cro])s as they are requirerl.i 
Soils containing a good supply of hunins araj 
easily worked and are very easily warmed byJ 
the sun's rays, wdiich latter is very essential toj 
produce a good crop. Such soils are always) 
greatl\' benefiled by ihc ' application of phos-, 
plioric acid and potash, and, in fact, invcstmenti 
ill these j)l;uil foods .'ipplied to soils rich in hu-J 
HUH. li\- careful comparison, jiaid (hd per ccntl 
more than llie s;nne investment on soil which' 
was jxioi-' in humus. 

Besiiles c:n l)onic acid gas being produced in 
humus decaying in the soil, other vegetable 
acids are formed which combine with the pot-s, 
iish, magnesia and other substances to iorm, 
luimatcs ; all these processes are constantly tak-, 
ing place in soil rich in humus even when the 
farmer is not helping in cultivation; while in; 
soil destitute of huniiis these conditions do not 
fake place. Therefore, the reader will sec the, 
necessity of keeping the soil rich in humus, and. 
when commercial ferlilz/.ers arc purchased, ho 
will procure those which carry humus as well as. 
plant. foods (ammonia, phosphoric acid and pot-v 
ash) as commercial fertilizer carrying humusi 
does not cost any more per unit of plant food: 
when the potash is derived from tobacco dust, 
than where a, mineral (sulphate or muriate)^

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"^.rt'V'cii ITH the opening of the new mint at 
Ottawa recently, Canada is pos- 
wjt^^i'' jessed of a building and equip- 
c^^iJwy ment of great value and interest. 
^'W|]'rty That our own coins are now being 
made on our own territory, froni 
ituital minod in our own roclcs. is a nmtt'.T of 
justifiable satisfactioii. h; ;'ddilioii to ll'.i.s as- 
jiect of it tile n^'w iiiint ;il'forc;; a n'.iirkcl tc.r 
much of tlie iirccioiis j^old juid silver tr.iiicd in 
Canada, wliich has been licrctofoiv largely fold 
to foreign countries. A review of t!;c history 
of coinage in the Eritish Empire ai;d in Canada, 
and a description of the plant at Ottawa, ni;iy 
not be uninteresting at t'.ii-i stage. 

In addition t(.i the L'anadia!; i^rancli rif [he 
Royal Mint which has iwciilly hccii oj)e!i(;d at 
(Jttawa, lIuTc are tiinc dtlicr liraaches ol that 
institution in tiu' liriiish i'.mpirc, ail siHiaU'd in 
.•Vu.stralia. The oldest is the S_vdnoy branch, 
which was established in J 853. The Melbourne 
branch waj established in i860, 'i"d the Perth 
branch in 1897. 

There arc also two British inints in India, 
but the\' <'ire not liranclies of the Rftyal Mint, 
The\' arc under the cuiilrol of llie India office, 
'and are situaleti ai lloiiihay and I'aicuiia. vv- 
specti\ely. 

im])eriai standard coins may lie minted at 
;di llie i)rancli mints, as well as coins of the 
cuunir\' in whicii they are situated; hm imperial 
standard coins are not minted in th'e India 
Jiiints. 

The Canadian branch is the first at which 
llie coinage of silver and bronzi" ar.ci ilic manu- 
facture of coinage dies will l>e undertaken. At 
the other three l.)ranclu-> gold oidy is minted, 
the Royal Mint at London supjilying llie neces- 
sary coinage dies for that purjiose. All the sil- 
ver and bronze coins for -use in Aiistr;dia are 
also supplied by the London mitit and arc of 
the same denomination as those in use in Great 
Britain. 

It has been proposed that the gold which is 
produced in Canada shall eventually be coined 
into either British sovereigns or Canadian gold 
pieces, whichever may he needed. 

.Ail the metals used for coinage (With the 
exception of the tin used in bronze coins) can 
he obtained in Canada. The silver which ha.^ 
already been ])urchased by the mint was ob- 
tained from Trail, B. C, where an electrolytic 
refinery for silver has been established: There 
is not at i^rcsent in Canada an electrol\tic re- 
finery for the treatment of copper, and this 
metal is therefore shipped to the United States, 
wlrcre it is refined and then shipped back again 



to Canada. It is anticipated, however, that this 
arrangement will soon be altered, as there is 
a large and growing demand for copper in 
Canada ; but unless this metal is so treated that 
most of the impurities are removed, it is very 
difficult to manipulate. 

.All the metals used for coinage purposes 
will be of a purity of 999 parts per 1,000, or 
o\'er. 

The demand for silver and bronze coin for 
use in the Dominion shows a marked increase 
since the passing of the British North America 
Act. For the ten years connnencing I'Syo tiie 
average annual demaml was 284,000 dollars' 
worth. For the seven years commeiic'ng iqdo 
the average annual demand li;is been 50_',4jS 
dcollars' worth: while the amount coinrd in EnR- 
Ind for th<' abo\-c service in the single year 
igoo w;is no less than 850,460 dolhirs' worth. In 
s|)ite of tliis large increase, there is everv reason 
to believe that the demand for these coins vvill 
continue to grow. There is a very large .irnount 
oi United States silver coin in circulation 
ihroughoiit the Dominion, especially in the 
W est. Tlie manager of one of the leading Can- 
atli;i!i h.'iiiks has informed nie that when, hi 
100(1, the i;o\erniiient had allowed them a small 
coniniissi(.)n for collecting and deporting the 
foreign silver, no le^s than 12,000 dollais" worth 
was collected by this bank alone, in a single 
day. 

Now that the Canadian Mint has been es- 
tablished, it is to be hoped that all foreign sil- 
ver will be dejiorted, and replaced by Canadian 
silver coins. With the co-operation of the banks 
and the public generally, the mint will, alter 
])a\ing a.ll running exi)enses. be a source of 
considerable revenue for the Dominion. 

llow large tiie seigniorage (.ui silver r 'allv is 
may be readily seen when it is remembered tliat, 
with silver at its present market price, the face 
value of a silver coin is about 2 1-2 times its in- 
trinsic value. .A Canadian 50-cent piece con- 
tains nearly iGb grains of pure silver. One trov 
ounce, or 480 grains, of pure silver can be pur- 
chased for about 57 cents ; so that the 5r-ci nt 
piece- contains only about 19 cents' worth 
lit ]uire silver. The manufacture of bronze coins 
is e\ en more profitable ; the face value of a 
rent piece being about 4 1-2 times its intrinsic 
\alue. 

Before the passing of the British North Am- 
erica Act the various parts of the Dominion 
had their own local systems of subsidiary coin- 
age. ( )ld Canada (Quebec and Ontario) had 
pieces of 20 cents, 10 cents, 5 cents and one 
cent, which were first introduced in 1858, an 1 



coined at th\ Royal Mint in London. In i860,. 
New Brun-swick had its first local coinage. This 
was also coined at tlie Royal Alint, and consist- 
ed of lironze denominations as tlnjse of Old 
Canada. Nova .Scotia had its first local coin- 
age in 1861 ; but this consisted of bronze onI\', 
in the I'orm of cents and half-cents. In 1871, 
the lirst local coinage for Prince Edward Islaiul, 
consisting of cent pieces only, was executed by 
Messrs- Heaton & Sons, of Birmingham, Eng. 

By the Dominion Act of 187 1, the curren- 
cies of Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario and New 
Brunswick were assimilated, but it was not until 
1881 that the provisions of the act were extend- 
ed to Prince Edward Island and BridiJii Coium 
bia. 

The Ottawa mint is divided into six principal 
departments : 

T. The mint oflice, into which all bullion is 
received for coinage ])urposcs and trom v, liicli 
the finished coins are issued to the distributing 
centres. 

J. Till' nieltini;' house, in which the Inillion 
is mixed, melted .ind made into coinage bars. 

The coining department, where the fin- 
ished coins are made from the coinage bars, 
and tested, ready for issue. 

4. The assa\' de]iartnieiii , where the fineness 
and standard of the ingots, coinage bars and 
coins arc ascertained. 

5. Thc'die dcparlinciit. where all the coin- 
age dies are made. 

6. The mechanical department, where the 
power is generated, renewals made and repairs 
to the coinage machinery effected. 

The metals used for the present coinage are 
gold, silver, cojiiier. tin and zinc. 

The Imperial gold coins are conii~iosed of 
eleven-twelfths of ]mi\- gold, and one-twelfth of 
co|)per (known in the trade as 2 karat). 

The Canadian silver coins are composed of 
Ihirty-seventh-fortieths of pure silver and three- 
fortieths of copper (known in the trade as sterl- 
ing silver). The bronze cents are composed of 
i>5 per cent of cop[)er, 4 jier cent of tin and i 
per cent of zinc. 

.All the iiiacliiiiery thronghoul The mint is 
dri\-eii elc'ctrically. 'file ]io\\er enters the build- 
ing as an ;dteriiat inp; current at a pressure of 
2,ouo \'olts. It is then transformed by nie;ins 
of transformers and niDlor-geiierator, into a 
continuous current of 220 volts, and this is used 
to drive all the motors ^yhich operate the ma- 
chinery. 

The fuel used for melting and annealing is 
crude oil, wdiich is fcii to .the furnaces under 
pressure, and used in conjunction with an air 



or steam blast. This -"fuel is very -convenient' 
and efficient', and also very economical. A melt- 
ing furnace requires only about 20 cents' worth 
of this fuel per hour, and can be lighted up 

or extinguished in a second or two. 

'flic various jjroccsses through which the 
metals jjass is being transformed from the rough 
metal into the linislied coin are as follows: 

file ingots, as received from the refinery, 
are placed in the crucibles with the necessary 
amount of alloy, and charged into the melting 
furnaces. Starting with gcdd furnaces, the first 
charge is melted in about i>o minutes, but only 
about 50 minutes are recpiircd to melt each of 
the subsequent charges. 

When the metal is melted, the crucibles are 
lifted from the furnaces, and the metal is poured 
into cast-iron mouhls, thus forming coinage 
bars. 

fhese bars are about two feet long, two 
inches wide and half an inch thick. Jn the case 
of gold and silver, assay pieces are taken from 
the first and last bar from each crucible, and 
forwarded to the assay department, where they 
are tested. 'I he bars are not passed into work 
until ;i satisf;ictory report has been received 
from that deparimenl, si;iting that they are (jf 
the Correct .standard. .All bars which are found 
to be above or below the legal standard fineness 
arc re-melted. 

'fhe good bars then pass to the rolling mills, 
where they are rolled into long, thin strips 
(technically known as fillets). These fillets are, 
when finished, about seven or eight feet long, 
and of the same thickness as the coins which 
will be ])roduced from them. During the pro- 
cess of rolling, the enormous pressure to which 
the}- arc subjected renders them hard and brit- 
tle. I'd overcome this brittlcncss, they arc 
passed through the fillet annealing furnace, 
which softens them again. The fillets are pass- 
ed about ten times through the breaking-down 
mill, and are then annealed. They are then 
passed about nine limes through the thinning 
mill, ruid about six times through the finishing 
mill. In the case of silver and bronze, this treat- 
niQiit is sufficiently accurate, the finishing mill 
tK'iii}.^ adjustable to the one-five-thousandth of 
an inch. In the case of gold, however, it is 
necessary to be even more accurate than this, 
and gold fillets are therefore passed on to a 
machine called a draw-bench. The fillets ^rc 
here drawn between two hard, fixed steel cylin- 
ders, which can be adjusted to one-ten-lhous- 
andtli of an inch. 

(jold being very dense detal, a .slight differ- 
ence in the thickness of the fillets would make a 



considerable difference in the weight of "the re- 
sulting blanks. Gold being also a very precious 
me;tal, it is desirable that the coins shall be as 
near the legal standard weight as possible. In 
the case of a British sovereign, the legal stan- 
dard weight is 123,274 grains, and the working 
margin allowed is two-tenths of a grain. If this 
margin be exceeded by even sn little as -thiS orie- 
Inmdredth part of a grain, the coins are re|.e<;t- 
ed, and re-melted. The hundredth of a grain is 
abo'.-.t the weight of a ciuarter of a postage 
stamp. ' 

file fillets are next transferred to the cutting 
machines, where the ijlanks are punched from 
Ihein. Each cutting press cuts out two blanks 
at each stroke, and can produce 300 blanks per 
minute, 'fhe skeletons oi the fillets which are 
left after this process (technically known as 
"scissel") are made up into bundles and re- 
melted. 

The blanks arc then, taken to the marking 
machine, • where a protecting edge is raised 
around each coin, and keeps it from being rap- 
idlv worn awa\- when in circulation. The ma- 
chine can mark (lOO blanks per minute. 

'fhe marked coins are then softened by pass- 
in;:; them through a blank annealing furnace; 
cleaned or blanched, washed and dried. 

They are then ready to receive the impres- 
sion which will be given to them by the coin- 
age dies. 

'fhere are (hrec coining presses, each capa- 
ble of striking 100 coins per minute. The 
blanks arc fed automatically to the dies, and, 
with one blow, the head, the tail and the milling 
are all impressed on the blank. 

'fhe coins are then tested by weighing and 
examined for possible discoloration and for 
other defects. All the defective ones arc de- 
faced and re-melted. .All the gold coins, and 
the larger silver coins, arc weighed separately 
on the automatic weighing machines. Each of 
these machines will weiglj|^ 20 coins per minute, 
and each is sensitive to the one-hundredth of a 
grain. The coins are separated, automatically, 
into three compartments, one for those of cor-^ 
rect weight, a second for those that arc too' 
light, and a third for those that arc loo heavy, 
'fhe good coins which have passed this test arc 
then rung on an iron block to find if they have 
the correct ring. They are then ready to be 
issued. 

The coins passed for issue arc counted into 
bags by an aiitomatic telling niachinc, which:; 
delivers into each bag an exact number of coins. 
The numbers to be so counted can be varied as 
rcquire(\. •

BROOK FISHING FOR TROUT 

'fliree llies to ;i c;i-t are too many; they ;iri' 
li.ard to handle, m.ike too niueh fiiss in the wa- 
ter, and are ;ipt to foul your cast. 'I'wo flies 
arc far better in every ^vay and many crafty 
old fishermen use but one, especially hi the 
summer when fine fishing is at a premium. 

Generallv speakint; it is belter to fish down 
stream in rifts or rapids and up stream when 
fishing pools. We will take the |)ools first. 
Here are iie;irly alw:i\-; fimiid the l;ir.L;est fish 
and also the wise-i. .\pproacli the pool, it 
|iossil)le from below :ind begin ea-^iini.; with 
as Ion;;- a line as ymi can handle \vith petiect 
Control. Do not o\-ercast your water: it is 
the commonest and worst of faults. Begin 
just where the li|) of the pool starts to break 
into the rapids below .and L;ra(ln,ally .advance 
until \oii lia\'e scarehel tlu' |)ool trom side to 
side and up stream to about the middle of tlu' 
pool. If yon hook :i fish lead him ,as (piickly 
;iiid (|iiietl\' as pussihle down stream, where 
\on c;ni finish him ;it \onr leisure and without 
creating a commoiinn in the pool, 'front al- 
ways lie with then heads up stream and can 
he most casil\- ,i])pi-i laclied and securely hook- 
ril in this \\;iy. If imsnccessful get out of the 
sii'e:iin. w;ilk aidiiihl the pool In its head, droj) 
voiir flies wdien- the water pours in and le^ 
them drift do\\ii and swIiil; ai'onnd into the 
hack eddies. Slmnld the rcMilt -.till be a blaiik 
and von have i^^ood reason to believe there are 
fish in the jiool and that it has not recently 
been disturbed, get back out of sight, sit 
down for a rest or a smoke, change your flies, 
and after ;i few minutes try it again. Your 
flies should at all times :-trike the water a.s

Fear it has no knowledge of; tricks it has 
never been known to practice, and if there is 
any attractive dainty in camp suiting its taste 
it flies straight down, quietly takes possses- 
sion .and industriously gratifies its appetite 
just without Ihe reach, of the iiiccnsctl owner's 
fist. .A loafer and a thief, some say, hence 
perliaps the "whisky jolin" and "camp robber" 
in the vulgar tongue. Classically it is known 
as Perisoreus canadensis. 

Fresh meat is its obsession. Before the-

T. A. linrrow 
c an inlcicsling 
speech on the neccs- 
sitj' of the Hudson 
l^.aV railway bcinfj constructed by 
tlic Dominion government, and 
dealing- with the character of the 
country through which it will 
liass. .Mr. lhn"rows held the at- 
tention of the I lonsc while he des- 
cribed the agricultural possibili- 
ties, the mineral prospects, and 
the great pulp industry awaiting 
development in this countrx-, 
which- will shortly form jiart of 
the province of Manitoba. In ilic 
course of his sj-iccch Mr. Ilurrows 
said: "liver since Manitoba en- 
tered the confederation, indeed, 
ever since there was a settlement 
in any portion of that western 
country, there has been an agita- 
tion for the construction of a 
railway to 1 1 udstni 
ahl\- tliis originated from tlic fact 
that the first settlers in th 
l\i\-ei- setllei-nciU went into that 
country via Iludson bay, and 
therefore looked on the Hudson 
bay route as the natural trade 
route of the country, ami looked 
forward to the time when they 
\\-cjuld not have to s])end a inonlli 
oi" six weeks im the journey to 
h'ort Chtirchill, ]iortaging around 
ra])ids, but would have railway 
connection with that seaport. Any 
person who looks at the map and 
observes the position of Hudson 
ba)'- will easily recognize what 
an important factor it may yet 
beconie in the trade of the west- 
ern country. It is an inland sea 
1,000 miles hjiig and (Sob miles wide, and its 
])rincipal port, h'ort Churchill, is .so situated 
that it is farther from Montreal and other 
eastern ports than it is from the Pacific ocean. 
vSo that if yon can once establish i)ropcr navi- 
gation to 'h'orl •C'lnireltill you will have an ocean, 
])ot't iti the cenlte ■ of 'Ihe eojinrty fmo miles 
from the prairie, am! bringing the jjrairic coun- 
try closer to the seaboard than some |iaris of 
the province of Ontario. If you draw a line 
due north from St. I'aul or St. Ivouis, it will 
pass 250 miles east of I'Virt Churchill. What 
the White sea is to fvussia, what the lialtic is 
to f)crn-iany and S\N-erlen, what the tritlf ot .'st. 
Lawrence is to eastern Canada, the Iludson 
l)a\- is boitnd to became to .\ranitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and .Alberta, in 1S80 the first cliar- 
ters were granted to two companies giving 
them. power to build railways to Hudson bay. 
They_ vied with each other to get the land 
j^rant. Three years afterwards an act of par- 
liament was passe<l amalgamating the two 
companies, ai-id from tliat time on the proi-iio- 
tersofthe Winnipeg ;ind lliidson Ray Railway 
com])an}- endcavoreil t'l |-;iisc in<-)ney by var- 
ious means. 

"Thcv went In ihi' l^cal gnvcrnnicnl .-nul 
gill as.-^isl ance from time to tune, 'l hey fiisl 
tried to float their bonds in the markets of 
the world, but in those days it was impossible 
to raise money to build a railway to the bay. 
By and by. in addition to the land grant the 
Dominion government gave them a further 
subvention of $So,ono a year for twenty yeais, 
but even (hen they were imt able \>> raise snl- 
ficient money to Imild tlie mad. It \v.-is not 
imtil IiSqC). when .Mackenzie ^K: Mann and com- 
pany obtained the charter, that any work was 
done in the construction of this railway. It 
will be seen that the parliament of Canada, 
from 1880 on, under the direction of both gov- 
ernments, has from time to time recognized the 
imiiortance of a railwav lo lluilson hay. It 
has done this b\- x ririoiis enact nients, by gix - 
ii-|g them a charter to btiild and a land grant, 
in 1SS4 an .-id was pass(-d authorizing the 
granting a land subsidy of ('.400 acres per mile 
for the mileage inside the prr)vincc. anil 12,800 
acres per niik- for the mileage outside the pro- 
\-ince. In iS</) construction began, riinl a year 
and a half ago nitiet\- miles were hnili to tlie 
fas. .X \-ear ;igo the eon-ip.-niy finished the l;isl 
link connecting- the --ontherri prairie couuti-}- 
\\ilh the Sasl<atcbe\van riser; so that today we 
haxe a railuav built as far as the Saskatche- 
wan and the ]-)ro]iosition now is to build a link 
which will connect the Pas with the Hudson 
bay. 

"When the charter was first granted giving 
power to build this railway, we did not know 
much of that nortlierti cnuntry, but during the 
last twenty-five \-ears a great many surveying 
]-)arlies were sent out. The go\-crnmcnt sent 
out members of the geological snr\ey .and 
others, and we have learned from them a great 
deal of information. W'c have found that in- 
.stcad of that country being ftdl of rocks and 
sWanips and not fit for settlement there is 
along' the projected line of this road a great 
deal of territory valuable for agriculture. Com- 
mencing at tilt I'as there is for 150 niile^ a 
cottntry cr)ntaining- a \-ery large anmunl of 
]nt!]) w-oi-)(l. Mr. ThibeTi-qd(,'an, who made a 
survey for the govcrmnent last year, reports 
that pulp wood can be obtained along that 
route for the first distance of 140 miles. After 
that the reports of many men who have ex- 
pl6rc<i that .territory, indicate that there is in 
it a larg'e area of agricultural land, Mr. Tyr- 




rell rcpprls an area of country there of 10,000 
square miles as good as the ordinary land in 
.Manitoba. North of that the country is not 
so good. Within 100 miles of the bay the re- 
ports indicate that the lanil is not very fit for 
settlement, but it seems to inc that a cotii-itry 
having in.ooo sf|naro niiles^ycif good l;ind is a 
coin-itry through ^vllieh wc ought to have a 
railway. When you consider that in .Maid- 
toba. wdiere we have a very large wheat yield, 
there were not more than 5,000,000 acres under 
crop last year, you can see what possibilities 
there are along this line of railroad, which 
will sitrely i.-ipei-i up 6.000.000 acres to agricul- 
titro. There are besides natitral resources, 
such as mineral wealth, which are very prom- 
ising. Mr. Tvrell and oilier geokjgisls say 
that the formation is very similar to that t^f 
the western part of Ontario, where we have 
discovered much valuable mineral. The rail- 
way will run along the Nel.son river a dis- 
tance of 50 to 75 miles, and the Nelson is one 
of the greatest rivers in point of \'ohnne (-'f 
water we ha\ e in the whole continent. Jt is 
.|oo miles long .-md drains a \-er\- large area. 
In these 400 miles there are ^nn miles between 
the upper to the lower rapids, and betw-een 
tlie--e there is a fall of 850 feet, i^o that the 
w,-tter power which may be generated is tre- 
mendous, and if it should become expedient 
to rm-i the road by eleeti-ieil_\-, the \v;iter f)ower 
is ihere at h.-ind. Cluii-eliill harbor is reporieil 
to he one of the best m .Xnieriea. There are 
therefore sevei-al grounds on which the eou- 
struction of ibis road ca'n be justified. ,, In the 
first place it will be a colonization road. In 
the second place, it will be the final liidc con- 
necting the prairies with Iludson baj' ; and 
in the third ]dace, it will open up a route to 
connect the weslei-n |)rairit> with the tnarkets 
of I'.nrope. ."-^ouie objection l;;is luen taken to 
the .L;r,-nits foi- building the portions of the line 
alre.idy eouipleted. .\'o douhl the giants seem 
to be l;irge. In addition to the land g|-;int, this 
railway draws a subsidy of S.S(),o()() a ye;tr for 
twenty yeans. Hut when we look at wdiat has 
been accomi)lished by its construction, we will 
sec that the e.\pemlitnre li;is been well repaid. 
The whole country through \shich this rail\\a\- 
|-uns w.-is not settleil and would ni-vcu' h,-i\c 
been seilled had it not been for that line. That 
line lias opened ni) an imporlani fishing in- 
iliistry at l.ake W'innipcgosis ami \ery large 
lumber industries in the northern jjarl of the 
province, that although it has cost a great 
deal in money and land, it has developed that 
northern country in a marvelous manner. 

"There is a very large area around Hudson 
bay which we know contains nattiral resources, 
which it would be \er}- important to de\-clop, 
and the development of which c;in onlv lie 
accomplished by me;ins of a railway to that 
\);\v. Then ;it present the Canadi.-in govern- 
ment is (Undertaking 'to ,-id minister that conn- 
tr)-. it has established inounterl police stations 
around the bay. But if this government wants 
to communicate V'ith these police station;, that 
will take a long time at present. The building 
of a railway, bowe\ei-. would facilitate the ad- 
ininistr.'ition of that whoK' locality by the go\-- 
erinncnt. Then -ulien the r.-nlway is built to 
the l)a\-, stores will be established at various 
points from where pros|)ectors can gel their 
supplies. It will be easy for prospectors to 
get to the bay, and they will then use Fort 
Churchill as the point from which to start their- 
exploring work. In two or three years after 
that railway is built to Hudson bay, you will 
sec great developjucnt i^ the Unc of 'minerals, 



for we have as good reason to anticipate great 
mineral development in that country as we 
bad to expect mineral development at Cobalt 
six years ago or in the \'ukon fifteen years 
ago. The rejiorts of Dr. Bell, Professor Tyr- 
rell and other geologists indicate that there is 
gold, silver, lead, iron, 'copper '' 

Mr. Lalor — "Any timber?" 

Mr.' Pnirrows — "Lots of timber can lie 
found around the shores of the bay. \\'ith re- 
gard to the land through which this road would 
pass, I would like to read an'extract from the 
report of the men who explored that country. 
.Mr. Mclnnes, a member of the geological sur- 
vey, was sent out to make an ex]-)loraljOry tri]) 
from the Pas lo Iludsoi-i bay, and he gives 
this as bis ojiinion regarding the country in 
his e\-idence before the committee of the sen- 
ate a year ago : 

"The witness pa.ssed through this country, 
went by the Burnwood river and came back 
by part of the Gras.sy river, and made a num- 
ber of excursions iidand between these two 
lixers. .-Vfler leaving .Split lake, ascending the 
i-iver, this clay-co\'ered countrv shows abso- 
lutely no Ixnilders and no gi-a\-el. I'A'en the 
shores oi tlie lakes, luUil you reach ;i heiL,dil of 
about 800 feet, show no gi;i\-el bai-s at .-ill. 

"There is absolutely nothing to interfiTc 
with the cultivation of the .soil there. It is a 
ccnmtry that has been burnt over. Witness 
assumed th;it the Burntwood ri\-er giit its. 
n;une tli,-it way. It has been suliject to rei)eal- 
ed lnn"iis. .\t ihe iiresent time it is co\-ered 
hi; ;i \ ei-y open lori'si. Crasses gi-ow very Inx- 
uriantly. There are two hiiecies of this, blue 
joir.t gr;iss ami ;i wild r\c. th,-it are the pi-e- 
vailing grasses, lie understot)d, though he is 
not familiar with th.cse grasses him-self, from 
Professor M.ncoun, that these are very excel- 
lent mcatlow grasses and make excellent 
fodder. 

"Mr. Mclmies left .\orw;iy Ibnisc in ^lic 
secf)nd week of Jmie ,-iinl made the l ircuit and 
canic out out at the l';is on Sepiendu'r (1. so 
, Jul}- and .\ugust he was ihere. 
^s i'rowing Iroin t-itjlitei-n inches to 
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iimpuletl the area of this I'oini- 
i.oDO sipi;ire miles, iie dries not 
that all <if that ten thou.'-anil 
siinare miles is good land. Inn the basin char- 
acterized by this deposit (if clay has an area 
of about ton thousand square n-iilcs.' 

"Referring to what is grown in the coimlry, 
he says : 

"Upon the Nelson river wheat has been 
grown successfully at Norway House, and also 
at Cross lake. Of course, he could .see that 
thc\- grow no grain at any of their pcists now- 
,-nlavs. In the old da_\s they grew it and 
g|-(Ut!id it in hai-id mills. Witness saw pota- 
toes thai were gi-own about fifty i-niles north 
of the Pas. There were (juitc showy potatoes, 
great large fello>vs like those you see exhibit- 
ed in fairs. 

" 'There are no .settlers in the Nelson dis- 
trict. The Indians, Ifowcvcr, grow potatoes 
at several points, even in the northern part .of 
it, ;is far inirlh as Nelson House, aijout lati- 
tude 55. 'C>n Jul}' 11, when the \vitness ar- 
rived at Nelson Mouse, the Indian ijotiitocs 
had vines about eleven inches high, and were 
almost ready to flower. When he got out on 
September 6 to the Saskatchewan, at the Hud- 
son's Bay post there, at the Pas, Indian corn 
was very .well heac}ed out, with very lar^e fine 
cars quite ready for table use, and there was- 



no frost until September 29. He knew that be- 
cause he stayed there until then. 

" 'With eighteen hours of the daylight, and 
no frost in the summer, vegetation is rapid. 
In a country wdierc you can ripen Indian corn 
ybu can 'grow practically anything. 

'Air. Tyrell passed through that country 
some years ago, and this is the evidence he 
ga\e to the senate committee: 

"North of Lake Winnipeg there is another 
n-iagnificcnt area of from five to ten thousand 
square miles of as fine country as there is in 
Manitoba fir anywhere 'else. 

"That is on the proposetl line of the Hud- 
son bay railway. When the witness came out 
of there a number of N-ears ago, after spending 
a summer there, and .-^aid there was- a ricli 
agricultural country north of 'Lake Winnipeg, 
the Hudson Bay men and the people in the 
.southern country pooli-poohed the idea. They 
said they had been up at the head of the lake 
and knew there was not a fool of good land 
there. Put there is a magnificent stretch of 
country there, and it extends westward along 
tlie Churchill. These lands north of Lake 
\\'innipcg arc clay lainls. an i-xtension of the 
same basin as the .M;initoba cla\ <. 

"The hon. member for .Souris, Mr. Schaff- 
ncr, this afternoon spent a good deal of time 
in .setting forth the facts concerning the navig- 
ability of Htidson straits. 1 think the hon. 
member is lo be cnminended for the diligence 
he has shown in hunting up the history of this 
northern countr\- and the w-aters thereof. I 
ilo not see how anyhodv cm assiiine that 1 Ind- 
son bay is not igal ile, \s hen vou t;ik-(,- into 
consideration tin- fact that it h.-is been na\ ig,-il- 
ed since iCuo. Sinei i.,.in, ■ce.■^sel.•^ ha\e gone 
in and (Jut of the bay once every year except 
two years. The Hudson's Bay company keep 
regular ves.^els on the route. h'or the l.-ist 
sixty or se\eiii\- yeai-- wh.-ilei's fii'in the At- 
lantic co;i.-.l h,i\e been m.'iking perioiiical lrip> 
in i)ur.--uii of their calling. W e ha\ e the I'c- 
cord of irip-, niaile into 'he b;i\- 1)\- .all k]n(l.-^ 
^sels. In the sci'v ice of the linilson's 
impany 750 vessels, ranging Irom jo-gun 
lo lo-ton i)innaccs, lia\-e crossed the 
md i)assed through the straits and sail- 
1 I iidsoii bay and onl \' I w 1 1 of them \\-ere

Hudson bay, fought an engagement with Eng- 
lish battlcsbiiis and got out quite safe again. 
I'rom time to time, during the wars between 
iM-ance and I'.ngland, it was necessary for the 
Hudson's Hay company when their ships sail- 
ed into flndson I'.ay to have .1 con\-oy, and it 
\\-as (piite a common thing for a I'.ritish war- 
ship to go with a trading \essel into and out 
of Iludson bay. If it was jjossiblc lo carry on 
this navigation with the vessels of a couple 
of hundred years ago, when they did not have 
the advantages of iia\-igation of today, when 
they had no steam vessels ;ind none of the aids 
to navigation siich as lighthouses, the route 
must have been a pretty e;isy one to navigate, 
or we should lia\e he;ii-d of more disasters. 
< )ur own governnu-nl b;is sent in se\-eral ])ar- 
ties lo make investigations. Or. Robert Bell 
travelled in and out from 18S0 to 1897, making; 
nine complete tri[)s. He gives this as His'ex-' 
pcrience : 

"The b.'iy is open all the year round, and 
there docs not seem to be much cvidpncc that 



tlic strait is closed in any season 
The great width and depth of th 
straits, with the tides, probabl; 
keep it open. Pic thought it na«- 
vigable for four months each year, 
oi- from the middle of June to the 
end of October. 

"And Commander Low says: 
Really prepared steamers could 
navigate Iludson ]'>ay and Jiud- 
son straits longer than the (ler- 
iocl be had mentioned ; you coubl 
navigate the straits all winter if 
vou had a properly prepared ves- 
sel, but it would be a long voy- 
age Mtogethcr, the wit- 
ness considered the Hud.son bay 
route, when it was clear, as even 
a clearer one than via the St. 

iw-rence. There is at least two 
months when there is no trouble 
from the ice at all, and when you 
do meet loose ice in the summer 
time there would be no trouble. 
There would have to be several 
lights established. There would 
have to be lights at Nottingham 
island and probably at Cape 
Diggs. Charlatan island would 

, probably have to be lit at both 

\ ends, because it is practically in 
the middle of the channel and then there would 
would have to be lights at Cape Chigney and 
on Resolution island. Lights would also have 
to be placed at the month of Churchill harbor. 

"I think we have ample evidence to show 
that the na^-igability of this strait is sufficient 
to warrant the government coming to the con- 
clusion that, for a certain period of the year, 
this route will afford a means of transporta- 
tion of the greatest benefit to the western 
country. In addition to the benefit to be 
derived from the improved transportation fa- 
cilities afforded by the construction of this 
road, it will mean the development of a portion 
of our northern country which we never could 
have developed without a railway. Immigra- 
tion to the west during the last il years has 
given us our prosperity in that country. Ac- 
cording to the returns, nearly 1,200,000 people 
have been brought in by the immigration de- 
jiartment during that period. The impetus to 
trade given by the influx of that number of 
people, and the amount of money spent in 
raiKvay construction has produced our good 
limes in the west. To stop immigration would 
be to decrease the \-(3lume of our business, and 
the only way to keep u\i the slrcain of immi- 
gration is to develop the northern couiitry, 
where wc have land on wdiich to put our set- 
tlers. L'litil the present go\-criiment undertook 
to hnild the C.raml Tnmk- Pacific, no deter- ■ 
mined effort bad been made to flc\-eloi) our 
northern country. At the lime they launchefl 
their scheme many jieeiple ohjccted on the 
ground that the countr}- ihrough which the 
road was to be built was not fit for settlement. 
iCven today, in talking to a friend who is a 
mcndier of this hou.se, he expressed the opin- 
ion that it was a great mistake to build north 
of the height of land in t)ntari(T and Quebec, 
because the country was not fit for settlement, 
and it was said that the Crand Trunk- Pacific 
■i\ould be a gre;it niistak-e. I think the niajor- 
it\- of the peo]de of C.-mada h;ive onl)- one 
<ipinioii on that subject ; that is thai u-e have a 
great big c(ntntry to develop and wc never can 
(leveloi) il unless wc gel railway construction 

10 the most remote parts. 

"With regard to the method of con.struc- 
tiim, I beliexo the road sbouhl be built and 
owncfl by the go\ eminent, and inasmuch as 
there is in eastern Camula con>idcraldc objec- 
tion to voting snfficienl money to build a road 
of that kind at the present time, I believe that 

11 will have to be constructed bV obtaining 
money by the sale of lands in the wdst: The 
people of the west are a unit in regard to the 
construction of this road, and I do not think 
am- objection will be raised to the, government 
of Canada usirig the proceeds of flie sale of 
l;iiid to create a fund for the building of this 
rail\\-av. The expenditure on the road itself 
will not be very large but the incidental ex- 
penditures for the building of docks at Fort 
Churchill, for terminals, for lighting thc straiis 
and probably giving a subsidy to a steamship 
line, will be considerable, in addition to the ' 
actual cost of construction of the railway. The " 
road will be an easy one to build and when 
built to operate. 

"There is a gentle down-grade from the 
Pas to Hudson bay and a fall in 450 miles of 
about 1,000 feci-. It will be down grade in the 
wa}^ the traffic will go so that trains loaded 
with grain will be going-down hill on their ' 
way 'to the harbor. I think it is very import- ' 
ant that this road should be built at once., 
.'\ny one familiarr!'^tii|^hc;*wcstcra cpuntry)j 
knows that two y^ars ago' wc had a very l^rgel 
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Crop of wlicat, about 200,000,000 busHels of 
sraiii; and before the commenconlent of the 
snow blockade to which the railway^ attribut- 
.ed all their difficulties, there- was a complete 
,tie-up of- the.- railway systems;, a complete 
grain blockade. At' that time we had in that 
.country some 800,000 people. If 800,000 people 
can grow cnongh grain to blockade two coni- 
])letc railway .systems, what will occur when 
the population increases in that country as it 
is bound to increase? 

"Today in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
C/Vlberta, wc have about 1,000,000 people, and 
I do not think f am over-sanguine wlien I 
express the belief that within the next four 
years that population will be doubled. In 1901 
the ])0[)ulalion was a little over 400,000. in 
'.I0o6 it was over 800,000, and, judging from 
the way immigration is going in there, it is 
safe to say thai in four years we will have 
S.ooo.ooo ]-)eople west of the Great Lakes. 
[When that time comes, probably wc will have 
another railwa\-, die t.raud Trunk I'aeilic ; 
but by the time the (".rand Trunk I'acific is 
built we will find that the trade lias so iii- 
creaseil that it will tax the powers of the three 
great railway systems to haul off the grain. 

"The roail should luidoubtedly be built at 
bncc. If the government were t0» undertake 
the construction of this road at once, it would 
ibc four years before they could expect to have 
it built ti) the bay, and it will be urgently 
needed before tli;u time. If the government 
were to luiild the mail the\' could easil\- en- 
trust Its consiruction to the present Transeon- 
lincntai Railway conmiission ; tliey have the 
machinery at hand for looking after work of 
that kind anj| could superintend the building 
nf the Ihul.sim Ray railway without very much 
extra general expense. If this I'oad is luiilt it 
Avill facilitate the npeiiiiig of the country; tliat 
countrv has tn be sur\cyeil and tlii^ will ic- 
rpiire sonic time, and the building ol the mad 
Aviil facilitate the surveying, exploration and 
development of the country. 1 do not tliink 
the governnicnt could get any railway com- 
pany 1o< undertake the eon.'itruction of that 
road untess they gave a l)onus ecinal to the 
ci>st nf building it. 1 (Id not think the people 
of C'anad.a would l;i\'iir givin.g any bt")nus of 
llial Icind. The day of large bonuses or land 
grants is jiasl, and it is the fixed policy of this 
govennucnt not to give a land grant to anj' 
railway. I am therefore strongly of opinion 
that the government .should at once address it- 
self to the question of finding some means by 
^vhich tiiis railway could be built, and i am 
in favor of the policy which was enunciated 
])y the hoii. member for Brandon (Mr. Siflon) 
that is to set ajiart certain lands in the norlh- 
A\cst, two sections or so in each township, 
]ireserve them until they become of sufficient 
value, and then sell them just as the school 
lands are sold at the present time to create a 
fund I0 ])ay the cost of cimstruetion of this 
road. Tlio gii\'eniment could borrow money 
aiK-l by the time the bonds fall due the proceeds 
of the sales of these lands could be ap])lic(l to 
])a3'ing off the bonds. Jf you sold tlie lands 
today yoa would not get nearly what they 
Avill be wortli in a few years. Objection has 
been raisefl to that scheme on the ground that 
preserving land is a detriment to settlement. 
Jlowever, the amount reserved, t wo sections in 
each township, would not be sufficient to af- 
fect the people in the district. You do not 
find that the ]ireseiil school reserves affect tin; 
jj.eople. Muwever, whatever scheme is devised, 
whether the rn:u\ is financed by means of a 
land grant, or by charging a fee of .$3 for re- 
demption, it is a (luestion of polic}' which the 
go\ernmcnt has to decifle upon, and so far as 
J am concerned the building of ihc road is s-^i 
urgent th;it 1 feel it should be constructed and 
constructed ;\l once. 

■'The public leeling in regard to the con- 
stnutinn of thj.s railway has been so strong 
in the west that if tiic provinces of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan liad owned land of their 
own the\' would not lia\e hesitated to have 
given ii fowar(!s the construction of this rail- 
Avay. 1 have 110 hesitation in sa}-ing that if 
.Manitoba bad owiie'l laud foi- the l.-i:^ t\vciit\-

riiad \\-oiiI(| lia\-.' Ivcu luiili long .ag'i. The 
little province of .Manitoba did not have the 
resources to devote to a project of this kind. 
^Ve have been cuining year after year to Ot- 
tawa aslcing the l)omiinon goxcrnment Id 
undertake it- c >ii-i laict i. mi . .\s mumi a-, this 
road is built 1 cxpccl tlicrc will be con^idei- 
alile invc-l mciii in the way of manufacturing 
along till- Hudson l.,iy ronle. The water- 
powcrs along the .\eNon .•md Churchill ri\ers 
will bccomd develojieil. There is a ixis.sihiht v 
of a great pnlj) industry lieing cstabli.shcil 
along the .N'clson and Cjuireiiill rivers.

snow?" said the flippant 
I'rench statesnum, when he 
found that through him Can- 
ada was lost to France; and 
our country has .suffereii ever 
since from this libellous jibe. 

It was commonly said that no part of Can- 
ada was fit for ;igriculture except the extreme 
south of the Ontario peninsula. 

it was a surprise when the Ott;i\va valley 
was found suitabic for settlement. The Red 
ri\ er region was looked upon as Arctic. It is 
not thirty years since wheat was considered a 
doubtful crop in what is now the banner grain 
field of America. And all of this misconcep- 
tion was the result of a few malicious, but far- 
reaching jeers. 

I low are \\e to get at the truth about our 
nnrthwest ? llow- are we tn make sure tli.at 
we are leading none into disaster by unduly 
lauding a new region, and yet avoid the other 
extreme of ignoring a veritable land of para- 
disc. 

There are three soiu-ees of light- — the na- 
tural growth of the country, the scientific 
stud\' of its climate and soil, and the results of 
actual e.\i)eriment. 

The natural growth is nature's experimen- 
tal farm. .My notes made while travelling 
through the northern part of the Peace river 
region show that even near Great Slave lake, 
white poplar, balsam poplar, white siiruce, 
black spruce, jackpine and canoe birch grow 
to jierfeetion, are here indeed, great forest 
trees attording the finest timber and a coin- 
mcrchal asset of the highest importance. 
Rich in Grasses 
Cirasses nf many kinds .are sn rich and rank 
on the |irairies of the liuffalo river that one 
may cut hay anywhere with a horse mower. 
The characteristic flowers are the same as 
those of Central Manitoba; the anemone or 
spring crocus is particularly abundant. 

I'",arly in Jul\' of the year 1907, while in the 
.'-^alt ri\-er country-, 1 rude thrtrngli Inindreds of 
sqtiare miles of undul.ating country which \vas 
sparsely cn\-ered with pniihir from ,a foot to 
two feet thick-, under which the ground was 
overgrown with pea\ine two or three feet 
high; the soil was clay loam, the land dry and 
there were brooks every mile or two; in otlier 
words, the nu)st beautiful cattle range pos- 
sible tn conceive and evidently suitabic eciual- 
I3' for agriculture.

What the Map Shows 
The map sh.ows these better 
than aiiy description, and wc 
shoidd remember that where bal- 
sam po])lar grows we can grow po- 
tatoes, where white poplar gmws 
we can grow barle}-. and wlieri- 
jackpine grows we can grow wheat.

is the snutli jiart, 500 miles ;iway. 

Sttmmer frnst was the curse of 
the ( )nl;irin peuinsu];i .-it niu- t;ni<-.

Southern .Manitoba, but now in 
these same regions, excepting in 
abiKH inal years, like the year i')07, 
it is unknown. With the opening of the 
country the curse was removed. The theo 
rctical reason i- lh;il the gnnunl everywhere 
shaded b\- \egct;iiinn (Minmi absorb much ni 
the sun's w;u-nilli and i;cl thnrnnghly stnrcij 
with t'lr heal, but plnm;liiiig hand L;ive-^ it (h- 
rcct contact with the sun's rays and eni>nL;h 
heat is stnred to rai.se the temperature a few 
degrees, enough to carry it over the danger 
point. This is the theory and right or wrong 
the fact is that in all wheat countries sum- 
mer frost has ilci] before the plough. YVc are 
s.-ifc to hcliew tliirefore th;il agriculture 
would h;i\ (■ till- cilcrl nf r;nsin<; tlie summer 
tcniprr;il lU'c ol tins new hind nl prnmisf. 

So f;ir :is I can learn, the summer elimate 
in general corresponds clo.scly with that of 
.Manitoba. 

The soil is in most parts of the highest 
class, a rich clay loam of nearly level or slight- 

1\- tmdulatin.g surface. Tliei'e ;ire a few small 
acres of san<ly country and ;i cnnsiderable 
amount of muskeg, d'he latter produces gtiod 
limber and guarantees ;i cnntinual supply of 
water and range lor cattle. 

Winter a Drawback 
The U'ugth of the winter is a serious dr;iw- 
back — most serious — but I cannot learn that 
it differs materially from that of .Minnesota, 
l istni;.; uMially from the end of October to the 
first of .April. 1 make a little account of the 
])ast extraordinary season — if it damns this 
country then it also damns New Kngland and 
the whole mu-thcrn tier of slates as unfit for 
agriculture. ( )rdinarily, the ri\-ers here are 
open and the plough set free by the JOtli of 
April. 

In this Inwei- re;ice J'Ji\er region horses 
can and dn indeed run out all winter ;ind dig 
through till- snow for their food, but no wise 
farmer will let them do it. All stock must be 
winter-fed and housed to get satisfactory re- 
sults, and in a country of -unlimited limber 
and. hay this is not a great difficulty 
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to point out and honestly face these di"aw- 
backs as completel)- as we do llie ad\-antages, 
for the unscrupulous bnomster is almost as 
mischievous as the imscmpulous libeller. 

Summer Pests 

In suinmer there are mos(iuitoes and bull- 
dog flies, but they arc im worse here than in 
Minnesota and those who live in the C(iuntry 
have learned to use various expedients of 
smudge and mosquito bar, and, 1 find, think 
but little about these nuisances that force 
themselves so fully on the notice of the new- 
comer. .At other seasons there arc no pests 
or special dise.iscs; the climate is indeed one 
of the most salubrious in the world. 

J.kit the grand test of the cotintry, the one 
that is looked to most trustfully by those ag- 
riculturally interested is the practical one. 
Wiiat has been done already. 

In travelling thrrmgh this region I have 
made it a {vdnt to see fnr myself as \vell as 
learn from all reliable sources the results of 
agricultural experiments. 

At Fort Resolution this year I saw pota- 
toes, rhubarb, radishes and other garden truck 
grown to perfection, v

I'olatoes are 
a good crop every year as far north as (iood 
Hope, which is within the Arctic circle, and 
e\er\ \vherc the potato bug is unknown. K. 
A. I'reble, the well known naturalist and trav- 
eder, has given me much cnrroboriit i \-e evi- 
dence of these statements. The re-ult of the 
various testimonies I have l;ibul;ited. in the 
most con.servative manner .and present them 
in the accompanying map, which, by the way, 
no one so far has impeached as ovcr-favorablc. 
.Messrs. Thos, Anderson and C. T. Christy, of 
the llndson's l!ay company, think I have been 
wise ;iii(l s;ifely coiiscr\ati ve. Pishop Brey- 
nal thinks 1 li;ive been much too cautions and 
tlitit my wdieat line should be pushed up as far 
as the oat line with a corresponding ;i(h'.iiice 
of the others. 

1 do not doubt that wheat will grow in 
some localities even beyond the line given, as 
Bisho]) P.reynat and many others say, but also 
there are localities within the present wheat 
line where no wheat will grow. There are in- 
deed places in Manitoba, Ontario N'cw A^'ork 
state, etc. — not to say Peace River valley — 
where for some local reason, elev.'ilioii, slope, 
soil, etc, wdieat will not grnu-, just as there 
are iil.-iees in luiglaud and Irelaml that cannot 
produce jiolaloes. 

■ 1 think that both the M ;iconns are right in 
their description of the country. Prof. John 
Macoun says there is a great agricultural tn- 
lure fen- the Peace River valley. Mr. James 
^ilacoun .says: "True,, but let us be frank

southern jjart of the Peace uplands where the 
eievaiiuu is too great for the successful grow- 
ing of cereals. The northern part of the region 
is so low as to offset the high altitude and of- 
fers a fine field for agriculture." 

The Broad Facts 
Doubtless, wheat may be grown beyond 
the wheat line as I have drawn it, but there the 
unfavorable conditions become vcr}' frer|nent 
and indeed the rule. There are obviously no 
Inird ami f;ist lines hut on the whole these 
shown do give us the broad facts. Each de- 
cade, hi)we\'er, is cutting down the time re- 
cpiired )nr the growin.g of wheat by providing 
us with hardier kinds and thus they arc ex- 
tending its area. This same is true not only 
of the other various staples of agriculture but 
also of live stock, lireeds of cattle imjn-oved 
for our nnrtliern ranges have been produced, 
;uid !i search of other lands has discox'ered two 
other cre.'itures, the reimieer and the yak-, 
wluoe n;itur,-il habitat is ;i far colder region 
th;iu the cnldest |);irt of ih;it under discussion, 
and whose beef and other ()roducts have long 
been the principal wealth of countries where 
they are indigenous. 

This great new province is abundantly sup- 
plied with minerals, water, timber, wild fruit, 
liir au'l game. It is, moreover, a white man's 
climate, one of the most salubrious in tlie 
world and all that its detractors can say is — ■ 
it is too far north and it is too cold. W hich of 
us, they ask, would be willing to settle in a 
country, a land that has admittedly four 
months of hard winter? 

One may be sure of this; that no settler 
w ill readily leave a warm, sunny climate to go 
to a cold and frosty one. T do not expect that 
any Ontariau will cheerfully go to dwell in 
those nnrtliern climes. If a l-'loridan goes to 
li\e in (Jntario he thinks he is in a ])olar re- 
gion and suffers. So an Ontarian coming to 
Manitoba or Alberta thinks he is far enough 
north, and any farther would be too cold ; but 
after a generation born to the region their 
lives arc adapted and each thinks his own sur- 
roundings not only normal but the best. I 
knew of a number nf Onlarians that tried 
Manitob;i for tliree nr four years, then decided 
that it was too cold and went off to Southern 
California, but they all came back, largely 
from the influence of the children who thought 
then, and still think, that the Manitoba climate 
is just right. 

Wc do not indeed expect .Manitohaiis to 
find paradise at the limit of trees, 
but there arc in l.uiropc thousands 
of l-'ins and Scandinavians, white 
men. that arv familiar with a sim- 
ilar climate. They know the best 
ways of life for it — they have their 
summer way — and their winter 
way — they know alrcad)-' how to 
be happy and prosperous under 
just such conditions and can teach 
other settlers the same lesson. 
They would indeed find in the vir- 
gin ])ossibilitics of our new- north- 
west the land <n the new hope they 
have so long dreamed of. How 
gladly they would come if only 
the way Were o]iencd. 

.And what does opening the way 
mean.' The way from Europe is 
open. It is plain sailing to Eil- 

ninntoii. \\'hat is then needed, I 
think, is the railway rushed 
through at once. The way to open 
Ihe Peace River valley ;s to open 
the way to Pcice Ri\-er, and the 
steanibo.-ils will do the rest : then 
it remains only for us to. notify the 
men we need that we have cleared the way to 
the land of new hope. 

.\m! w h;it is the ultimate r;ice f)f the re- 
gion to be. There is a zoological maximiini 
that .suggests the answer — an animal finds its 
highest development in the coldest part of its 
range when its food is ahnndant. How true 
this is of mankind. The giant races of Ameri- 
ca wore from the Northwest Buffalo Plains 
and from the Patagonias. The giant race of 
Africa is the Zulu of the Cape, and the dwarf 
races the world over arc from the tropics 
where they are o\ erhot or from the poles 
^\llere they are underfed. The highest pro- 
duct nf ci\'i lizatitui we beliex-e to hax-e been 
the white man of northern l-'.urope — a product 
indeed of the snow. This should help us to 
forecast the future of the north. 

Henry Ward Beecher, who visited this 
country some twenty years ago, said in his 
subsetptent lectures, on the Canadian Xortli- 
west — -"You note the class of men .going in 
there, that means brains; \'oti see those end- 
less gr;iin-laiids, they nietin wealth; 3-011 iinirk 
those I'jiig winter evenings, these mean time 
In think-. 1 tell you there are great things 
I'omiii.g out of the Canadian Xortliwest. Keep 
your eye on Winnipeg." 

Finally, if those who decry this land of 
promise would go to Europe and see there 
how much farther north climatically, the arid 
soil is made to support a large population, 
they would cpiickly change their minds and 
see in their true light the possibilities of these 
fertile wooded jdains. They would be forti- 
fied in their new- \'iew by that the words used 
tod;i_y, liy those who condemn the Peace 
River, arc the same as remembering those 
used one hundred years ago to decry the On- 
tario Peninsula and thirty years ago to. con- 
demn those parts of the Northwest that are 
now producing the finest jy;rain in the world.

A policy that 
has been .successful in building up the work- 1 
shops and factories of Canada, and that after 
trial, has received the ample cndorsation of 1 
the jieople at the polls, ought to have been ' 
extended to the shi[)yards, and afforded a coii- 
tintiance (.'1 the employment of labor and capi- 
tal that formerly made their shipping a source ; 
of prosperity and wealth. 

fiastern Canada has had a unique and rather j 
chastening experience. On the sea coast there ; 
was excellent ship timber, and from the inland ' 
there were natural waterways by means of ' 
which logs for limber could be expeditiously ; 
and economically conveyed to l,he sea coast. I 
The inhabit.-mts of that part of w-hat is now j 
Canada were among the most "handy" and 
adaptable people in the world. Sailors and 
fishermen by instinct, tradition and necessity, 
they were also carpenters and built their own , 
linuses, barns and farm waggons. Boats were , 
necessary for fishing and as a means of travel | 
from place to place along the shore when roads 1 
were few and rough, v^o they built their own 
boats. A demand for wooden ships came and 
they started in ship building, using the natural 
resources right at hand and their own labor, j 
Then, from their own families they officered 
and manned those ships and sailed the seven! 
seas, carrying the British flag and British trade 
to every port open to navigation. They pros- j 
pererl, and the money they made went to build i 
up homes and towns, construct roads and rail- 
ways, open bankc aitd insurance offices. 

Indeed, shipbuilding in a few years became j 
the chief industry of a large jiart of Quebec | 
and the Lower Provinces, especially Nova I 
Scotia, where there were communities owning j 
more tons of shipping per head of population , 
than any otlier part of the globe. Canada as- 1 
sumed the position of one of the four great 
ship-owning countries of the world. 

The advent of steel shipbuilding struck a 1 
fatal blow at this great source of wealth andj 
prosperity. The increase in the size of vessels i 
from 2,000 tons to 20,000 tons, made possible; 
by the use of steel, added to greater durability! 
and lessened insurance effected such a reduc-fj 
lion in the rates of ocean freights that wooden 
ships could no longer compete, and shipbuild- . 
ing was transferred to British yards, where 
iron, coal, skilled labor and cajMtal were cheap- 
er than in any other country. The loss of' 
business, capital income and employment, in 
which at least one-fourth of the people were 
interested, fell upon the country like a blighti 
and Eastern Canada has not recovered from it 
yet. 

Great Britain did not establish her suprem- 
acy as the great ocean carrier of modern!times 
on free trade lines. On the contrary, the Bri- 
tish go\-criiment sttbsidized its main line of' 
slc;uiiers "to afford a rapid, frequent and jDunc- 
tiial communication with their distant ports 
which feed the main arteries of British com- 
merce." Great Britain now pays considerably 
over a million dollars a year in subventions to. 
steamship lines. Canada pays over a million 
dollars a year in steamship subventions, most 
of which goes to subsidize old country British| 
shipping. The other colonies pour in their' 
mites towards the same great ship enconrage- 
iiieiit fund of the Mother Land. The United' 
Stales is realizing the in-iportance of a mcr-i 
chant marine of her own and has given special! 
legislati\-e aid. 

It is claimed that no good reason exists why| 
Canada .should not build her own ships and doj 
her own cari-yiug trade. The policy of aban- 
doning our merchant marine to its fate; of al- 
lowing our sea-faring population to drift awayi 
into other einidoynicnts and to other lands; of' 
permitting other countries to enjoy the profitsi 
.'ind ])restige of doiii.g our ocean carrying is notj 
0:1c that can commend itself to the progressive! 
s|)irit of our iieople. About seventy' millions; 
of capital has been' expended in the develop-l 
nieiit of the coal and iron industry of Cape Brc-^ 
tnu, within a few years. Many millions havcj 
been iiucsted ;it Saiilt Sle. Alarie in steel pro-| 
duction. It is felt that the erection of steell 
shipbuilding works is a fitting supplement and; 
crowning measure, to the establishment of great! 
coal, iron and steel iiroducing Industries. The 
latter completes a series of conditions requiredi 
in steel shipbuilding, such as exists in the greiat| 
shipbuilding centres in Great Britain. 

Canada possesses extensive coal deposits at 
tide water, which afford a marine traffic of' ■ 
over four miUions of tons; she ships a mijlioiij. 
thousand feet of lumber products annually a ' 

her export of grain, rapidly increasing, will] 
reach a hundred million bushels. .Tn addition! 
to i)roviding this enormous trade for a shipping} 
business, Canada has e.xca^'ated canals, deep-' 
ened rivers, dredged harbors, constructed docks,, 
buoyed and lighted the entrance to her water-, 
ways, and, in short, created the business, the 
facilities and the conditions demanded ' by- -a 
maritime iiower, and then stopped- short with' 
out taking the one effective step to bring into 
being the thing itself — a mercantile marine. 

This is briefly the case presented by thoscj 
who ;ire agitating for a .government bonus to| 
steel shipbuilding in Canada. After preparing]

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ALF the scientific societies in 
Kiiglanil arc discussing the 
strange case of the "burglar 
who might have l)cen prime 
minister," had his talents been 
rightly directed, which was 
brought to their attcnlion a 
few (lays ago at a scientific 
meeting by Dr. Albert Wilson, 
a leading London brain sjjecialist. 

Ur. \\'ilson has known this ex-burglar for 
some time and has helped liini to i-cforni, but 
iintil now he has kept him jealously guarded 
for his own study. Now that he has drawn 
his conclusions, he has arranged to "iircscnt" 
his burglar at a scries of scientific gatherings 
as an evidence of his theory thai in many 
cases crime is an irresistible im|)vdse, born in 
a man, wliicii can only be cured by expert 
medical treatment. Tbore is no doubt alxml 
the skill of !>r. AX'ilson's burglar. In lii-^ day 
he was one of the most notrd cracksmen in 
England, and the police and the owners of 
•country mansions containing \alualile family 
jewels alike brcatheil a sigh of i-eliel when lu- 
Avas "]iut away" for n.atural lile. v^ciues m1 
burglaries were attributed to liim. ami now 
that he has abandoned bis prnfe-sinn and be- 
came a respectable number of .sdciety, the e.K- 
bnrglar is (piite willmg to admit willi a smile 
that the police were generally rjghl. So 
clever was he, however, that he was only caj)- 
tured twice, and each time he was betrayed; 
once by a woman, and on the second occasion 
by a man whom he had befriended. 

Writer of Stories 
The ex-burglar is nnw known a< C. Wil- 
liams. That i.- not the name be was luii'ii 
with, but it is the name luider which In- made 
his repntaiion in his ch<")seii profession, and it 
is the name he has chosen to i)ear for the re^t 
of his life, lie lives in a little flat with his 
wife and family — acquired since his reforma- 
tion — in Tottenham, a suburban district of 
London, and he varies the peaceful calling of 
a painter antl decorator by writing short stor- 
ies. !io>'els and articles for scientilic imblica- 
tion. All his writings deal with crime in its 
varifius jdiases and the reformation of crim- 
inals. 

Dr. Wil.son in describing him declared he 
was a man of remarkable brain power an<l that 
if he had turned his attention to politics he. 
might ha.xc become prime minister and would 
certainly have attained cabinet rank. Had he 
entercfl the church he would ha\-e become a 
bishop and had he taken to soldiering he 
\voul(l have commanded armies. No one can 
talk to C. Williams for half an hour without 
indorsing this opinion. He is a slender, well 
built man of about fifty, with hair just turnitig 
grey. He is clean-shaven except for a careful- 



ly waxed moustache, but his eyes are the re- 
niarkable feature. They look through and 
through his visitor, and when he begins to talk 
in his ipiiet, refined voice, no one would im- 
agine that this self-controlled, educated man 
is the same indix itlual wdio was described b_\~ a 
certain justice as a wild beast who must never 
again be let loose on society. 

Burglar by Choice Not Necessity 
Williams is n(jt oni' of those wdio look to 
burglars- from neeessitv. lie was the son nl 
a man of iai;ge income and was well editcated. 
All the iirofession.i were ojien to ln!n, l.-ut he 
tfiok to burglary because he loved the excite- 
ment of the life, and he practic?'.! i' ;v ."issidu- 
ously as the soldier or the clergyman practices 
liis calling .and with the same enthusiasm. He 
bnuigln to its aid all tlu' resources of scieiu-e 
and a trained mind. His lir^t luii-glary was 
commuted wiieii be was a bi'\' in I liianingham, 
and the stiiiw ,ii biiw lu- ranir to take the first 
step in crime i.-- interesting. ,ln some way he 
made the ac(|uain tance of a handsome young 
woman, the widow of a ])olice insjiccti^r, who 
w as cmpli i\ cd ;it a leading jeweller's shop. 
I lis iniagmaiinn w:is firc<l by the jewellery, 
.and be pt'rsuaded the xaiung woman to procure 
the lse\ foi- Inni. and one night while slir kept 
waieh, Using her kno\\k'<lge of ])oliei' habits 
and methods to a.ssist him. he entered the shoj) 
and carried away nearly !?2o,ooo worth of jew- 
ellery. 

.Vlthough a mere boy, he did not make the 
mistake of trying to dispose oi bis loot in one 
lot, Imt vs'cnt up to London and sold ,-i piece 
here and there tintil all was rt'ab/cd. Sti'ange- 
1\ enough, his first pidsoit .sentence w.as lor 
this first burglarj-. lie g:i\'e the young wo- 
man a valuable diamond ring, and a year later 
it was recogm'zed and the woman, to save her- 
self, "shopped" him to tlie ]itiliee. and he w:is 
sentoiC'd to sexen \ears' penal seixitude. In 
the meantime, however, he had earned oui 
man\' other thefts, and his maiwidlons ingemi- 
itv is shown by the way. in whii.di In- escaped 
detection, lie made it a lade to enlti\;iti' the 
frieinlshi|) of policemen and detecti\es ami to 
use them to pro\ddc an alibi in case of need. 
Thus his first visit after a burglary was al- 
wavs to the police station with which his 
friemls were coiiiiecled, and i>\\v\\ he carrietl 
with him the ]jrocecds of bis raids. 

Fixing Up An Alibi 

One of these,, forays he thus describes. He 
heard-of a jewel ler \vh(> kept a cashbox with a 
large stun e,f money in a s.ale in his bedroom, 
and after carefull}' studying the lionse he 
waited until he saw the man and his family 
leave for an evening visit. lie then gained 
admission to an empty house a few doors 
away, climbed out on the roof and ran along 
the gutters, concealed by the high coping until 
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lib" recent accident which resnlleil in 
the loss by sinking of 11. .M. S. tlladi- 
ator, will j>erhai)s cause many to 
wonder what the i)rocedui;c is when

he reached the roof over the bedroom where

•and arranged a few threails ,jf cloth carefidly 
on the end of it. but not enough to identify the 
liattern. Then he burneil the coat in the fire 
and dressed himself in two suiis of underwear 
and an extra waistcoat. .\n hour or so later 
his fricnil the detective canie hurrying to see 
him. 

"Where is that lorn eo.at of vours?" he 
asked. 

"1 just g"a\e it aw.ay to a beggar after 1 left 
you," Williams replied.

Stuck Fast in the Hole 

His sns]ncions were now thoroughly dull- 
ed, but Williams \'.as. not coiUent. He never 
sho\\-ed the slightest siun that be knew he was 
suspected, and when his friend was leaving 
he suggested that he should go with him and 
look at the scene of the burglary. When they 
entered the room he at once commented on 
the .smallness of the hole in the ceiling. "He 
must have been a very little chap who got 
through there," said Williams. 



"Oh, you could get through," said the de- 
tective, his susjncions returning. "Tr}' it." 

Williams tlrew up a table and swung him- 
self up, but he stuck fast in the hole, thanks 
to the extra clothing with which he had equip- 
ped himself, and the detective's last suspicions 
were at rest. 

Wdien he came out of prison after his first 
sentence Williams had learned much. One 
thing was the danger of carrying burglar.s' 
tools at tiight. This is a crime in itself in luig- 
land, anil he determined never to run the lislc. 
Thereafter he ahs'ays conveyed his criminal 
outfits in broad daylight to the nei,ghbihood 
of the heuise he intended to enter and con- 
cealed them I here, hiding them again when he 
had finished his job, to be removed at a more 
comenieiit season. 

.\n example of his versatility and resource 
is gisen by the story of a successful jewelry 
robbery, which he carried out at a peer's house 
in the West I'jid of London, lie went to Ihe 
house, ;il J a. m. dri-ssed in imniaculate excn- 
nig clothes .and having seem ed bis to, .is ironi 
,a biding iil.ace, he forced a waixbiw winch he 
li.ad ])|-e\iousb, learned was not jiroiected by 
an electric burglar al.arni. Then he went to 
closet wlnre the eleeiric batteries were kc))t, 
and with a syringe he sprayed a strong acid 
on the wires until they were I'ateii through and 
the .alarms iml out nf action. .\flei- this he 
ransacked the house at his leisure, .and with his 
])oekels filled with jewellery he calmly opened 
tile front door and .stepped out. He stopped 
to ii,L;ht a cigar, ,and .as he did so a belated ser- 
\ ant came up the ste])S. He looked suspicious- 
ly at the strange gentleman leaving the hou.sc 
at this hour, hut Williams was equal to the oc- 
casion.- "ll(dlo, you are late," he called, "they 
•are jiist going to bed," and hailing a cab he 
juni|)ed in and drove off in safety with the 
jewels. 

Meets His Waterloo. 

It was in the West haul that he met Ins Wat- 
erloo. He had entered a house and had just 
pocketed a large <piantily of jewels w hen what 
lie describes as a "nasty little }'el])ing terrier" 
woke up and roused the house. W'illiams made 
a dash for the door, hut, contrary to all prece- 
dent, a iiolicem.an met him at the foot nf the 
steps, lie drew his riwolver, firing as he ran, 
and hit the policeman in the leg. 1 le coni iiiuefl 
to fire wildh', with the idea of 1 idghlening the 
])olice reinforcement which came up, and one 
of his shots struck a postman who was >assing 
and killed him. 

Williams escaped, and for si.x months the 
police scoured F,ngland from one er I to the 
other for him. Then he was hetravc.i by a iVina 
he had befriended and who was tem|)ted by 
the reward of .$2,000 which was offerc(l for his 
capture. Jle was tried and sentenced to im- 



prisonment far his natural life. It must be ex- 
])lained that there are two kinds of life sen- 
tences in hnighuid, the ordinary life scntepce 
is always commuted after twenty years, but 
Williams is the only "natural lifer" wdio has 
ever emerged from the prison gates alive, and 
the story of how he accomplished his release 
is a tribute lo his masterly ingenuil)'. 

He was sentenced in 1881, and for eighteen 
years he watched with unceasing patience for 
his ojiportunity lo secure release. It came 
when he was transferred to Dartmoor prison, 
and w hile he was employed on some work out- 
side the ])risoii he .sei/.ed an opi)ortunity lo se- 
cure a supi)ly of a drug wdiieb is a |)owerful 
hear' de|)re.ssant. but which leaves no trace 
which can he-detected by the doctors. As soon' 
as he returned to his cell he took a dose of it 
and sent for the prison doctor, wdio a1 once or- 
dered his removal to the infirmary. Willirnns 
k'ept litis up for two years in spite of the most 
careful walchiiig by the iiris'm authorities, and 
in the meantinu- he i)ctiiione<l for a pardon on 
the ground oi ill he.allli. 

Pardoned but "To Die." 

His case b.-came a famous one. Twice his 
])etilion was refused, but his health continued 
to cau.se alarm and the prison doctors said he 
could not live another year, h'amous special- 
ists were brtnight fremi London to see him, 
and they confiiaiied the ]-risoii doctors' \ erdict. 
.\t last he was informed that he had been par- 
doned and "might go home lo die." lie letl the 
pri-^on. and in a few months he was as healthy 
as he had e\er been. This was in uSi),, and 
since then he has led an exein])lary life. He 
has come to the conclusion that burglary as a 
jirofcssion docs not pay, and his ambition now 
is to succecfl in literature. Jde has been fairly 
successful so far, and there is no reason to 
doubt that he w ill be still more successful. 

Williams has very strong ideas on the sub- 
ject of prison reform, and, strange to say, they 
arc not in favor of greater leniency, ile be- 
lieves that greater vigilance should be exercis- 
ed to prevents brutal treatment of the prisoners 
by a few warders, but ajiart from that he thinks 
that the English prisons are too comfortable. 

"They are too much like home to the old 
convict''' he says, "and after ihe first sentence 
IM-ison is no punishment. 1 believe that every 
criminal should be examined hy a brain special- 
ist. J know that crime does not pay and that 
there is some mental kink about any man who 
takes it up as a; profession. My last word is 
that if the police want to stop burglary and 
theft they should go after the 'fences.' The 
fact is that they do not want to stop tliem, for 
their own eiccupation would be gone. They 
protect the 'fences' because ihcy often 'give 
away' the thieves, but if there were no place 
to sell stolen goods there would be no thieves.'' 
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the already bright lu.stre of F.ngland's darling, 
Horatio .Nelson.

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Tactics Used When Chasing the Wild Elephant 



Long before the elephant camp is made, 
the trackers understatid pretty thoroughly 
wdicre the wdhl elephttnls ari- to be found, and 
when ihey hava- lettrned of this they keep con- 
stantly in touch with th.e herd.

They do not williiigl} starl off in n race of 
this kind; lhe\' mueli prefer to hide, lo ino\(; 
silently ami)ii,g the irei's and vanish into a 
thickel, or among the sciaib of some nullah, or 
they may get into some ])atch of high grass, 
or reeds, wdiere it is impossible to see them, 
and where the domestic elephants sometimes 
{|uitc lose themselves. Sometimes they meet 
the wild ones, and fight with them, and if a 
lame elejdiant can hold a wdld one, until an- 
other tame one conies up, the wild one's cap- 



ture is quite certain. Then the driver nf one 
of the tame elephants throws his noose over 
the wild one's head. Il is ,a large iioose and 
while a ptirt of il rests on the back of the 
neck, another jiart falls down in front and 
touches the elejihant's sensitive trunk which 
he at once curls up out of harm's way under 
his chin, so that the lower part of the looj) 
falls under his neck and the men who hojd the 
end of the' rope can draw it tight. 

Once the captive has reached the camp he 
sees men about him all the time, he is con- 
stantly guarded hy the taiiie elephants, and if- 
be attempts to resist instruction hc is punish- 
ed.— Forest and vStrcaiu.

'I'iie Frencli 
girl's vorv clothes are ul tra- f em iiiine. She loves soft 
fabrics aiid llulterlng laces. The veil (i)artieularly 
.so at the present moment) is always to the fore, and 
■sho knows how to use It to the best advantage; It 
never seems to get in the -way, but Is so worn as to 
give a fascinating air of mystery. Tailor niades are 
thought "tres* Anglaise," and only worn occasionally. 
Young French girls like games fairly well, especially 
••Tennlce," but they never maKe a fetlsli of any of 
them. The Kngllshinan who comes across this type 
of girl succumbs at once; he rovers in it.-: novelty, 
and the rcstfnlncss, sociability, and ease ol)ialiiabie 
amid the gentler occup.'itions of womanhood, whlcli 
strikes him .as something fresh and original, and 
pleasing. Man does not care to find in woman a re- 
plica of himself, or to be on "hall fellow — well met" 
terms with the woman, whose society Is most dear to 
lilm.

There are several little matters in connection with

No doubt tiie custom arosi- in tlie (dd 
days wlicn men did all the work, and in coiise<|uenee 
hail not time to jiay calls, and the custom was sucii 
a convenient one tiiat it was apiirovi d of liv all men 
wln.'ther they were workers or not. Jiut if one looks 
at it from a common-sense point of view, tlie custom 
is a s.iniewliat .silly one. A lady whose liusband is 
engaged at iii-i work all day, calls upon a married 
friend wiiose husband Is similarly engaged. The lady 
is at home, and they have a chat, and In all proba- 
■billty a cup of tea together. Then on leaving the lady 
(the caller) places two of her husband's cards upon 
the hall table, "just to pretend" as the children would 
say, that he had called. No oiu- is taken in by the 
pr"etence. for tin; lady knew In-r visitor came alone, 
hut should she not le,-iv(^ Ihi- cards, s.ie would tliiiik 
lier visitor was very rude, ur tliat worso still, siie had 
been i.gnorant of tliis intlr .-ot i.ti eusto.n! .Anotiu-r 
custom, wiiich has .sprung ujj of iale, is also in lie; 
matter of uaril leaving, ft is customary now for a 
ladv who has attended an afternoon party, to which 
she has l)Li II invited, and at which, it is presumed, 
she lias shaken hands with her hostess, and been re- 
ceived by her, when taking her departure, to leave 
upon the table one of her own visiting cards. Whetheis^ 
this Is done from modesty, just to show that she has 
been jiresent in case tliat important fact lias been 
forgotten, or wm-ther it is to save her tlit; trouble of 
calling or l(.'UVing cards afterwiirds, who can ti-IT.' Hut 
If done from the former reason, it Is not exactly coiii- 
pllniciuary to lor liostess; it fron> the latter, well, It 
iloes not show aay very great appreciation oC the hoa- 
pitaiiiy reei'i\ed. 

It IS an ojieuly proelaimoil fact tlial men do not 
Ut all like pa\'ln.g' ealls. It lioros liu iii to do so, and 
they hate- uftenioon leas, a tact which Is j)roclalmed 
by the absence of men in the drawing-room and the 
sheaves of gentU-men's cards upon the hall table on 
tl)e afternoon of the "at home." There is no i-artiiiy 
reason why men should like eltlier p:i.\lng calls, or 
the afternoon "ut homes, 'I'lu ri- an in;ui.\- women 
who share this dislike wiiii tli 
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be honest all the way through, and not Iri Ue-ii- wi'.' S 
and slsti-rs' leave liieir cards for tiiein, .is a sort of 
polite i-xense, ami prelem e u[ iiaving li. i u jir. si iit, 
e\'en Ihougli il Is la.' eii.-loiii. Tlien again, what is 
the good of an-u or uone ii leaving tli. ir ea.rds a da.\' 
or two alter llie |)art.\'' Soini-i iiii.'.s iliis is done al 
iiiiudi inecHivi niriiei-, if tie- .eaver of tin- cards lives ut 
some distance Irom the liouat: where the cards have 
to he left. It is not us if tiiose who have been guests, 
and who have enjoyed a jjloasant evening, called to 
see their hostess, and to express to her their thanks 
tor all the trouble she has taken on their behalf and 
the pleasure they had received thereby. .N'ot u bit of 
it, they ineridy call at the house and hand In their 
cards as one iiands one's r-^iilwav tielcel to liie colhe- 
tor at tile end of ;i Journej. Sunnl iuirs even, tin; 
guest (hies not lake- tin- trnuljlo to do il.ls iierseif, hut 
.sends tin; card by a sorvaiit, or entiusts it to the 
hands of a liindlv- frliini, who ina\ lio jiassing tiiat 
jiarllcular house, lieeause ;i, thing lias hreu dune once 
<ir several tliiies, there is no reason \vli>' it s.hould go 
on being done for <!Yer after. What ,n,iy liave li.-eii a 
good or useful custom yesterday ina.v prove a trying 
or Irksome one today, for times change and people 
change with them. Wo all know from experience, 
and should acknowledge the (act, that the strict rules 
of etiquette that have been laid down from time to 
time are absolutely nectfssary in the keeping of so- 
ciety together, and .should bo lived up to, and ob- 
served, but as the year.s go on, jierliaiis certain of 
them might be modilied a little lii io and tiiere, espe- 
cially In behalf of busy men and w mo u, wliose tiiiii; 
is much occiipiiid. The mere h-avlng of e.irds, exceiit 
In the case <d' a lirst call, or tin; prrsoii eall.-d on not 
being iit home, might be, if not altog. ihrr, to .-i cer- 
itain extent done away with between Intimate friends, 
lor in tiio case of an Intimate frlendsliip tliere Is 
.something very .formal and unsociable in lii'e mere 
handing of a certain number of visiting cards to a 
servant, or leaving them In the hall, unless for a spe- 
cilled object such as the address of the caller. If that 
■wore un-known, or had been changed, or with the In- 
timation that the caller had started, or was starting 
an- "at -homo day," which .slio desired her hostess to 
know. . 

■ Another wondering why l.s, Why do people, espe- 
cially ladles, who meet nt a friend's house either at 
art evening or afternoon "at home," sit or stand, slde- 
Ijy-sldo without exchanging a word, afraid, .so It 
>vbuld appear, to speak to one another because they 



had not been formally Introduced. Because from the 
fact that Mrs. A, and Mrs. B, aro callers on Mrs. C, 
it Is presumable that thoy are both In the pi^sltlon of 
ladles, and on the same social tooting as the other. 

Why then should they not enter Into conversation, 
and Interest and amuse each other? The more fact 
that they did not know one another's names need not 
I)roveiU them from having a little friendly chat, in- 
stead of sitting in stolid silence. Tlie only answer to 
that we suppose is the inevitable answer, "It is not 
tlie custom." At a largo and crowderl reception, tile 
liostess, (;ven if slie desire to do so, cannot look after 
i>ach individual guest, she Is far too busy sliaking 
hands with and receiving the coming, or sjieeding the 
deiiarting guest. Therefore the guests miglit take tlio 
initiative In this matter and break through this dull 
and unfriendly custom. Of couflse It might load to 
knowing undesirable acquaintances — but why should 
it? The acquaintance need go no further than half 
an hour's friendly chat, while on the other hand it 
might lend to a pleasant, and oven a life-long frlend- 
siiiii. A\'liy sliould it not'.' .\'o, let lis by all means 
keep to (uir eti(|uette, let us bo its polite as i-ver we 
were, and stick to all the grand old traditions that 
have come down to us lliroiigli the ages, but let us 
in ail things be moderate, and let us not carry our 
etliiuette to ;in .-ibsiird pitch, let us be a little human, 
and adapt ourselves to circumstances moro than we 
are doing at llie present day.

THE HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 

The nur.sery Is quite one of the most Iniport.iiu 
rooms In the house. In it the young folkk re.eive 
their lirst ImpresiKlonH on many subjects, color and 
form Included, which live In the memory when other 
phases of life have faded Into oblivion. Were 1 an 
artist I believe I could jialnt a very reall.'itic picture 
of tlie nursery I inhaldted and loved, I am afraid 
to sav how many years ago. I can recall the \i-rv 
iigl.\- .-.all-iiaiier. the drab paint, the "lllteii^' linissel.s' 
cariiel, tlie ( 'iiippi-ndale eaiiinet — lieiightful rei-eptaido 
for booiis ami toys wliK'h today would probalily liavo 
an lionoroil jdace in a drawiiig-room. Tlu; old (iiieen 
Anne mirror, W'lli-h was proiu; to distort one's f.'ii- 
tiires in a grotesque manner and above all tin- 
c,-inillostieic and snul'fers of br.iss, which nurse 
tlioiight far more dlgnllied than any lamp. Tin; fur- 
niture was singularly solid and aggressive — a fact 
strongly emphasized. In the mind of a child who ever 
bumped her head against It — and the walla were de- 
void of pictures except the print of some mighty 
personage with robe, and crown, bedecked with many 
colored tinsels — by the way these tinsel plelures, be- 
ing rare, are much souglu after now. Compare such 
a nursery with one of llie present day — not so very 
long ago the nurser.v iisod to be the resting [ilaee for 
.-ill the decrepit furniture. If a taiile was somewliat 
rielcely, tiieu iiiit it in the nursery; was a eliair very 
shaiiliy with protruding stuff iiig, tlirongli holes at llie 
edges, and one castor off then it would do nicely for 
the nursel-.v — was the nursery wall jianer badly torn 
th(-n lu-g colored iilctures from the illnstr.at ;-d fiapera 
and nail them over the deliclencles. Hut tlio march 
of hygienic science has now decreed that everything 
in a nursery, aa far as possible, should be washable, 
including the walls and the floor. A pretty Idea for 
a nursery is that the walls .should be colored pale 
blue either w-ltli wash.ablo paper or dlHtoniper, and 
that the woodwork Is stained oak. In the event of 
the room being a small one. a low seat fitted Into the. 
recess by the side of tiie lire place, c.iii be nllli'/.od as 
;l repository for tlie cliUdren's clothes— instead of 
having a chest of drawers. The lid should bo made 
to lift up In sections and tho space below bo divided. 



Into partitions; the portion nearest tho fire could be 
used tor underwear. The wall space above this. seat 
Is ornamented with some straight pieces of wood, 
cither real old oak or deal stained to represent it, 
and this supports a shelf along which favorite toys 
may "process*' In grand array.

coverihg for Die lioor <if tiie nursery; first liecause it 
can be ivashed and will dry very quicicly and seeoiidly 
because it is warmer tliaii linoleum. Tills carpet cau 
Ije obtained in two tones of lilue, and if one of the 
inmates of the nursery is a tiny baby, a crawling 
rug- made of tliick ijlanketing and adorned with won- 
derful and appalling animals cut out In red turkey 
twill and sewn on at Intervals, will be a sort of happy 
hunting ground for him, where he can roll about in 
safety. The nursery window Is a very Important 
matter of consideration. Those of casement shajie 
are the best, the small top panes being made to open 
separately from the lower ones. Tlie top pane's vi;n- 
tilate the room thoroughly an.l when tlie lower ones 
are opened to a ei-rlalii extent on a hot day, tlu-re is 
hardlN- an>- frar of a cliild faiiliig out wiiicli cannot be 
said of sasli windows. Tie- curtains should bi- of 
blue and w-liite reversilde crelomies, re;teliing nnl.\' 
y,l,iout six inclies below tile sill, and two jiaij-s would 
be advisable-, one pair being often absent on a visit 
to the laundry. The same cretonne can be used for 
covering the seat of the recess, and should bo made 
removable also for washing purposes. Sharp corners 
should be avoiiUd as much as iiossllile. for wliicli rea- 
son one has a round table and a semi-circular lire- 
guanl. 'I'he corners of i-hairs and the c-dges of shelves 
slioulfl all be rounded off as sharp i)olnts give nasty 
knocks to the little folks, who blunder up against 
them.

Dutch I'otato So(ip 
Fllletted Flounders 
Worcester Stew, Celery Fritters. Itoast F'^illel of Beof 
Semolina Souffle, Pears and Jelly 
Oyster Croutons 

Dutch Potato Soup 
Required; Some stock, raw jiotatoes, one carrot, 
one onion, some celery, bom-s. .Method — -Take some 
stoc k and witli It any bones you have, adding carrot, 
onion, spices, etc., until you are satisfied that It is 
well ilijvorcd. Place In a saucepan, and simmer for 
two hours, strain and free from fat hy pouring tho 
soup llirough a cloth wrung out In very cold water. 
(Jiate raw potato and add It to the soup till It Is nice- 
ly thickened. Stir while all comes to tho boll and" 
cook for two or thr(>e mlnutos. Cliop tho tops of a 
stick of celery very linely, scatter into the soup, and 
servo with daintily fried slice of bread. 

Filleted t^iounders 

Required; A good Hl-/,ed Itoiinder, one and a half 
ounces of butter, lemon juleo, ({ayenne, and salt, two 
shallots, four mushrooms, one •'ounce of Hour, thyiie; 
and a bay leaf, and half a gill of wine. .Mi iiiod — 
Take a good sized lish, or .ii'Vre, according to the 
nnmbi-r of jicoiile to be served, auil make tw-o good 
-fillets out of each li.sli, trimming them to a dainty 
shape. Butter a wlilte baking dlsli, la,\- tlie llllets in 
It, season wltii salt, ca,\-eiine and li-mim juice. Put a 
little butter on each tillet, cover tiglitly with a greas- 
ed paper, and place In a moderate ove'n till tho llsh Is 
well cooked. When the fish Is 'cooking prepare tho 
sauce as follows: Chop two shallots and four muah- 
rooins and fry In butter, scatter over the flour.'add a 
sprig, a tlivnie, and a bay leaf. Stir till all Is well 
browned, then add tliree table.spooiifu Is of white 
whie and boil till reduced to one half. Take the pafier 
away f roni the fish, drain aw.iy an>' moisture ft-om 
tho lish and add to the sauci- wltli a little wiiib- slock, 
stir while It bolls for live minutes. Pour the sauce 
through a line strainer on to tho llsh, scatter parsley 
over and serve, • 

Worcester Stew 
Required: Two pounds of ox chei'It, ?ialf an ounce 
of dripping, one pint of stoeii, sou;) vegetables, h.ilf ;ni 
ounce of ilour, a lltti.- vinegar. .Metiiod — Wasli tin; 
ox cheek llioroughly ;ind tiieii i-ut it into thin slices. 
Melt some drlpiiing in a pan and add the meat, le.-i-v- 
ing It sufllclently long to brown slightly. Then add 
one pint of good stock (hot) and stand tho pan by the 
-side of tho fire for its contents to simmer for an hour. 
Cut up some vi getald. s small, .and the greater the 
variety of the \ egri.i I li. s the better, and add to the 
meat, stir all together and servo when the vegetables 
are cooked, fare must he taken that this dish Is not 
overdone, or it w ill come to the table ■like mince In- 
stead of stew .Vote; Thicken the gravy, and color It 
after removing the meat. 

Celery Fritters 
Iteipiired; Two or three lu-ads of celery, two 
t;iti!i;s|iooiifuIs of Hour, mu- egg, a little milk, pejipi-r 
and salt, de,|i f.it. dri.-d salt. .M.I liod— Moll the i-e|er.\- 
cut into lengths tliree oi- four inches long. I'Liee tie- 
celery carefully on ;i sievi- to drain, using ;is lltth; 
Iiressuro as jiosslble to extrai-t tin- water. .\'ow pre- 
I)are the batter. Put tlie flour Into a basin, droj) into 
it tho yolk of an egg, work it Into the Hour. Add suf- 
ficient milk to moisten the! baiter, and season with 
salt and white pepper. Beat the white of the egg un- 
til stiff and stir into th.- hatter, dip the celery In this 
and fry in deep boiling f,-it.

Pears and Jelly

(-iK-hineai. li.ilf an ouiu-i' of almonds. .Method; Strain 
off tin- Juice from a tin of jiears, iii;ii;e It hot, and 
to evii-y pint add iialf nn ounc-e of gelatine ii.iwiler, 
the Juice of a lemon and sugar to tasti-. Place tile 
Jelly on a Hat dish, and when sol cut into squares 
and arrange at the bottom of a flat dish. Dissolve a 
little cochineal In water, and with It paint the pears 
a pn-tty red Lot them drain, and then arrange 
them on tin; jelly, vvlth the small ends upward stuck 
with blanched almonds.

ODDS AND ENDS. 

Carpi'ts and rugs be-fore ln-lng clcaneil in any way 
.shotilil lie w-e-ll bru.-died. Then they should ho thor- 
oughly be.'iten, this having boon sati.sf'actorily per- 
forini-d, stretch tlie carpet again on tho floor. Then 
remove the grease spots either by means of blotting 
paper and a hot Iron, or hy well rubbing the place 
vvlth hard soap, -well washed -off with cold' water. 
Then dissolve a gill of ox gall in a quart of hot water 
— if the cnrpe;t is a large one this quantity must, of 
course, bo Incn-asid — and go over tho carpet with a 
soft brush well daniiiened with this. Treat about a 
square yard ut a time, and after having well rubbed 
over the whole carpel with thi? ox gall mixturerwaali 



It over witli a soft clean cloth wrung out In hot water. 
When the entire surface ot tho carpet or rug has 
been so treated, hang It up In a strong current of 
wind to dry. ^' 

Scorches on linen can ofti-n be romovetl by simply 
rubbing tlio ;;iMit ivl'th pipeclay. A good preparation 
that can be; kept for use as reqiiireil Is obtained by 
boiling togetlier until thoroughly amalgamated, a gill 
of vinegar, tile juice of a largo onion, ;ind an ounce 
of I'^ulle r's I'^larth, iilso a piece of soap the size ot a 
nut, 'Tills preparation is U3i;d cold. It shnulil bo 
spread on tile si-orcli, allowed to dry and then washed 
off. Tlii-si- reiiic;die-s are of course- for scorcli marks 
pure and simple and aro no use lor cases where the 
threads are charred through and through. 

To curl feathers, brush the feather carefully with 
a ve>ry soft brush, so as to remove all dust that may 
he lurking In the filaments. Then warm a blunt paper 
knife. Ivory or bone; Is tho best substance to be cm- 
ployi-d. Molel the feather in your loft Inind and place 
tile tliumli eif riglit hanel (in which the knife must bo 
he-Id) over the face of the feather and bring the blade 
eari-fully up tho unil.-r siiie of each little filament 
starting at the stem, pri-ssing elown very slightly with 
the thumb. Ite-pe-at this action ivitli each filament 
until the- entire feather is nicely curled. Warm thq 
knife from titno to time. At lirst you may oxperlenco 
some little difficulty in getting the fibres to curl pret- 
tily, but a little practice soon brings tho knack and 
there is no reason why the feathers should not- bo 
curled as nicely and as prettily at home as at tho 
professional cleaners. 

Motlie-rs who havi^ oe:c;islon to use Fuller's Earth 
for ilie-lr ihildre;ii slioulil renie-mb.-r tiiat the impuri- 
ties of this sulisianee ofl.-n cause lockjaw, many fatal 
eases iia\-ing l.ii-e-n trae-eel to tills cause-.

THE BROTHERS CECIL 

A.VA ni..\.N'S are always deeply intcroated 
ill the peilltie-ai warriors who light tho 
"battles royal" at tm^ emplre'.s centre, 
Mr. II. W. .Massiiigham, in a ree-ent issue 
of The London Chronicle, one of the first 
Liberal journals of Great Britain, gives 
the following appreciative sketch ol tho 
Cecil brothers: 

The late Liord Salisbury was fortunatii 
in his sons; his gifts are very fairly distributed 
among them. All of them possess, in greatet ot -less 
measure-, his jiowers of speech; two, at least, his 
capacity for statesmanship. 

If ;l Tory government be formed within the next 
ten, or i-ven fi\-e- years, neither Bord Ilugii nor Lord 
Itobcrt i.;ecil, if they uro alive, can well bo excluded 
from the C,-ib!net; they will have earned such a 
distinction, not by favor of birth and tradition, but ot 
intellectual right. Lord Salisbury himself, the oldest 
brother, lias much developed his faculty of expres- 
sion since he first employed it, in halting and often 
unlucky phrasing, as Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affpirs rr he has not his father's brain he has the; 
ancestral will and stiffness of character. In a word, 
the Hotel Cecil is still well tenanted. Tho family 
keeps on tho business still. 

Jt Is Indeed a misfortune for the Opposition that 
Lord Hugh and Lord Robert (;ecll are not in Parlla- 
mi-nt together. liut so far as their individual de- 
velopment is concerned it is just aa well that the two 
lirothi-rs have not slmuItiLiieonsly tak;-a tie: stage. 
.Tust as Lord Hugh was perhajis the: most, dlijtlng- 
nished figure- in the Cdnservative; party 'oiC' 1900 to 
inOS. so Loi d Roiiert Is one of the inost vital 'comi 
biitants in that of the jiresent year. - ; - 

Striking Comparisons 
in some particulars the resemblances Is romark- 
nlile. Both posse-ss religion, a form of religion, as 
tlii-ir deepi;sl interest in life-. Both subordinate poll-: 
tics tei it. P.ejtli are olel Tories, with a touch of their 
fathers apjirehenslon of Socialism. Both are tre- 
mendously m earnest, and, indeed, exhibit little or 
nothing of the late John Salisbury's half -melancholy, 
half-humorous cynicism. And both are great work- 
ers, training themselves unsparingly to leam tho 
smallest details of jiarliamentary procedure, and 
bi-nding the knowledge thus acquired to considerable 
inti-llectual anel political ends. Lore! Hugh brought 
tlie acadeuiiie mind to bear on the parliamentary pro.b- 
le-iii; Lord Robe-rt used the; Icg.al intellect, throwing 
eivi-r, w-itli no 'nesitation, a large practice at tho par- 
liaiiientar.\- bar in llie int.-re>sL of liis new jirofession. 
Singly, thi'>- have exi-rcisoil a re-al Influence nn af- 
fairs. Together, Ihe-y would constitute a. consider- 
able power in tho state. 

Yet they are me-n of differing qualities and cali- 
bre. Lord Robert lacks lils brother's emotional 
flights In oratory, and his vocabulary does not attain 
the richness and variety, the intricate and delicato 
forms, which Lord Hugh commands. Ho has some- 
thing of the lawyer's monotony of style, and a little 
too, of its raggednoss of outline. In recompense his 
method is precise and close; and, though ho deals a 
good deal in the minutiae of ileb;Ue-, ho sometimes 
throws out ,-i large .'ind interesting tiiought. His worlc 
ill till- small and deiiresse-d p.'irty which, emerged from 
the c;itastroi)lie of tho general <-lecllon has certr-inly , 
iie-e-n renn rli.ibie. Some- of it was very like oiistruc- 
tiou. Lord Itoli. it liglits e-verything, and certainly hei 
seems to ligiit from conviction. He shares his broth- 
er's lnten.se aversion for tho education bill, and he; 
battled with plural voting and tenant right as if for 
the Ark of the Covenant. Tho point of view Is not 
of till' bro.iilest. It has nothing in common with Lord 
T!.-inil.iliiii Churchiirs Tory democracy or Mr. Cham- 
be ilain's liaU- Radical Imperialism. It is good ortho- 
dox 'i'ory eloctrine. But it is thought out. It is by no 
nie-ans true- te) say, as Mr. Herbert Paul said,, that 
Leirel Rolie-rt e> xj) re -sse's ills brother's opinions with 
great aliilit>-. Tin- two minds run on common llpes, 
but eai-li moves Independentl v. 

Tii.'ir fac-s, like; their inte-lligenco, express this 
lilu-m-ss in elifferencc. Lorel Hugh h.is something of 
the visionary's air. Ijord iloberl's exjirosslon is keen- 
er, ni.ii-e- ali-rt, the; ijrlgiil e.\-e', thin, curved nose, and 
liark hair, retreating from tiio forehead, give him an 
almost coniie' re-se inblance to a moulting eagle.. Pale 
anil gaunt, with a .stoop unusual in' so young ,a man. 
Ills VvUlk, ills manner In watching a debate, suggest 
tiie remarkable tenacity of character which secures 
li'm a place in the Hf»use a little In advance of his 
peiwers of expression, considerable as they are. Ho 
has made the opposition a force, depleted as a,r-o Its 
ranks; the government will always have to reckon 
Willi tills unwearied man, who tires tiio house with' 
ills much siie-rikliig, and yet usually gives It something 
to think about, ilo has the streuig, rather over-bear- 
ing tenipe;r of tho Cecils, and yet a genuine amiability 
shines through his combatlveness, and his demeanor 
in private is simple and unaffected. - -•- . ■ 

A Conservative Gladstone ' 
Lord Hugh's lot as a politician has been much 
more f-rniitive and disruptive than his brotlu-r's. 
Lord Robert c-une In after the groat free trade bat- 
tle; ills brother was a foremost agent In tho defeat of 
Jlr. Chamberlain's ])i;illcy, and his active, oven his 
liic'-.ss.'int and unsjiarlng, antagonist on the floor of 
the house. I..ord Hugh constantly challenged tlicse 
encounters, plunged Into them with something of a 
young man's pitllessness, and using all his I'ather's 
resources of Irony, Invoctive-, highly-concontratod ar- 
gument, .and dexterous and., unsparing use of the- 
dlinoUlt situation between- Mr. ' Balfour and Mr.' 
Chamberlain, gave an impresslbn of inlxed' force and 
subtlety which DIsrnoll himself — tho Disraeli of the' 
antl-Peel days — might have envied. Mr. C'li-aniijer- 
laln seemed now and then overborne by liis lierco 
young assailant; then, again, measured lilm with an 
older man's dexterit.v, and, foreseeing the danger, 
made his exclusion from the Unionist lino of battle at 
the election ono of tho main objects ot his bold and 
unconipromlslng tactics, ifo succeeded. Lord Hugh 
was effectively Isolated from tho main body of tho 
Tory party, though on nino polnt.s. out of ten ho held' 
the orthodox doctrine, and 'Mr. Chamberlain did not. 
And the exclusion holds. 

Yet It is imposslblo to suppose him permanently 
estranged. Ho Is not a leader of democracy. Toryism 
lost Its great demagogue when Lord Randolph's spn 
p.arted with It. But in moro than ono aspect of his 
Intelligence' Lord Hugh l.'i jt Consorvatlvo Gladstone. 
Ho has not Glailstone's sympathy wltlii progress, nor 
the virllo optimism wlilch was part of the great 
rnan's Immenso vigor, tho resilience and cndurahco of 
bis matchless pliysique. .,

When the Hudson's Hay cojiipany established 
Ihelr fni-t (01 ]>ake Athabasea nmre than a hundred 
\ears af;o, it was never dreamed that t'armers wouUl 
Vollow them and go e\cn further north. That tiny 
a,"! well as other settlers are doing so Is shown by tliu 
lad that the Uanadian government is preparing to 
send the Mounted Police to establish stations from 
Great Slave Lake to Cheslerlleld Inlet, on Hudson 
Bay. This too. perhaps, shows that it will n-n be 
long before there will be a railroad running from the 
wheatflelds of the Northwest to Hudson Bay. 'i"he 
Mounted Police have done good service In Canada. 
Froni Winnip'-g to iJawsoii they iiave gone In with 
the llr.st settlers, and whero\er thi'\- have jjone the 
law' has been observed. The roughest and most ilis- 
orderly ol' men h.-i\e been tauRht h.\' Wvui thai under 
the n'rliish llag any injury done to lUe and property 
will be surely punished. This has m.ide it imp"^- 
sible for t'ho.se who nuike iheir li\-ing b.\- robhins 
others to rem;iin long on Canadian soil. In their 
lonelN- outposts the Mounted Police live a ilauKerou.s 
and a hard life. .Many of them are Keiillemen's smis 
and, what is Imter, tae.s' are ihemsehes gentlemen. 

C>n the w;i\- between Medieine Hat and Calgary 
the travidcr mi tlo' Canadian i'aellle railway sees 
near a loneh- station what lool<s like tin electric 
light shining through the darkness. This Is ttie 
flame coming from a pipe in which the natural Ba.s 
rises from the earth. .Vear Edmonton tills flow of 
gns Is so great that pipes are being laid to carry it 
into tlic-cit.v. Besides tho^as. It is hoped th^t tliero 
is coal oil in the ground, tyid a company is' prepar- 
ing to bore for it. Coal, plh and gas aro very valu- 
able products and are .sometimes found together. 
Long, long ago, before men lived in the \\orlil. ami 
when the animals that Inhabited it were v< ry dilTer- 
ent from those we now sc. there were \i ry lar^'c^ trees 
something like our pines.

It Li not only the wlialcs of ■Van- 
couver Island that are Interesting. There are star- 
lisli, sea anemones ami hundreds of otiier beautiful 
creatures in the rocks and Ijeaidies liere that arc 
(luite different from those in other parts of Canada.

^Milu^f^/ has issued' the following appeal : 
"O ' fortress City, bathed by 

streams 

Majestic as tliy memories j^reat." 
These significant lines address- 
ed by tlie Dulcc of Argyll to our famous Cana- 
dian citadel, are a fitting introduction to this 
appeal to the Canadian and other peoples of 
the empire in behalf of a Quebec memorial. 

Containing, as they do, the fundamental idea 
of Quebec's greatness and national and ini- 
])erial importance ; they answer positively the 
(|uestion : Why sliouUl the Canarliau people 
and all citizens throughout the /mpire partici- 
pate in the deilication of the immortal Heights 
to the memory of those great souls, French 
and British, who, as discoverers, missionaries, 
statesmen, pii)neers and soldiers, '^ere, in the 
truest sense, foumlers of Canada;" 

When His l-.xcellenc}-, Lord drey brought 
forward his splendid [)n)jeet for the preserva- 
tion of our famous battlefields, he inaugurated 
a movement \yhich will endear his memory to 
all our people. And when Canadians from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and all children of the 
empire throughout the world lunlerstand (he 
true significance of the work undertaken by 
the battlefields association, they will not only 
heartilv endorse the scheme outlined, but they 
will, men and women, old and j'oung alike, de- 
sire to give their large, or small contribution 
to the fund which' is being raised for this pa- 
triotic object. 

It is for the puriiose of la3'ing before r)ur 
people in Canarla and those in the motherland, 
the sister colonies and those of our blood to 
the south the imp(jrtance of this undertaking, 
that this appeal is made. 

in July next it is expected that a cheque 
will be presented on behalf of the Canadian 
])eoplc and other patriotic citizens throughout 
the empire to His Royal Highness the I'rincc 
of Wales, who will in turn present it to the 
llaltlefields Commission to be spent by theiu 
in the noble work of rlevoting this fatuous 
theatre of early Canadian history to the sacred 
memory of those ev-entful scenes which were 
exacted thereon, and to those heroic spirits 
who are associated with its ancient walls. 
And it is to be hoped that, every citizen nf 
Canada, every schoolboy and schoolgirl will 
offer some small mite to swell that national 



fund and will be proud to have a part in this 
heart offering of present-day Canada to her 
heroic past. 

W'e in Canada arc a young and inisy 
people, over-engrossecl iti the material strug- 
gle of the hour and the moment. But if we 
stop to think and examine into our past, we 
will discover that tlii ancient city of Quebec 
is the foundation pivot on which all our his- 
tory turns ; that she is the starting point from 
which have gone out nearl}^ all, if not all our 
great dreams of coiic[uest, ideal and material; 
and that it is back to her that all our young 
communities, frc^m the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
must inevitably, in gratitude and sense of ori- 
gin, return. 

From the remote days of Champlain, La 
Salle and Hrebeuf to the modern pr<;sent, all 
roads lead hack to her, the citadel of our na- 
tional dreaius. What province, what commmi- 
what portion of our peo[)le is not linked lo 
Quebec by some bond, some tie of the near or 
remote past? is she not from the very be- 
ginning sacredly associated with the greatest 
events in our national and imperial history? 
I )n not all those subtle, silken threads which 
bind the Donunion together, find their com- 
mon souree in the grim old rock which fronts 
on the famed ri\ er of Cartier and Cham])lain : 
of Wolfe, Dorchesler, ]\iurray and .Montcalm? 

Is not this sufficient reason why we should 
venerate this old city bastioned above her 
mighty tides sweeping forever seaward, tis 
man's longings ever return to the past? Then 
she is not only the city of her battlefields; but 
also the ])lace of our national origins, or be- 
ginnings; of otir country's natal day of pre- 
paration for all which was destined to follow. 

Here Cartier came alone, and undaunted, 
was the first to dare our fierce season of ice 
and snow. Here Roberval followed and the 
hardy Norman and Breton fishermen. Here 
in the year of our Lord, sixteen hundred and ■ 
eight, Champlain, the great soldier, sailor, 
statesman, and pioneer, whom Parkman calls: 
"The Aeneas of a destined people," founded 
Canada in a piety and courage worthy of our 
eternal emulation and admiration. 

Here Christianity first rendered holy our 
national soil, and martyrdom sealed the truth 
with the blood of saints. Here knowledge 
first spread its benign influence in those grey 
walls: 




"Where learning from Laval looks 

down." 

i'rom here the first heroic discoverers went 
forth to open up those unknown regions of the 
vast west wiien the first foot of white man in 
modern times trod those lonesome haunted 
wilds, and the first European eye looked in 
wonder and awe on those sublime streams and 
mighty inland waters. 

Here nobilit}' and heroism, wisdom and 
piety held the pit)neer outpost, in Canada, of 
iCuropean civilization, and here IMontcalm, the 
last great l''renchman, of the old regime, strug- 
gled in \-ain, while l'"rance's ride went down 
amid the blatant folly of a Vaudreuil and the 
material corruption of the Intendant Bigot. 

Here in the glorious victory of Wolfe, 
British rule in Canada began ; here the first at 
tempt at Hritish constitutional govermucnt in 
Canada had its birth ; here the Fathers of Con- 
federation met, and here our Dominion was 
|)roclainied. 

.■Vll these events which constitute, as it 
were, the \ ery vertebra of our national history, 
render this old place associated with great 
names from phamplain to Laurier, the sacred 
or mother city of our young northern land. 

We may have other greater, more densely 
[)opulated, more wealthy and jirogrcssive ci- 
ties. We may produce metroi)olises of com- 
merce ami industry, marls of modern effort 
and achievement; but wchavc only one Que- 
bec, the Gibraltar of the west, the g'atcWay of 
the St. Lawrence, sacred to the memory of the 
early explorer and adventurer, those daring 
spirits who: 

"Counted no dangers; dreamed all seas their 

road 

"To possible futures; struck no craven sail 

"i'"oi- sl(jlh or iiulolent cowardice; steered 
their keels, 

"O'er crests of hca\'ing ocean, Icagncs of 
brine. 

"While Hope firm kept the tiller, Faith in 
dreams 

"Saw coasts of gleaming continents looming 

large 

"Hc}-ond the ultimate of the sea's far rim." 
"Souls too great for sloth and impotent ease," 

without whom our place as a people on this 
western continent would scarce have been pos- 
sible. 
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It is for all this, and more, that Quebec 

stands ; and is for tliis reason alone that the 
coming tercentenary of the founding of Can- 
ada by Chaiuplain and the institution of the 
ISattlefield Memorial should be of the deepest 
significance to every Canadian. 

Throughout the empire and all over the 
world there is spreading a keen interest in this 
great and important gathering. Britain, 
France, the United States, and the sister col- 
onies, all will take part in and be associated 
with the approaching celebration. 

IJut especially here in Canada .should this 
event be a love feast, as it were, between the 
two great sister races, whose fate lies, not- on- 
ly side by side, but togethei-, in the common 
destiny of their growing nation. Let us all re- 
alize that in this celebratioiv,we are one in our 
common memories, our common admiration, 
our common gratitude to lliose great souls, 
iM-eneh or firitish, but alike Canadian, whose 
deeds and lives, whose heroic effort made this 
country ])ossible. 

It is in this spirit, of a coimnon patriotism, 
that a scheme has been adoi)ted by wdiich \ci 
use the fmul (o be raised in a wise and jialri- 
otic maimer, so as not only to secure to the 
Canadian jieople forever the grounds on the 
Heights sacred to our common heritage; but 
also to erect and maintain a national museum 
as an instructive and otherwise worthy mem- 
orial of our heroic past. 

This museum, it is intended, will be dedi- 
cated to the (iln'ect of commemorating the de- 
velopment of our country atul ])ef5ple from the 
earliest days. In it each province will have its 
l^lace and hold its ])art, and in its architec- 
ture, decoration and contents, Canadian his- 
tory and art will vie with each other in re- 
peating, in painting, scidpturc, f)archment and 
relic the story of Canada, and its navel, the 
great grey Ijastioned crag; that famed Nor- 
man and L'reton gatewa}- to the present and 
future dreams and achievements of this New 
France and this newer Britain of the Western 
World. 

It is true that we have in Canada other 
places redolent with sacred memories of our 
storied past, places especially dear to the chijr 
dren of our different provinces and communi- \ 
ties of peoples. Quecnston Heights in Upper 
Canada is one of these, a spot next to Quebec, 



dearest to all Canadians. But none of these 

arc quite in the same sense what Quebec has 
meant, ineans^ now, and will mean ever more 
(as time goes on) to the whole Dominion. 
All of these places have their niche in the 
walls of the temj^le of our national heart's 
memory. r>ut ch.iet of all looms the grand 
old gateway to the vSt. Lawrence. 

All races and creeds which, go to make up 
our people have some reason to remember the 
old citadel. French, Scottish, English^,U. E. 
Loyalist, all iiave participated in some way irt 
the destiny of the rock fort of Stadacona. To 
this place in the future will come travellers 
from either hemisphere and .seeing our mem- 
orial erected to our past they will read" in it 
th.e history and present ideal of a people wor- 
thy to be called great, by reason of their ven- 
eration for their mighty dead ; and every Can- 
arlian from Capt l'reton to A'ancouver will be 
reiideretl illustrious in the rich evidences of 
heroism and fortitiule which our national 
l)atriotism will collect within the temple 
which it is i)ro|)osed to ultimately rear on the 
I leights of Abraham. 

Then a word as to the battlefields them- 
selves. They represent victory and honor for 
the French, the British, the U. E. Loyalist 
and the American, 

No one spot in all the world is so linked 
to associations in which so many peoples may 
feel pride. 

]')Ut above all, there is a call to every 
I'rench anrl ISritish heart from this sacred 
ground. The causes of strife are long since 
dead and ]jassed away. ]«ut the great memor- 
ies alone reniain. The common memory of a 
common heroism which should bind, ami docs 
and will bind, our two peoples more and 
more as Canadians. Here, now and forever 
stands the field and the immortal part of all 
that is most heroic in the two great Canadian 
races. 

This appeal is to all our people. It is to 
those who have influence and the means to 
speed the good will and the patriotic ideal. It 
is to the clergy of all denominations, the 
teachers in the .schools, the heads of all asso- 
ciations — it is to that great regiment of toil- 
ers, the tillers of ^le field, the men of the mart 
and mine, so that all our people may have 
their part in this great patriotic revival, j

dockyards or private builders. Our 
relations with forelga powers were for- 
tunaloly friendly, and for the nuHuent 
no sorlou.-! coni|)llca tlons overshadow- 
ed tho polltlc.'il horizon. But no rov- 
ornment could afford to conlino to the 
immediate neces.sltles of the moment 
tho demands which It must make upon 
tho resources of the nation In order 
to provide for tho needs of the future.

How do we distinguish the direction 
of sound'.'. Thtit is a question to whicli 
many pe(>ide mi.^lit reply that they do 
not rlistluK-ul.sh it, or that in ci'rtain 
circumstances at any rati' they find it 
very dllliculL lo do so. As Lord Ray- 
lelh'-h, in discusslntr the subject oij- 
Kcrvos, the mechanism b.v which tho 
ear and the brain locale sound lias 
been very mile consldei-ed. 

The waves of sound IssuIik,' from a. 
man's mouth are about elijht feid long 
— that is to say, from crest lo crcat. 

The clew to the iirohleni lies la tho 
fad lluit a jierson who Is I'titlrely deaf 
In one ear cannot locate the direction 
of a Hounil.
